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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 



Thb Itinerary of G^neml "Washington during the war for 
independence, originally publiehed in the " Pennaylvauia 
Magazine of History and Biography" (voU. xiv., rv.). is now 
brought together in a single volume, with many additions. 

As issued in the Magazine, it became apparent, after the 
appearance of the early portions of the work, that the sub- 
ject admitted of a much broader treatment than had been 
intended; and that the introductiou of additional matter, 
covering as much as possible the prominent events of the 
struggle, would render it more useful both for reference 
and as a study of the character of Washington, without in 
any way conflicting with the form of an Itinerary. Thia 
plan was accordingly adopted for the subsequont numbei^. 

The additions, therefore, are principally limited to the 
first three years of the record as originally published. 

As day by day we follow Washington through the pages 
of the Itinerary, we become more and more impressed with 
the earnestness, steadfastness, and truthfiilness of his char- 
acter, and feel assured that to his high sense of duty, and 
almost sleepless vigilance, we are mainly indebted for the 
successful issue of the battle for freedom. 

History furnishes no finer type of manhood, no purer ex- 
ample of patriotism, than our Wasoisoton!

THUHSDAT, JUNE IE. 

At Philadelphia, as a delegate to Congresa from the Col- 
ony of Virginia : On this day Congress, in seBsioti at the 
State House, Resolved, " That a General be appointed to 
command all the Continental Forces, raised or to be rwsed 
for the defence of American liberty. 

"That five hundred dollars per month be allowed for the 
pay and expences of the General, 

" The Congress then proceeded to the choice of a General 
by ballot, and George "Wabuisoton, Esq., was unanimously 
elected," — Journal of Congress. 

Tbe lecond Coatinental Congress met at Philadolpliia, K(i,j 10, 1TT5, and 
It it recorded by Jobn Adaina that " Colonsl Waibingtoa appeared cverj 
daj in hlB aniform, and b; hit great experience and abilities in militarj' 
nattera, wu of much aervice to alt." At the session of June IG, however, 
in consequence of Mr. Adams having elated at a previous meeting that it 
itai bit iateution to propose for the office of Coram and er-in -Chief a gentle- 
mnn from Virginia, and one of their body, Washington was not present. 
The nomination waa made by Thomu Jobiuon, a delegate ^om Maryland. 

PBIDAY, JDNEie. 

At Philadelphia, in Congress : " The President [Jobn 
Hancock] informed Col. Washington that the Congress had 
yesterday unanimously made choice of bim to be General 
and Commander in Chief of the American tbrces, and re- 
qaested be would accept of that employment ; to which CoL 
Washington standing in his place answered. 
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" * Mr. President. 

" * Though I am truly sensible of the high honor done me 
in this appointment, yet, I feel great distress from a con- 
sciousness, that my abilities and military experience may 
not be equal to the extensive and important trust: How- 
ever, as the Congress desire it, I will enter upon the mo- 
mentous duty, and exert every power I possess in their 
service and for support of the glorious cause. I beg they 
will accept my most cordial thanks for this distinguished 
testimony of their approbation. 

" * But, lest some unlucky event should happen unfavour- 
able to my reputation, I beg it may be remembered by every 
Gentleman in the room, that I this day declare with the 
utmost sincerity, I do not think myself equal to the com- 
mand I am honored with. 

" * As to pay. Sir, I beg leave to assure the Congress, that 
as no pecuniary consideration could have tempted me to 
accept this arduous employment, at the expence of my do- 
mestic ease and happiness, I do not wish to make any 
profit from it I will keep an exact account of my ex- 
pences. Those I doubt not they will discharge, and that 
is all I desire.' " — Journal of Congress. 

SATURDAY, JUNE 17. 

At Philadelphia: This day. Congress in session passed 
the following resolution: "Whereas the Delegates of all 
the Colonies from Nova Scotia to Georgia, in Congress as- 
sembled, have unanimously chosen George Washington Esq. 
to be General and Commander in Chief, of such Forces as 
are or shall be raised for the maintenance and preservation 
of American Liberty; this Congress doth now declare, that 
they will maintain and assist him, and adhere to him the 
said George Washington, with their Lives and Fortunes in 
the same Cause." — Journal of Congress. 

" I can now inform you, that the Congress have made choice of the modest 
and virtuous, the amiable, generous and brave Gkorge Washington, Esquire, 
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to be Qener&l of the American armj, and that he is to repair, as loon u 
possible, to Iha camp before Boston. Tbia Rppointmeot will hAve t, great 
effect in cementing and Mcuring the union of these oolouies." — John Adamt 
to Mra. Adams, June IT. 

SUNDAY, JDKE 18. 

At Philadelphia: "It has been determined in CongrcBS, 
that the whole army raised for the defence of the American 
Cause shall be put under my care and that it is necessary 
for me to proceed immediately to Boston to take upon me 
the Command of it, — You may believe me, my dear Patey, 
when I assure you, in the moat solemn manner, that, so far 
from seeking this appointment I have used every endeavour 
in my power to avoid it not only from my unwillingness to 
part with you and the Family, but a consciouaness of its 
being a tnist too great for my capacity and that I should 
enjoy more real happiness and felicity, in one month with 
you at home than I have the most distant prospect of reap- 
ing abroad, if my stay were to be Seven times Seven years. 
But aa it has been a kind of destiny that has thrown me 
upon this Service, I ahaU hope tliat my undertaking of it is 
designed to answer some good purpose." — Washington to 
Ifrs.

" To G£OROE Washington Esquire. 

" We reposing especial trust and confidence in your patriotism, conduct 
and fidelity Do by these presents constitute and appoint you to be General 
AND Commander in Chief of the Army of the United Colonies and of 
all the forces raised or to be raised by them and of all others who shall vol- 
untarily offer their service and join the said army for the defence of Amer- 
ican Liberty and for repelling every hostile invasion thereof. And you are 
hereby vested with full power and authority to act as you shall think for 
the good and welfare of the service. 

'* And we do hereby strictly charge and require all officers and soldiers 
under your command to be obedient to your orders and diligent in the ex- 
ercise of their several duties. 

*< And we do also enjoin and require you to be careful in executing the 
great trust reposed in you, by causing strict discipline and order to be ob- 
served in the army and that the soldiers are duly exercised and provided 
with all convenient necessaries. 

*'And you are to regulate your conduct in every respoct by the rules and 
discipline of war (as herewith given you) and punctually to observe and 
follow such orders and directions from time to time as you shall receive from 
this or a future Congress of the said United Colonies or a committee of 
Congress for that purpose appointed. 

" This Commission to continue in force until revoked by this or a future 
Congress.

TUESDAY, JUNE 20. 

At Philadelphia : " On Tuesday morning [June 20] the 
three battalions of this city and liberties, together with the 
artillery company, a troop of light horse, several companies 
of light infantry, rangers and riflemen, in the whole about 
two thousand, marched out to the Commons, and, having 
joined in brigade, were reviewed by General Washington, 
who is appointed Commander in Chief of all the North 
American forces by the honorable Continental Congress, 
when they went through the manual exercise, firings and

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manoeuvres, with great dexterity and exactness." — PennsyU 
vama Ecenmg Post, Jane 22, 1775. 

" I have been called upon b^ tbe unanimoua voice of the Cotoaies to take 
tbe commaDd of the Continental armj ; an honor I neithar sought after, 
nor deeired, as I am thoroughly convinced, that it requires greater abilities 
and mnch more MperiencB than I am master of, to conduct a business so 
extensive in its nature, and arduous in Che execucioD. But the partiality 
of Congreas, joined to a political motive, reallj left me without a choice; 
and I am now commiesioned a General and Commander-in-chief of all the 
foreei now raised, or to be raised, (or tbe defence ot the United Colonies. 
That I ma; dischari^ the trust to the satisfaction of my employers is my 
first wish ; that I slinll aim to do it, there remain* little doubt How far I 
may succeed is another poiat."

THUBSDAY, JUNE 22. 

At Philadelphia: la entertained at a farewell eupper, 
given in bis honor, at the City Tavern, at which several 

distinguished citizens of Philadelphia aesiated. 

The City Tavern was erected In 1773 by a voluntary aubscription of the 
principal gentlemen of PhiUdelphia, for the convenience of the public. It 
Blood on the west side of Second Street, above Walnut, No. 66, corner of 
the present Gold Street, formerly Bank Alley, and was subsequently known 
as " The Morcbanta' Coffee-House." When first opened, in the early part 
ot 1774, with Daniel Smith as the landlord, it was considered the largest 
and most elegant house of its kind in America.. Tbe site, in connection 
with adjoining ground extending to Walnut Street, is now occupied by 
"The Anthracite Building," erected about thirty-Qve years ago. 

PRIDAT, JUKE 28. 

' Leaves Philadelphia: "TeHterday morning [June 23] 
the Generals Washinotos and Lbe set off from this city 
[Philadelphia] to take command of the American army at 
Massachusetts Bay. They were accompanied from town by 
the troop of light horse, and by all the oUicera of the city 
militia on horseback, who went no farther than about five 
miles, when they returned, but the former continued with 
them, and how far they will go is uncertBan." — Pemisiflvania 
Eeenmg Post, June 24, 1775. 
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Washington left Philadelphia on horseback, and travelled in that man- 
ner all the way to Cambridge ; the first entry in the account current that he 
rendered at the conclusion of the war being as follows : <* To the purchase 
of five Horses (two of which were had on credit from Mr. James Mease) to 
equip me for my Journey to the Army at Cambridge — & for the Service I 
was then going upon — having sent my Chariot and Horses back to Virginia, 
£239 — .'' General Schuyler, Thomas Mifflin, and Joseph Beed were also 
of the party, which before reaching Trenton was met by a courier bearing 
despatches to Congress concerning the battle of Bunker Hill. The troop 
of light horse which acted as an escort is now known as the '* First Troop 
Philadelphia City Cavalry." It was organized November 17, 1774, and 
bears an honorable record for services rendered during the war. 

SATUBDAY, JUNE 24. 

At New Brunswick, New Jersey : " General Washington, 
with his retinue, is now here [New Brunswick], and pro- 
poses to be at Newark by nine to-morrow morning. The 
situation of the men-at-war at New York (we are informed) 
is such as to make it necessary that some precaution should 
be taken in crossing Hudson's river, and he would take it 
as a favor if some gentleman of your body would meet him 
to-morrow at Newark, as the advice you may then give him 
will determine whether he will continue his proposed route 
or not." — General Schuyler to the President of the New York 
Provincial CongresSj June 24. 

SUNDAY, JUNE 26. 

At Newark, New Jersey : Meets a committee appointed 
by the Provincial Congress of New York to attend him 
to the city. Committee: John Sloss Hobart, Melancthon 
Smith, Richard Montgomery, and Qouverneur Morris. 
Arrives at New York about two o'clock in the afternoon, 
crossing the Hudson at Hoboken. 

*< June 26— This afternoon at four [7 two] o'clockp General Washington, 
attended by Generals Lee and Schuyler, and the light-horse of Philadelphia, 
on the way for the American camp at Cambridge, landed at Colonel Lispen- 
ard's seat, about a mile above New York [in the vicinity of Laight Street, 
near Greenwich], from whence they were conducted into the city, by nine 
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compnniaB of foot, in Ibeir uniforaia, and a greater Dumlier of toe prinoipal 
iDbnbilocla of that city tb»n ever appeared on any occasion before." — Biv- 
inglon'a aaielleer, Jima 29, ITTl. 

UOKDAT, JUNE 36. 

At New York : Receives and answers, at half-past two in 
the afternoon, an address from the New York Provincial 
Congress, and leaves for Kiiigsbridge. 

" Nta York. July 3, 1775.— On Monday last [June 26] General 
WAaHiNQToN witb bis suite, attended liy tbe eeveml Now York Military 
Companies, and likewise by a Troop of Oentlemeo of the FbilaJelphia Light 
Hone, commanded by Capt&in Uarkoe, and a number of the inhabitantt 
of thia city, set out for the Provincial Camp at Cambridge, near Boston. 
The Qoneral rested that night at £iiig«bridge [fourteen milee from the 
city], and the next njorning proceeded on his journey ; The Troop relumed 
to thij city the next evening, and departed hence for Phihidelphia, the 
Thureday following."— PenTuy Iran ia Juurrtal, July 5, 1775. 

TDESDAT, JUNE 27. 

Leaves Kingsbridge: General Schuyler, who had been 
commissioned to "take command of all the troops destined 
for the New York department," accompanied him as &ir aa 
New Rochelle, Westchester County, where they met and 
conferred with General Wooster. 

WKDHESD4Y, JUNE 28. 

At New Haven, Connecticut; Eevievra a military com- 
pany of students of Yale College, and "lodges at the house 
of the lute Isaac Beers." 

" New Hattn, July 6, 1775.— Last Wednesday [June 28], his eicelleney 
Oenersl Washington, Mujor Genera) Lee, Major Thomas MifBin, General 
Woahington'B aid-d&-oamp, and Samuel Griffin, Esq. General Lee's aid-de- 
camp, arrived in town, and early next morning they act out for the Pro- 
vincial Camp, near Boston, attended by great numbere of the inhabitants 
of the town. Thej were escorted out of town hy two companies dressed in 
th^r uniform, and by a company of young gentlemen belonging to the 
Seminary in this place, who made a handsome appearance, and whoso ex- 
pertnesE in the military exercises gained the approbation of the Generals." 
— Coimectieui Hialorical Oillectioai. 
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THUBSDAY, JTJKS 29. 

At Wethersfield, Connecticut : ** Philadelphia^ June 22, 
1776. This will be handed you by his ExceUency, General 
Washington, in company with General Lee, and retinue. 
Should they lodge a night in Wethersfield, you will accom- 
modate their horses, servants, ibc, in the best manner at the 
tavern, and their retinue will likely go on to Hartford." — 
Silas Deane to Mrs. Deane. 

The hotiM occupied by Siliu Deane at Wethenileld, and at which, In all 
probability, Washington stayed on the night of Jane 29, was next south of 
the '*Webb House," the place of conference between Washington and 
Bochambeau, Kay 22, 1781. The house, which is still standing, was ailer- 
waids known as the residence of Stephen Chester. 

FBIDAY, JUNE 80. 

At Springfield, Massachusetts : Meets a committee from 
the Provincial Congress of Massachusetts Bay, — ^Dr. Ben- 
jamin Church and Moses Gill, — ^who had provided escorts 
for the remainder of the journey, through Brookfield, 
Worcester and Marlborough to Watertown. 

SUNDAY, JULY 2. 

At Watertown, Massachusetts : Arrives in the morning, 
attended by the committee and a train of other gentlemen, 
under escort of a company of horse frotn Marlborough, and 
receives an address from the Provincial Congress, then in 
session at Watertown, which he answers by letter of July 
4. Leaves in the afternoon, for Cambridge, three miles 
distant, and arrives at two o'clock. 

MONDAY, JULY 8. 

At Cambridge, Massachusetts : Takes command of the 
army on Cambridge Common, at nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and aft^erwards visits the several posts occupied by the 
American troops. 

The first house occupied by the Commander-in-Chief at Cambridge, as 
head-quarters, was known as the "President's House,'' built by Harvard 
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College m 1T26, for the use of its presidents. The bouie of Jobn VuhsI], ft 
fugitive rojHlist, known Inter aa the Craigie hDuse, aod still Uter as the 
residence of Henry W. Longfellow, was made head-quarters about the 
middle of Jul;. This house, which is still owned and occupied bj the 
Longfellow family, Washington retained as his quarten until be loft Cam- 
bridge for Now York, April 4, 1778. 

TUESDAY, JULY 4. 

At Cambridge : Orderly Booh — " The Coutinental Con- 
gress, having now taken all the Troopa of the several Col- 
onies, which have been raised, or which may be hereafter 
riused for tbe support and defence of the Liberties of Amer- 
ica; into their Pay and Service ; They are now the Troopa 
of the United Provincca of North America ; aad it is hoped 
tliat all Distinction of Colonies will be laid aside j so that 
one and the same spirit may animate the whole, and the 
only Contest be, who shall render, on this great and trying 
occasion, the most essential Service to the great aad common 
cause in which we are all engaged." 

The army in front of Boston at thii time, composed of troops from Mas- 
eachuietts, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, and Connecticut, brought to- 
gether after the battle of Concord and Lexington, wiia estitnated to be about 
fourteen thousand Qve hundred eftective men. In trench men is had been 
thrown up on Winter and Prospect Hills, on the left, and at Roibury on 
the right, with works at intermediate points. The college buildings and 
houses in Cambridge were also occupied by the troopi. 

■WEDNESDAY, JULY 6. 

At Eoxbury : " Yesterday [July 6], as I was going to 
Cambridge, I met the generals [Washington and Lee], who 
begged me to return to Roxbury again, which I did. When 
they had viewed the works, they expressed the greatest 
pleasure and surprise at their situation and apparent utility, 
to say nothing of the plan, which did not escape their 
praise," — Henry Knox to Mrs. Knox, July 6. 

Henry Enol, who commenced his military career as a Tuluoteer t^A to 
General Ward at Bunker Hill, was at this time serving as in engineer. 
" Tbo chief work constructoil by him was the strong redoubt crowning the 
lull in Boibury, known aa Eoxbury Fort, the site of which is now [1873] 
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ooTered by the Cochituate Stand Pipe."* He was oommisdoned colonel 
of the artillery regiment, 17 November, 1776; brigadier-general, 27 Decem- 
ber, 1776, and major-general, 22 March, 1782, dating from 15 November, 
1781. 

THURSDAY, JULY 6. 

At Cambridge : Visits all the American posts, and recon- 
noitres the enemy's works. 

"Jiu/y 1775. — To the Expences of myself & party reconnoitr the Sea 
Coast East of Boston Harbor. . £18. 18. \''^W<uhingt(m'9 Accounts. 

SUNDAY, JULY 9. 

At Cambridge : A council of war, in which it was unani- 
mously determined to defend the posts as occupied, and 
that measures ought to be immediately taken to increase 
the army by recruits. 

" General Washington filb his place with vast ease and dignity, and dis- 
penses happiness around him. General Lee will become very popular soon. 
I am obliged to go to Cambridge to wait on General Washington, and 
'promised to be there by seven o'clock. I am now half past that time.'*— 
Henry Knox to Mrs. Knoxj July 9. 

MONDAY, JULY 10. 

At Cambridge : " Our enemies have attempted nothing 
against us since my arrival here. They are strongly posted 
on Bunker *8 Hill, and are still busy in throwing up addi- 
tional works. We have thrown up several lines and re- 
doubts between Mystic River and Dorchester Point, to pre- 
vent their making way into the country, and in a few days 
we shall be well prepared to receive them in case a sortie is 
attempted." — Washington to General Schuyler. 

*' Our lines on Winter and Prospect Hills, and those of the enemy on 
Bunker's Hill are in fuU view of each other, a mile distant, our advance 
guards much nearer, and the sentries almost near enough to converse ; at 
Boxbury and Boston Neck it is the same. Between these, we are obliged 
to guard several of the places at which the enemy may land.*' — Waskinftoti 
to Richard Henry Lee, July 10.

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THDESDAY, JULTia. 

At Iloxbury : " July 13th. — A heavy cannonade from the 
British, at the Americaa workmen — but no damage done. 
Gen. Washington visited the camp." — Heath's Memoirs. 



FKIDAT, JULY 14. 

At Cambridge : Ordcrhj Book. — " It ia recommended both 
to Officers and Men to make themBclves acquainted with 
the peraona of all the Officers in General Command, and in 
the mean time, to prevent mistakes : The General Officers 
and their Aida-de-Camp will be distinguished in the follow- 
ing manner, 

" The Commander-in-Chief by a light blue Bibband, worn 
across liis breast, between his Coat and Waistcoat 

'• The Majors and Brigadiers General by a Pink Ribband 
worn in the like manner. 

" The Aids-de-Camp by a green ribband." 

"His Eicellencj, General Woahmgton, tiM arrived kmongit U9, univer- 
Mlly admired. Joy wiw visible in every counlenanee, and it aeeened as it 
the spirit of concjueat brenthed Ibroiigh Uie whole army. I hope we shall 
be taught, to copy hie example, and to prefer the love of liberty, in thia 
time of public danger to all the »oft pleaaurea of domeetic life, und support 
ourselves with loatily fortitude amidst all the dangera and hnrdihips that 
attend ti state of war. And I doubt uot, under the Qeneral's wise direction, 
we shall establish such excellent order and strlctaeas of discipline tis to in- 
vite victory to attend him wherever ho gOM." — Oeneral Qrtene to Samuel 
Ward, July 11. 

BATDRDAY, JULY 16. 

At Cambridge : Present at the reading, by President 
Langdon of Harvard College, of the Declaration of Con- 
gress (July 6), setting forth the causes and neeeaaity of the 
United Colonies taking up arms. 

" Yesterday morning [July 18], according to orders issued the day before 
by Major-Gcnerftl Putnam, all the continental troops under bis iminediata 
command lueombled on Prospect Hill, when tbe doclaration of the Conti- 
nental Congress was read, after which, an animated and patlietic addreu to 
the army wa« made by the Bar. Mr. Leonard, chaplain to General Futnam'i 
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lament, and succeeded by a pertinent prayer ; when General Putnam gave 
the signal, and the whole army shouted their loud amen by three cheeis ; 
immediately upon which, a cannon was fired from the fort, and the standard 
lately sent to General Putnam was exhibited flourishmg in the air, bearing 
on one side this motto—' An Appeal to Heaven!' and on the other side, — 
* Qui TVanstulit Suatinetr The whole was conducted with the utmost 
decency, good order, and regularity, and to the universal acceptance of all 
present. And the Philistines on Bunker's Hill heard the shout of the 
Israelites, and being very fearful, paraded themselves in battle array.'' — 
Essex Oazette. 

THURSDAY, JULY 20. 

At Cambridge : A day of public humiliation, festing, and 
prayer, recommended by Congress, June 12. 

" July 20, 1776. — I have been much gratified this day with a view of 
General Washington. His Excellency was on horseback in company with 
several military gentlemen. It was not difficult to distinguish him from all 
others ; his personal appearance is truly noble and majestic ; being tall and 
well proportioned. His dress is a blue coat with buff colored facings, a rich 
epaulette on each shoulder, buff under dress, and an elegant small sword ; 
a black cockade in his hat" — jTAoeAer'a Military Journal. 

SATURDAY, JULY 22. 

At Cambridge : By general orders of this day, the army 
was distributed into three grand divisions. One, forming 
the right wing, was stationed on the heights of Roxbury ; 
it was commanded by Major-General Ward. Another, form- 
ing the left wing, under Major-General Lee, was stationed 
on Winter and Prospect Hills; while the centre, under 
Major-General Putnam, was stationed at Cambridge. 

THURSDAY, JULY 27. 

At Cambridge : " The enemys force, including marines, 
Tories, &c are computed, from the best accounts I can get, 
at about twelve thousand men ; ours, including sick absent 
&c., at about sixteen thousand; but then we have a semi- 
circle of eight or nine miles to guard to every part of which 
we are obliged to be equally attentive ; whilst they, situated 
as it were in the centre of the semicircle, can bend their 
whole force (having the entire command of the water), 
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against anj one part of it with equal facility. This renders 
our situation not very agreeable, though necessary. How- 
ever, by incessant labor (Sundays not excepted), we are in 
a much better posture of defence now, than when I first 
came."

" It would be far beyond the compRM of » ktter, Tor mo to describe the 
lituatioD of tbinga here on mj arriTBl. Perhaps you will only be ftblc ta 
Judge of it from my aBBuring you, tbat mine must be a portrait at full 
length of what you have had a miniature. Confuaion and discord reigned 
in every department, nhich, in a little time, must hsvo ended either in the 
■eparation of the array, or faWl contests with one another. The bettor 
getiiuB of AmericH has prevailed, and most happily the ministerial troopg 
have not availed themselves of their advantages, till I trust the opportunity 
ii in a great measure past over." — Waaliinffloii to General Schuyler, July 28. 

PRIDAY, JULT 28. 

At Cambridge : " Our enemy continues strongly posted 
about a mile from us, both at Bunker's Hill and Eoxbury, 
but we are not able to get any information of their future 
intentions. Part of the riflemen are come in, and the rest 
daily expected." — Washington to General Schxtyhr. 

The Continental Congress resolved, on the 1 Jtb of June, that six com- 
panies '>t eipert riflemen should be raised in Pennsylvania, two in Sf aryland 
and two in Vi^tnla, On the 22d it was again resolved that two more com-, 
paoiec should be raised in Pennsylvetiia, and tbat tbe eight together should 
make a battnlion. The twelve companies were all filled with surprising 
celerity. One company arrived in Cambridge on the 25th of July, and eight 
others before the 14th of August, so tbat within two months after orden 
bad gone out, the men had been enlisted and equipped, and tho whole had 
marched from four to six hundred miles to camp. Captnin Daniel Mor- 
gan, so much celebrated during the war, commanded one of these campani(«. 
Be marched his men from Frederick County, in Virginia, nearly six hun- 
dred miles, in three weeks. These riflemen were enlisted for one year, and 
were the first troops ordered to he raised by the Oontinental Congress. Tha 
Pennsylvania battalion was commanded by Colonel William Thompson. 

THURSDAY, AUGUST 3. 

At Cambridge : A council of war held to take into con- 
sideration the discovery of the alarming fact, that the whole 
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stock of powder in camp, was only nine thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-seven pounds. 

" August 6, 1776. — ^We had a general council the day hefore yesterday, 
and, to our great surprise, discovered that we had not powder enough to 
fUmish half a pound a man, exclusive of what the people have in their 
horns and cartridge-boxes. The General [Washington] was so struck that 
he did not utter a word for half an hour. Every one else was also aston- 
ished.'' — SuUivitn to the New Hampahire OommitUe of Safety. 

FRIDAY, AUGUST 4. 

At Cambridge : " I am now, in strict confidence, to ac- 
quaint you, that our necessities in the article of powder and 
lead are so great, as to require an immediate supply. I 
must earnestly entreat, that you will fall upon some measure 
to forward every pound of each in your colony, that can 
possibly be spared. . . No quantity, however small, is be- 
neath notice, and, should any arrive, I beg it may be for- 
warded as soon as possible." — Washington to Governor Cooke^ 
of Rhode Island. 

" When our Armv lav hefore Boston in 1775, our Powder was so nearlv 
expended, that General Washington told me that he had not more than 
Bight rounds a Man, altho' he had then near 14 miles of Line to guard, and 
that he dare not fire an Evening or Morning Gun. In this situation one of 
the Committee of Safety for Massachusetts, who was privy to the whole 
fecret, deserted and went over to General Gage, and discovered our poverty 
to him. The fact was so incredihle, that Gen* Gage treated it as a stratagem 
of war, and the informant as a Spy, or coming with the express purpose of 
deceiving him & drawing his Army into a Snare, hy which means we were 
saved from having our Quarters beaten up. I was the Chairman of the 
Committee of Safety at Elizabeth Town [New Jersey], and had about Six 
or Seven quarter Casks of Powder, which on urgent application from Gen. 
Washington, were sent to Boston, with what could be spared from New 
York.*'— MS. of Oias Boudimot. 

TUESDAY, AUGUST S. 

At Cambridge: "I was yesterday [Augnst 8] at Cam- 
bridge, Grenerals Washington and Lee inquired after you. 
I dined at General Ws," — -Hbiry Knox to Mrs. Knor^ 
August 9. 
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" Cambridge, Auguit 9, 1775. — We waited on Ganeral Wusliington, who 
I have the pleasure to mfomt you is much heloved ftnd itdmired for bia polite 
oandetcentioTi and noble deportnieot. Hie appointment to the Chief Com- 
mand hai the general sutTroige of all ranks of peoplo here, which I think 
b no bad omen." — Letter from a Fhiiadelphian, Ptnntt/lamia Qiattle, 
August 23. 

TUBSDAT. AUGUST 15. 

At Cambridge : " I am glad to relieve you from your 
ansjety respecting troops being sent from Boston to Quebec. 
These reports, 1 apprehend, took their use from a fleet 
being fitted out about fourteen days ago to phmiler the 
ielanda in the Sound of their live stock; an expedition, 
which they have executed with some success, and are just 
returning, . . To-morrow I expect a supply of powder from 
Philadelphia,* which will be a moat Beaaonable relief in our 
present necessity." — Washington to General Schuyler. 

In conaequcnoe of the rosolvo of Congress (June 27), General Schuyler 
wax at this time making prepamlions to advance into CunuJa from TiunD^ 
deroga, and tnlie pnasesBXon of Fort St, Johns and Montreal. But falling 
seriously ill, on tho 16lh of September, when on the point of investing St. 
Johns, he was forced to transfer the command to General Richard Mont- 
gomery, and return to Albany. Ho, however, continued his eiertions in 
wising troops, nnd forwarding supplies to the army. 

SUNDAT, AUGUST 20. 

At Cambridge : " The design of this express is to com- 
municate to you a plan of an expedition, which has engaged 
my thoughts for several days. It is to penetrate into Canada, 
by way of Kennebec River, and so to Quebec by a route 
ninety miles beJow Montreal. I can very well spare a de- 
tachment for this purpose of one thousand, or twelve hun- 
dred men, and the land-carriage by the route proposed is 
too inconsiderable to make an objection." — Washington to 
General Schuyler. 

The detachment lo penetrate into Canada was placed under the command 
r seven loos of powder arrived [rom the south* 
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of Colonel Benedict Arnold, with instructions (September 14) to use all 
possible expedition, as the winter season was advancing. It was composed 
of ten companies of musketeers from New England and three companies of 
riflemen from Virginia and Pennsylvania, in all eleven hundred men, the 
riflemen being commanded by Captain Daniel Morgan. On the morning of 
November 14, the little army, which, in consequence of the frightful suffer- 
ings of the men, had dwindled to seven hundred and fifty (two hundred 
under Colonel Enos having returned to avoid starvation), climbed the heights 
of Abraham ; Arnold, however, finding it utterly impossible to attack the 
city, retreated to Point aux Trembles^ twenty miles above Quebec, to await 
the approach of the troops under General Montgomery, who, after capturing 
Forts Chambly and St. Johns, had taken possession of Montreal, November 
18. The junction was made December 1, and the combined forces, amount- 
ing only to nine hundred men, arrived in sight of Quebec on the 6th. In 
the unsuccessful assault of December 81, in which General Montgomery was 
slain, Arnold received a wound in the leg. 

TUESDAY, AUGUST 29. 

At Cambridge : " We have only 184 Barls. of powder in 
all (including the late supply from Philadelphia), wch is not 
sufficient to ^ve 25 muskets cartridges to each man, and 
scarcely to serve the artillery in any brisk action one single 
rfay." — Washington to Rkhard Henry Lee, 

*'The word Powder in a letter, sets us all a tiptoe, we have been in a 
terrible situation, occasioned by a mistake in a return ; we reckoned upon 
three hundred quarter casks and had but thirty-two barrels — ^not above nine 
cartridges to a man to the whole army, but the late supply fh>m Philadel- 
phia has relieved us. All our heavy artillery was useless, and even now we 
are compelled to a very severe economy."— Jb««pA Reed to Mr. Bradford^ 
August 24. 

THURSDAY, AUGUST 81. 

At Cambridge : " Last Saturday night [August 26] we 
took possession of a hill [Plowed Hill, Mount Benedict], 
considerably advanced beyond our former lines; which 
brought on a very heavy cannonade from Bunker's Hill, 
and afterwards a bombardment, which has been since kept 
up with little spirit on their part, or damage on ours." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

" August 26th. — ^The Americans broke ground on Plowed Hill, in front 
of Bunker's Hill, without molestation." — Heath* a Memoir: 
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UONDAT, 8EFTEHBEB 11. 

At Cambridge ; A council of war, held to conaider whether 

it was expedient to make an attack upon the troops at Boa- 
ton by meaua of boats, in co-operation with an attempt upon 
their lines at Roxbury. It waa unanimoualy agreed, that 
"it was not expedient to make the attempt at present, at 
least." 

In communicating this deoiiion to CongreaB, Wsfiliington wrote: "I 
CKitDot sny that I have wholly Uid it [the attack] utide ; but new eveula 
may occtuion new meaaurea. Of this I hope the honoraVle CongreM can 
need no axgurance, that there ig not a mua in America, who more earnestly 
wtsbea luch a tenoinatioa of the campugn, as to make the army no longer 
ueceauuy."

At Cambridge: "Sep. 18. To the Expa of myaelf and 
Par^ in reconnoitring the South & West Shore of Boston

TDB8DAT, OCTOBEK 8. 

At Cambridge : A council of war, held on this and the 
following day, to consider the treachery of Dr. Benjamin 
Church, director-general of the hospital. 

Dr. Benjamin Church, who had been a prominent patriot, was discoTered 
In an attempt to hold a correspondence with the enemy. The matter, after 
being considered in council, was rtferred to Congress, who, on November 6, 
directed that he should be closely conilned in a jail in Connecticut. He wa* 
imprisoned at Norwich, but was released in May, 1TT6, on account of de- 
clining health, and aftetwarda obtained permiseioa from the Provincial 
Congress of Uaasachusetts, in whose charge he was, to visit the West 
Indies ; the veseel in which he mailed wu never heard of. Dr. Chntch wu 
the flist traitor to the Bevolutlonary cause. 



"WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 4. 
At Cambridge : " General Gage is recalled from Boston, 
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and sails to-morrow; he is succeeded by General Howe. 
We have had no material oecurreucea since I bad the 
pleasure of ■writing to you last. Our principal employment 
now ia preparing for winter, as there seems to be no proba- 
bili^ of an accommodation, or any such decision as to make 
the present army less necessary." — Washington to General 
Schuyler.

At Cambridge : " The enemy in Boston and on the

At Cambridge : In conference, on this and the follomng 
day, with a committee of Congress, Benjamin Franklin, 
Thomas Lynch, and Benjamin Harrison. 



w of CongreaB, appointed to consult with other committee*, in. 
TeUtton to a new organiKiilion of tlio army, arrived at Cambridge October 
15. Connecticut, Rhode Island, HasBachiLsetU, and New Hampshire were 
n>pretent«d in the conference, which continued several dayg (from the 18tll 
to the 22d), and embraced all the points of the proposed now army. Tho 
conference with Wiuhington on the 23d and 24th was on sandrj matlerl 
upon which no order had been made bj Congress. 

TUESDAY, OCTOBER 24. 

At Cambridge : " My conjecture of the dcBtination of the 
late squadron from Boston, in my last, has been unhappily 
verified by an outrage, exceeding in barbarity and cruelty 
every hostile act practised among cirilized nations. I have 
enclosed tho account given me by Mr. [Pearson] Jones, a 
gentleman of the town of Falmouth, of the destruction of 
that increasing and flourishing village." — Washington to the 
President of Congress. 

British cruisen kept the New England coast, from Falmouth to New 
London, in a elate of continual alarm. Lieutenant Mowatt, eoramander of 
■ British brig, made a descent upon Gloucester, Mass., Augast 0, and at- 
tempted to land. Ho was repulsed, after he bud thrown several bombs into 
th« town with serious effect. On September 30, Stonington, Connecticut, 
was bombarded ; two men were killed, and the house; were much shattered. 
Ia October, Howatt was sent to Falmouth (now Portland), Maine. On the 
leftiial of the inhabilontB to give up their arms, and after allowing two 
hours for tho removal of the women and children, he bombarded the town 
on the ISlh. One hundred and thirty-nine houses, and two hundred and 
Mventy-eight stores and other building were destroyed ; but the courageous 
inhabitants maintained their ground, and defeated his attempt to land. 
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THURSDAY, OCTOBER 26. 

At Cambridge : " Colonel Allen's misfortune will, I hope, 
teach a lesson of prudence and subordination to others, who 
may be too ambitious to outshine their general officers, and 
regardless of order and duty, rush into enterprises, which 
have unfavorable effects on the public, and are destructive 
to themselves." — Washington to General Schuyler. 

Ethan Allen, having been sent with an escort of thirty men to beat up 
recruits among the Canadians, crossed the St. Lawrence, without the con- 
sent or knowledge of General Montgomery, on the night of the 24tb of 
September, to attack Montreal. He was defeated, taken prisoner, and put in 
irons by General Prescott, the commandant, and sent to Quebec, and after- 
wards to England ; from thence he was sent to Halifax, and later to New 
York, where. May 6, 1778, he was exchanged for Colonel CampbelL 

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 29. 

At Cambridge: "Your favor of the 25th instant came 
safely to hand. Captain Whipple's voyage has been un- 
fortunate, but it is not in our power to command success, 
though it is always our duty to deserve it" — Washington to 
Governor Cooke, of Rhode Island. 

Captain Abraham Whipple, having been ordered by Governor Cooke, at 
the suggestion of Washington (letter of August 4), to proceed to Bermuda 
for the purpose of securing a considerable magazine of powder on that 
island, set sail from Providence in an armed vessel fitted out by Rhode 
Island. He put in at the west end of the island, but, finding that the powder, 
amounting to one hundred barrels, had been removed by a vessel supposed 
to be from Philadelphia, and another from South Carolina, returned to 
Providence. 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 6. 

At Cambridge . " Finding the minsterial troops resolved 
to keep themselves close within their lines, and that it was 
judged impracticable to get at them, I have fitted out six 
armed vessels, with the design to pick up some of their 
store-ships and transports. The rest of our men are busily 
employed in erecting barracks." — Washington to General 
Schuyler. 
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Quite early in the struggle the necessity of ttrmed vesieU to cut off the 
enemy's supplies became apparent. The Rhode leland AKserulily (June 
12) authonEed tvro Teasels to be fitted out, one of eighty men, under Abra- 
ham Whipple, the other of thirty men, under Christopher Whipple, Con- 
necUcQt authorised (July 1) two armed Tesscia to be fitted out, and so im- 
portant was it to distress the British, that Washington, under his general 
authority, ordered vessels to be equipped. The flret captain he commiaaioned 
was Nicholas Broughton, of Murbleliead, whose instructions " to take the 
command of a detachment of said army, and proceed on lioard the Schooner 
Hannah, at Beverly," are dated September 2, 1T76. Under directions &om 
Congress, October 5, every effort was made to fit out the sii schooners re- 
ferred to by Washington, but they were not all ready for sea until the last 
of the month. On the 29th the Lynch, commanded by Captain Broughton, 
and the Franklin, by Captain Selman, had sailed for the 5t. Lawrence ; the 
Lee, by Captain Manly, sailed the same day on a cruise; the Warren, by 
Captain Adams, and the Washington, by Captain Martindale, were to sail 
on the 30th ; the Harrison, by Captain Coit, was on a cruise. Some of the 
vessels were UAfortuuate. Captain Hu-tindale was captured, and, with bis 
crow, was carried to Bngtand. Others, however, were highly successful. 



8ATUBDAY, NOVEMBER 18, 

At Roxbury : In conference with Generals Ward, Thomas, 
and Spencer, and Colonel Rufus Putnam. 

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 27. 

At Cambridge: " Your favor of the 13th, came to this 
place on Wednesday evening [November 22] ; part of which, 
that is, the night, I was engaged witli a party of men throw- 
ing up a work upon a hill called Cobble Hill, which, in case 
we should ever be supplied with such things as we want, 
may prove useful to us, and could not be delayed, as the 
earth here ie getting as hard as a rock," — Washington to 
Richard Henry Lee. 

" November 22d, — A strong detachment &om the army, under the com- 
mand of Maj, Qen. Putnam, brohe ground on Oobble Hill, without annoy- 
ance. The fatigue-men worked until near break of day, when the whole 
came off. , 23d.— At night, our General [Heath], with a delaohmeut of 
limilnr strength to that of the preceding night were ordered to Cobble Hill, 
to complete the works."— fl'wtA's Memoira.

At Cambridge : " I have the pleasure to inform you, that 
one of our armed vesseh, the Lee, Captain Manly, took 
and brought in the other day [November 30] a valuable 
store-ship bound to Boston."

*^ November 80th. — ^Intelligence was received from Cape- Ann, that a vessel 
from England, laden with warlike stores, had been taken and brought into 
that place.

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 8. 

At Cambridge : Attends service at the Rev. Dr. Apple- 
ton's Church; discourse by Abiel Leonard, chaplain to 
General Putnam's command. 

This was the " Old Congregational Church," which Washington attended 
while in Cambridge, the minister being the venerable Nathaniel Appleton. 
The building was taken down in 1888, and the land sold to the corporation 
of Harvard College. It stood near the spot where Dune Hall now stands. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 4. 

At Cambridge : " The great want of powder is what the 
attention of Congress should be particularly applied to. I 
dare not attempt anything offensive, let the temptation or 
advantage be ever so great, as I have not more of that most 
essential article, than will be absolutely necessary to defend 
our lines, should the enemy attempt to attack them." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 11. 

At Cambridge : Mrs. Washington arrives at Cambridge, 
accompanied by her son, John Parke Custis, and his wife. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 18. 

At Cambridge : " We now work at our ease on Lechmere's 
Hill. On discovering our party there yesterday morning, 
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the ship which lay opposite began a cannonade, to which 
Mount Horain [west side of Boston] added some Bhells. 
One of our men waa wounded. Wc fired a few shot from 
two eighteen pounderB, which are placed on Cobble Hill, 
and soon obliged the ship to shift her Btation."

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 31. 

At Cambridge : " General Lee is just returned from hia 
excursion to Rhode Island. He has pointed out the best 
method tho island would admit of for its defence. He has 
endeavoured all in his power to make friends of those that 
were our enemies." — Washington to the President of Congress. 

Oetieral Lee'e excursion to Rhode Mand was made at the instance ot 
Oovemor Cooke, who bad written to Washington, requosting militarj- aid 
and the service! of an efficient officer to put the island in a state of defence. 
Having luid out worlu, and given diroctiona for fortifications, besides arrest- 
ing Borne Tory citizens, he returned to camp after an absence of ten days. 
Early in January, 1770, in consequence of the fittingout of a fleet at Boston, 
under Sir Henry Clinton, for a soutbom eipedltion, Lee procooded to Hew 
Tork, and did good service in beginning the fortifications needed for the 
city and neighboring etrategic points. 
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On the 27th of February, 1776, Oongress formed what were called the 
middle and southern military departments ; the former consisting of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Maryland ; and the latter 
of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia. General Lee 
was directed, March 1, to take command of the southern department, and 
in compliance with that order left New York on the 7th. Lee did not re- 
join the main army until October 14, when he took command of the right 
wing, having, by the resignation of General Ward, become senior mi^or- 
generaL 
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MONDAY, JANUARY I. 

At Cambridge : Orderly Book. — " This day giving com- 
mencement to the new army, which in every point of view 
is entirely Continental, the General flatters himself that a 
laudable spirit of emulation will now take place, and per- 
vade the whole of it." 

The appointmcQl of Washington as Commtinder-in -Chief of alt the Amer> 
ican forces, and tbe adoplion by CoDgrcas oF the armj which had gathered 
before Boston, immediately after the battle of Concord and Laiin^ton, gave 
th&t army more of a military etntUB than it bad po£Ee«sed ae commanded bj 
provincial officere ; yet the enlistments were short, and it toorx became neces- 
uuy, from that and other causes, to reorganize the whole body. The nng 
amy referred to in tbe order wsa enlisted for a year's service from January 
1, 1TT8, under a plan agreed upon by Washington and a committee of Con- 
grcjM, and, while tbe army it replaced had lo a c<!rtnin eitent ponseaacd some, 
thing of a national character, yet the new army may certainly be ciaesed at 
tbe first Continentul army, raised for the cause of independence. On tMl 
day, also, the Union Sag, composed of thirteen alternate red and white 
atripes, with tho British union (the combined crossca of St. George and SU 
Andrew} in the tipper corner, was displayed for the flrst time. 

THUKSDAT, JANUARY 4. 

At Cambridge : " It is not in the pages of history, per- 
hapfl, to furnish a case like ours. To maintain a post within 
musket-shot of the enemy, for six mouths together, without 
[powder], and at the same time to disband one army, and 
recruit another, within that distance of twenty odd British 
regiments, is more, probably, than was ever attempted." — 
Washington to the President of Congress, 

8DNDAY, JANUARY 14. 

At Cambridge ; " The reflection on my situation, and that 
of this army, produces many an uneasy hour when oil around 
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me are wrapped in sleep. Few people know the predicament 
we are in, oa a thousand accouute; fewer still will believe, 
if any disaster happens to these lines, from what cause it 
flows. I have often thought how much happier I should 
have been, if, instead of accepting the command under such 
circumstancea, I had taken my musket on my ehoulder and 
entered the ranks, or, if 1 could have justified the measure 
to posterity and my own eonscieuco, had retired to the back 
country, and lived in a wigwam." — Washington to Joseph 
Heed. 

TUESDAY, JANDART Ifl. 

At Cambridge : A council of war, in which it was agreed 
that an attempt ought to he made to conquer the ministerial 
troops in Boston, but that the force was inadequate. The 
council, therefore, advised the Commander-in-Chief to re- 
quest of the neighboring colonies thirteen regimentB of 
militia, to serve till the first of April 

On the ISth, another council of war wbb held to oonaiclar the letters rft- 
ceived the evening before from Canada, convoying intelligence of the death 
of GenorHl Montgomerj and the disitater at Quebec. When the question 
was put, it Wat resolved to be inexpedient, in the prewnt weakeuud slate of 
the lines, to send a dutar.hmcnt from the main armj to Canadttj but the 
General was advised to req^uest Masiacbueetta, Connecticut, and New Hamp- 
ebire to raUe three regiments with all possible despatch for the Canada ex- 
pedition, and that these regiments should lie considered as part of the thirteen 
already required, John Adams as a member of the Continental Congress, 
and being then in Watertown, assisted at both of the ahove councils, by the 
spMial invitation of the Commander-in-Chief. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY 18. 

At Cambridge • " Jamiary 18th. — Col. Knox, of the artil- 
lery, came to camp. He brought from Ticonderoga a fiue 
train of artillery, which had been taken from the British, 
both cannon and mortars, and which were ordered to he 
stopped at Framiugham." — Heath's Memoirs, 

Under instructions of 16th November, 1775, llcnrj Knoi loft Cambridge, 
to procure, as speedily as possible, from New York, Ticonderoga, Crown 
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Point, or SL Johns, all Ihe cannon, mortan, AteWt, lend, and b 
tliat could be oliwined. He ruacbvd New Turk on ihe 2fith, Albany on 
December 1, and Ticunderoga on tlie fitb, Ou the 9th be sUrted homeward 
with hU important charge, which consisted of fiftj-Bve piece) of iron and 
braas ordnance, una barrel of flinis, and twenty-threa boxes (two Ihoiuajid 
three hundred pounds) of lead. In alluding to tba difficulties and dangers 
of this undertaking and its success, bi$ biographer, Francis S. Drake, sup : 
" This acliievement stamped the character of Knoi for boldness, enterprise, 
fertility of resource and genius, supplied the means for fortifying Dorchester 
Heights, and vindicated the judgment of Waiibington in selecting him for 
the important and responsible duties of the artiUery and ordnance deport- 



WEDNESDAT, JANUARY 2t 

At Cambri<lge: "January 24. — Dined at C.[o]oue]] Mif- 
flin's, at Cambridge, with G. Washington and Gates and 
their ladies, and half a dozen eachema and warriors of the 
French Caghnawaga tribe, with their wives and children.

* The celebrated pamphlet written by Thomas Paine, and published ftt 
Philadelphia in the early part of January, 1776. This powerful production, 
•dvocating an absolute separation from the mother country, inspired tba 
people with a dcsiie for independeace, and united them in its support, mora 
Uitm anything else. 
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Lord Dunmore, GoTernor of Virginia, who, after his repoUe by the 
militia at the Great Bridge, on Elizabeth Birer, December 9, 177^ had 
abandoned Norfolk, and taken reAige on the fleet, gave notice, December 
SI, that he should cannonade the town. The cannonade was opened at four 
o'clock the next morning, and marines and sailors were sent on shore to set 
fire to the citj. The conflagration raged aboat fifty hours, during which 
the cannonade was kept up, and a greater portion of the most compact pari 
of the town was laid in ashes.

"His Excellency General Wiishiiigton is present, 
animating and encouraging the soldiers, and they in rctnrn 
manifest their joy and express a warm desire for the ap- 
proach of tho enemy." — Thacker's MiUiary Journal. 

" March 6th. — The British, it was expected, would attempt to diilodga 
the Americans from Dorchester heights. Signals had been prepared at Rox- 
hiiiy meeting-house to mark the moment. The detachment at Cambridge 
(designed to push into Boston in tho boats) waa pumded, not far ftom [Fort] 
No. 2, where it remained a good part of the day. But kind Heaven, which 
more than once saved the Amerieflos when ihey would have destroyed them- 
selves, did not allow the signals to be made. About 8500 of tho Britisti 
troops, it was said, had been sent down to the Cutle [William], nith the 
intent to have made an attack on the Americans; but about midnight, the 
wind blew almost n hurriciine from the south ; many windows were farced 
in, sheds and fences blown down, and some vessels drove on shore ; and no 
attempt was made on the works."

The dies for the medal, ordered in pursuance of the above quoted reso- 
lution, were executed at Paris in 1786. The impression in gold struck for 
presentation to Washington remained in his possession until his death ; it 
is now in the Boston Public Library, having been purchased in 1876 by 
subscription, and presented to the city. See Baker's ^* Medallic Portraits 
of Washington,'' page 27.

ttoni for defence. Shortly after hla arrivnl he was taken ill with the small- 
pox, and died on the 2d of June at Chamblee. On his death. General Sul- 
livan sucoeedod to the command. General Wooster having been reculled. By 
this time the force of the enemy had increafed to thirteen thousand men, 
several rej^imenta huvlng arrived from Ireland, one from England, another 
from General Howe, and a bod; of Brunswick troop« under Baron Heideael. 
After the defeat of General Thompson at Three Rivers (June 8), and being 
Joined by Arnold from Montreal (June IS), Sullivan ^adually foil back to 
Crown Point, and the invnaion of Canada came to an end. On the etb of 
July Generals Schuyler and Gates arrived at Crown Point, and, that post 
net being considered tenable, the army, or what was left of it, was traniportad 
to Ticonderogo.

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heartily thanks the troops commanded yesterday by Major 
Iieitch, who first advanced upon the enemy, and the others 
who BO resolutely supported them. The behavior of j'ester- 
day was such a contrast to that of some troops the day 
before [at Kip"a Bay], as must show what may be done 
where Officers and Soldiers exert themselveB." 

■Waaliington'a head-quarters at Hnrlera Heights wets at the " Ruger 
Morria House," three mileB north of the village of Harlem, and about % 
mile and a half south of Fort Washington. It was erected by Colocel 
Roger 3Iorrij, who married a daughter of Fr^erick Fhillipse, owner of the 
Manor of Phillipaburg, which comprised a great portion of Weslchester, 
uid parts of Dutchess and Putnam Countios, New York. Horria adhered 
to the Crown, and when the British eTacuated New York, in 1TS3, went to 
England with bis family. The house, which is still standing, is almost 
opposite (o the Intersection of Tenth Avenue and One Hundred and Sixty- 
fint Street with the old Kingabridge road. 

I FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 20. 

At Kingsbridge : " September 20tb. — The Commander in 
Chief, Maj. Gen. Putnam, and aorae other officers, came up 
to oar General's division [at Kingsbridge], and rode round 
the camp, which, by the return, given in on the next day, 
consisted of 8771 ; but of these there was 1294 sick present, 
and 1108 sick absent." — Heath's Memoirs. 

"Our numbew, by sickness, desertion, &c., are greatly reduced. I have 
bMn trying these foiirortlve days to got a return, but have notyetsuccccdt'd. 
I am Bure, however, we have not more than twelve or fourteen thousand 
men flt for duty, whilst the enemy, who, it ia said, are very healthy, cunnot 
have le«s than near twenty-Bve thousand." — Washington to John Augustine 
Wathington, September 22. 

BHSDAT, SEPTEMBER 22. 

At Harlem Heights : " On Friday night [September 20], 
sbont eleven or ti\'e!ve o'clock, a fire broke out in the city 
of New York, near the new, or St. Paul's church, as it is 
said, which continued to burn pretty rapidly till after sun- 
rise the next morning. I have not been informed how the 
accident happened, nor received any certain accoant of the 
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damage. Report says many of the hoases between the 
Broadway and the river were consumed." — WashbigUm io 
the President of Congress. 

On this day, September 22, Captain Nathan Hale, who had volanteered to 
obtain information of the strength , situation, and future moyementi of the 
enemy, and who had been taken on his return with the information, wai 
executed as a spy by order of Sir William Howe. It is a little singular 
that the untimely fate of the " Martyr Spy of the American Revolution," 
whose dying words, <' / only regret thai I have hut one life to loee for my 
country f^' form his most fitting eulogy, is nowhere alluded to by Washington. 

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 28. 

At Harlem Heights : " The enemy have formed a large 
encampment in the plains, or rather heights, below us, ex- 
tending across from the East to the North River ; but have 
attempted nothing as yet of a general nature." — Washington 
to Governor Trumbull. 

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 26. 

At Harlem Heights : In conference on this and the fol- 
lowing day with a committee of Congress appointed to 
inquire into the state of the army and the beet means of 
supplying their wants. Committee: Roger Sherman, El- 
bridge Gerry, and Francis Lewis. 

On September 28, in the morning, Washington crossed the North River, 
"in order to view the post opposite [Fort Lee], and the grounds between 
that and Paulus Hook.'' 

TUESDAY, OCTOBER 8. 

At Harlem Heights: Orderly Book. — "The General, to 
prevent any plea of ignorance, again repeats his order 
against all kinds of Gaming, as destructive and pernicious 
to the service. He hopes the oflBicers will set no examples 
of this kind, and that they will punish it among the men." 

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 18. 

At Harlem Heights: "Yesterday the enemy landed at 
Frog's Point, about nine miles from hence, further up the 
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Sonod. Their number we cannot aacertain, aa they have 
not advanced from the Point, which b a kind of island, but 
the water that surrounds it is fordable at low tide." — Wash- 
ington to the Presideat of Congress. 

" As the Enomj seoms now to be endeavoring to atrike Bome Btrobe, be- 
fore the close of the Osinpaign, tho General most eomeEtly conjures, both 
officers aad men, if the; b&ve Kay Love for their Country, end Concern for 
iU Liberties; regard to the Bnfetj of their Parents, Wives, ChiJdrea and 
Countrymen, that they wiil act with Bravery, and Spirit, becoming the 
Cause in which they are engaged." — Orderly Book, October 13. 

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBBB IS, 

At General Lee's Quarters, Kingsbridge : * A council of 
war, in which it was determined, in consequence of the 
enemy having landed the main body of their army at Prog's 
or Throck'e Point (in the American rear), that the forces 
should be withdrawn into Westchester County, leaving suffi- 
dent garrison to defend Fort "Washington and its dependen- 
cies. 

Washington retained bis head-quarters at Harlem Heights until October 
21, when he moved to Valentine's Hill, Westcbeeter County, and on the 
2Sd e«tablbhed himself at White Plains, twenty-six tnilea northeast of New 
York. 

MONDAY, OCTOBER 21. 

At Valentine's Hill : " October 2l8t. — At about 4 o'clock, 
P.M. our General's [Heath's] division moved from above 
Engabridge, having, besides their light field-pieces, two 
heavy iron tivelve-pounders. About 8 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, they passed Gen. Lincoln's quarters, on Volentine's 
Hill, where the Commander in Chief was to spend the 
night. Our General [Heath] waited upon him, to know if 
be had any particular commands for him." — Heath's Memoirs. 

TtlKSDAY, OCTOBER 22. 

At Valentine's Ilill : " I am confident your own good 

"General Lee joined the maia army October 14; ha took command of 
the troops at Kingsbridge on the 16th. 
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sense, zeal, and activity will suggest to you the most prob- 
able means of making amends for the heavy loss we have 
sustained by the destruction of General Arnold's fleet upon 
Lake Champlain." — Washington to General Schuyler. 

On the 11th of Octoher, General Arnold, in command of a flotilla considt- 
ing of three schooners, two sloops, three galleys, and eight gondolas, was 
attacked near Yalcour Island, Lake Ghamplain, hy Sir Ouy Carleton, com- 
manding a strong armament of hetween twenty and thirty sail. Arnold 
succeeded in evading the enemy during the night, and finally with a small 
remnant of his squadron reached Grown Point, from whence he made sail for 
Ticonderoga. Carleton, after making several feints against the fort, returned 
to St. Johns, and cantoned his troops for the winter. 

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 28. 

At White Plains : While the main army in four divisions, 
under Generals Lee, Heath, Sullivan, and Lincoln, was 
moving slowly up the western side of the Bronx River to 
White Plains, Washington was almost the whole time on 
horseback, reconnoitring the grounds, forming posts, and 
choosing sites for breastworks and redoubts. 

MONDAY, OCTOBER 28. 

At White Plains : Battle of White Plains, or Chatterton's 
Hill. 

Chatterton's Hill, where the hattle was fought, sixteen hundred Americans 
being engaged, is a commanding eminence west of the Bronx River, about a 
mile from White Plains. Washington's head-quarters, at the *^ Miller 
House,'' were to the north of the village, and east of that stream, the main 
body of the army being intrenched two miles beyond. 

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 80. 

At White Plains : Visits the several posts of the army. 

On the night of the 81st of October, General Washington withdrew his 
army to a very strong position upon the heights of North Castle, about two 
miles in the rear of his first encampment, and five from White Plains, where 
he caused new works of defence to be thrown up. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 6. 

At White Plains : " Yesterday morning the enemy made 
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a sudden and ane3q)ected movement from the several posts 
they bad taken in our front. They broke up tbeir whole 
encampments the preceding nigbt and bave advanced to- 
wards Kingsbridge and the North Hiver. , . Inconsequence 
of this movement I called a council of general officers to-day 
to consult on 3Uch measures as should be adopted in case 
they pursued their retreat to New York." — Wasldngton to 
the Presiilail of Congress. 

The council agreed unanimouily, that, in ease the eiiem7 trera retreating 
tow&rdi New Yort, it would be proper immediately to throw a body of 
troops into Jersey ; that those raiaed on tbe weat aide of Hudson's Biver 
ehould he detached for this purpose, and that three thousand men should be 
itfttioned at Peekakill and the paanes of the Highlands. 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBKK 10. 

At White Plains : " The late movement of the Enemy, 
and tbe probability of their having designs upon the Jerseys, 
(confirmed by sundry accounts from deserters and priaonera), 
rendering it necessary to throw a body of troops over the 
North River, I shall immediately follow, and the command 
of the army, which remains, {after General Heath's division 
marches to Peekskill,) will devolve upon you." — Waahiiigioii 
to General Lee. 

Washington left White Plains at eleven o'clock on the morning of No- 
Tember 10, and arrived at Peekskill, the entrance to tbe Highlands, U 



MONDAY, NOVEMBER 11. 

At Peekskill, New York: "November Uth.— The Com- 
mander in Chief directed our General [Heath] to attend 
him in taking a view of Fort Montgomery, and the other 
works up the river. Lord Sterling, Generals James and 
George Clinton, Gen. Mifflin and others were of the com- 
pany. They went as far up the river as Constitution Island, 
which is opposite to West-Point, the latter of which was 
not then taken possession of; but the glance of the eye at 
it, without going on shore, evinced that this post was not to 
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be neglected. There was a small work and a block boose 
on CoQBtdtution Island. Fort Montgomery was in consider^ 
able forwardnefls." — Heath's Memoira. 

TITESDAY, NOVEMBER 12. 

At Peekakill : Reconnoitres the eastern side of the Had- | 
son, from Peekakill to the mountains, with General Heath, 
and about ten o'clock in the morning croaaea tbe river at 
King's Ferry, into tbe Jerseys. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 14, 

At Fort Lee, New Jersey: "I have tbe honor to inform 
you of my arrival here yesterday, and that the whole of the 
troops belonging to the States, wbicb lay aouth of Hadson'a 
River, and which were in tbe New York government, bave i 
passed over to this side, except the regiment lately Colonol J 
Smiillwood's which I expect is now on their march." — 
Washingion to the President of Gojt^ess. 

Fort Lee, Bergen County, New Jereef, vu situated upon a sort of 
plateau, three hundred feel aboTe the Hudaoo River (the Paliaades), opposite 
tbe prMent One Hundred and Sixtieth Street of New Tork, and a (hort 
distance below Port Waihington. The arm; having gons inio camp at 
Hackenenck, five miloi northwest of the Fort, Washington eatablisbod tiu 
head-quarters at that place, in tbe house of Mr. Peler Zabriskie. 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 16. 

At Fort Lee : " This day about twelve o'clock, tbe enemy 
miide a general attack upon our lines about Fort Washing- 
ton, wbicb having carried, tbe garrison retired within tbe 
fort Colonel Magaw finding there was no prospect of re- 
treating across the North River, snrreiidered tbe post The 
force of tbe garrison, before the attack was about two thou- 
sand men." — Wii^huiglon to General Lee. 

ithington was at headquarter) at Hackeniack on November 15, when 
• iariinnod nf the movement on Fort Wasliington. He immedialelj 
Jtott Lee, and had t«rt1j cruoed the North River, when he met 
I GrMlU) and Pulnam, whii were returoiDg fium the Port, who staled

TUESDAY, NOVEUBEB 19. 

At Haokensack, New Jersey : " ThiB [the surrender of 
Fort Washington] is a most unfortunate afiair, and has 
given me great mortification ; as we have lost not only two 
thousand men that were there, but a good deal of artillery, 
and some of the beat arms we had. And what adds to my 
mortification is, that this post, after the last ships went past 
it, was held contrary to my wishes and opinion, as I con- 
ceived it to bo a hazardous one," — Washington to John, Au- 
gustine Washington. 

THUR9DAT, NOVEMBER 21. 

At Hackensack : " Yesterday morning the Enemy landed 
a large Body of troops below Dobbs' Ferry, and advanced 
very rapidly to the Fort called by your Name [Fort Lee]. 
I immediately went over, and, as the Fort was not tenable 
on this side, and we were in a narrow neck of land, the 
passes out of which the enemy were attempting to seize, I 
directed the Troops to move over to the west side of Hack- 
ensack River." — WaskingUm to General Lee. 

Woahington, finding that the army was in some dnnger of Iteing pent np 
between the Hackensack and Passaic Kivers, moved, on the 21st, to the west 
nde of the Pasauic, crossing at Acqunclianoo bridge. The retreat through 
the Jersofs begins, in which "often the music of the pursued and the pur- 
tuen would be heard by each other, yet no action occurred." 

SATtTKDAT, NOVEMBER 28. 

At Newark, New Jersey : " The sitnation of our affaira 
is truly critical, and such as requires uncommon exertions 
on our part From the movements of the enemy, and the 
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information we have received, they certainly will make a 
push to possess themselves of this part of the Jerseys. In 
order that you may be fully apprized of our weakness, and 
of the necessity there is of our obtaining early succors, I 
have by the advice of the general officers here, directed 
General Mifflin to wait on you." — Washington to the President 
of Congress, 

Washington arrived at Newark on the evening of the 22d, and remained 
until the morning of the 28th, the advance-guard of the British army enter- 
ing the town as his rear-guard left it; the next day he arrived at New 
Brunswick. 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 80. 

At New Brunswick, New Jersey : " On Thursday morn- 
ing I left Newark, and arrived here yesterday with the 
troops that were there. It was the opinion of all the gen- 
erals, who were with me, that a retreat to this place was 
requisite and founded in necessity." — Washington to the 
President of Congress. 

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 1. 

At New Brunswick: "The enemy are advancing, and 
have got as far as Woodbridge and Amboy, and, from in- 
formation not to be doubted, they mean to push for Phila- 
delphia. The force I have with me is infinitely inferior in 
numbers, and such as cannot give or promise the least suc- 
cessful opposition. '^ — Washington to General Lee. 

"Two hrigades left us at Brunswick [by expiration of service], notwith- 
standing the enemy were within two hours march and coming on. The loss 
of these troops at this critical time reduced his Excellency to the necessity 
to order a retreat again. When we left Brunswick, we had not 8000 men." 
— General Greene to Governor Cooke^ December 4. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 2. 

At Princeton, New Jersey : " I arrived here thia morning 
with our troops between eight and nine o'clock." — Washing- 
ton to the President of Congress. 
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TDE3DAT. DECEMBER 3. 

At Trenton, Kew Jersey : " I arrived here myself yester- 
day morning, with the main body of the army, having left 
Lord Stirling with two brigades at Princeton and that 
neighborhood, to watch the motions of the enemy and give 
notice of their approach. . . Immediately on my arrival 
here, I ordered the removal of all the military and other 
stores and baggage over the Delaware ; a great quantity ia 
already got over." — Washington to the President of Congress, 

Tbomnfl Paine, who was " with the troops at Fori Loe, and marched with 
them to Ihe edge of PcnDsylvuDia," referriog in the Brst paper of bis Aiaer' 
iean CritU* to the relroat through the Jerseys, wrote: "I shall not now 
attempt to give all the pardcutarB of our retreat to the Delaware. Suffice it, 
fur the present to bhv, that both officore and men, tboitgb greatl; baraued 
and fati^ed, frequently without rcet, covering, or provision, the inevitable 
consequences of a long retreat, bore it witb a manlj and a martial spirit. 
All their wisbea were ime; which was, that the country would turn out, nnd 
help them to drive tbe enemy back. Voltaire has remarked, that King 
William never appeared to Aill odrantage, but in difficulties and in action. 
Tbe came remark may be made on General Washington, fur the chariLcteF 
Sts him. There is a natural flrmnesi in Bome minds, which cannot be un. 
locked b; trifles, but which, when unlocked, discovers a cabinet of fortitude 
and I reckon it among those kind of public bleasinga which we do not im- 
mediately see, that Ood hath blessed him with uninterrupted health, and 
given bim a mind that can even flouriab upon care." 

THURSDAY, DECEMBER 6, 

At Trenton ; " I shall this day reinforce Lord Stirling [at 
Princeton] with about twelve hundred men, which will 
make his number about two thousand four hundred. To- 
morrow I mean to repair to Princeton myself, and shall 
order the Pennsylvania troops, who are not yet arrived, ex- 
cept part of the German battalion and a company of light 
infantry, to the same place. By last advices, the enemy are 
still at Brnnswic ; and the account adds, that General Howe 
was expected at Elizabethtown with a reinforcement, to

FBIDAY. DECEMBER 6. 

At Trenton : " To-day I shall set out for Princeton myself 
unless something should occur to prevent me, which I do ' 
not expect." — Waskinglon to the Presideitt of Omgress. 

SUNDAY, DECKMEEB 8. 

At Mr. Berkeley's Summer-Seat, Pennsylvania ; " Colonel 
Reed would inform you of the intelligence, which I first 
met with on the road from Trenton to Princeton yesterday. 
Before I got to the latter, I received a second express in- 
forming mo, that, aa the enemy were advancing by difl'erent 
routes, and attempting by one to get in the rear of our 
troops, which were there, and whose numbers were small, 
and the place by no means defensible, they had judged it 
prudent to retreat to Trenton, The retreat was accordingly 
made, and since to this side of the river. , . In the dis- 
ordered and moving state of the army, I cannot get returns ; 
but, from the best accounts, we had between three thousand 
and three thousand five hundred men, before the Philadel- 
phia miiitia and German battalion arrived ; they amount to 
about two thousand." — Washington to the President of Congress. 

'Wuhington crosaed tlie Delaware at Trenton with the rear-guard of the 
array, earl; in tbe morDing of tlie gth, sad ubout cleveD o'clock the fame

The bouse in Buchi County. Pennsylvania, from whicb the above-quoted 
letter wa^ written, was owned by Thomas Barclay,* — not Btrteloy, ai given 

* Tfaomoa Barclay, a prominent citizen of PhiladcOpbia, waa an Iriahman 
by birth. He was one of the original membprs of " The Soplely of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick," organized at Philadelphia in ITTl, the parent 
of the preient " Hibernian Society," and ite president from June 17, 1779, 
to June 17, 1761. In 1T80, Mr, Barclay eubBcribed five thousand pounds to 
the Pennsylvania Bank, an institution "estabtlBbed for f^miflhjng a lupply 
of proviiiona for the armies of tbe United Stales." 
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by "WMhingtoB, Mr. BsreUy purchased the property, oontaming two hun- 
dred and tvcDty-onQ acres, in April, 1TT3, and it is presumed that he erected 
the house, la November, 1791, the premises, kuown aa "Summer Seat," 
passed into the hands of Robert Morris, the Finuncier of the Revohttlon 
The houce, which is still standing, about half a mite from the Delaware, in 
Horrisvilto, opposite Trenton, is now owned and occupied by John H, Os- 
borne.

MONDAY, DECEMBER 9. 

At Barclay's : " General Mifflin ib this moment come up, 

and ttiUa me, that all the military stores yet remain in Phila- 
delphia. This makes the immediate fortifying of the city 
BO necessary, that I have desired General Mifflin to return 
and take charge of the stores; and have ordered Major- 
General Putnam immediately down to superintend the worka 
and give the neceasary directions." — Washington to the Presi- 
dent of Congress. 

THURSDAY, DECEMBER 12. 

At Barclay's : " You are to post your Brigade nt and near 
Bristol. Col. Nixon's Regiment to continue where it is at 
Dunk's Ferry [below Bristol]," — WashiTigton to Colonel Cad- 
waladtr. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER 13. 

At Barclay's : " I shall remove further up the River to be 
near the Main body of my Small Array, with which every 
possible opposition shall be given to any further approach 
of the Enemy towards Philadelphia." — Washington to the 
President of Congress. 

"On the 14th, Washington laoved to the farm-house of William Keith, 
hnilt in 1768, and still stunding, on the road from Brownsbui^ to the Eogls 
tavern. Tlieee quarters were retained until December 26. Here he wa) 
near the upper fords of tho Delaware, at which it was supposed the enemy 
would attempt to cross, and within a half-hour's ride of Newtown, the depot 
of supplies."— W. W. B. Davis, " Pennsylvania Magaiine," iv. 188. 

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 15. 

At Keith's : " "With the utmost regret I must inform jou 
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of the loss our army has sustained by the captivity of Gen- 
eral Lee, who was made a prisoner on the morning of the 
13th by a party of seventy of the enemy's light-horse, near 
a place called Vealtown, in the Jerseys." — Washington to the 
Council of Safety of Pennsylvania. 

Notwithstanding many earnest appeals and orders from Washington to 
join the main army, Lee, who had been left at North CasUei New Tork, 
with a force of three thousand men, so delayed his start, and moved so 
slowly when started, that he only reached Morristown, New Jersey, on the 
11th of December, having cross^ the Hudson on the 4th. On the 12th the 
troops were marched to Vealtown, now Bernardsville, eight miles distant, 
and Lee took up his quarters three miles off, at Mrs. White's tavern, at the 
village of Basking Ridge, where he was taken prisoner the following morn- 
ing. General Lee was not exchanged until April 21, 1778; he rejoined the 
army at Valley Forge, May 20. 

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 18. 

At Keith's: "Since I came on this side, I have been 
joined by about two thousand of the city militia, and I 
understand, that some of the country militia (from the back 
counties), are on their way. But we are in a very disaffected 
part of the Province ; and, between you and me, I think 
our affairs are in a very bad situation. . . You can form no 
idea of the perplexity of my situation. No man, I believe, 
ever had a greater choice of difficulties, and less means to 
extricate himself from them. However, under a full per- 
suasion of the justice of our cause, I cannot entertain an 
Idea, that it will finally sink, tho' it may remain for some 
time under a cloud." — Washington to John Augustine Wash- 
ington. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER 20. 

At Camp above Trenton Falls: "The division of the 
army, lately under the command of General Lee, now of 
General Sullivan, is just upon the point of joining us. . . 
General Gates, with four eastern regiments is also near at 
hand. — ^P. S. Generals Gates and Sullivan have this instant 
come in." — Washington to the President of Congress. 
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By the adjutant's return on tha 22d of December, the army under WMh- 
inelon amounted to 10,106 men, rank and Die. Of this number 6369 were 
sick on command, and on furlougb ; leaving an immediate effective force 
of 4T0T. But this return did not include the four regimenU juat arrived 
from the northern army, nor Lee's division, now commanded by Sullivan, 
nor the Pennsylvania militia, under General Cadwalader, at Bristol. The 
four regiments, having been greatly reduced by disease, amounted to about 
twelve hundred, Cadwalader'a miliUa to eighteen hundred, aud Sullivan's 
division to about three thousand. 



MONDAY, DECEMBER 23. 

At Camp above Trenton Falls : " Chriatmas day at night, 
one hour before day, is the time fixed upon for our attempt 
ou Trenton. For Heaven's sake keep this to yourself, ae 
the discovery of it may prove fatal to as." — Washiaglon to 
(hlmel Gadwaladcr. 

Tom brigades, under Generals Stirling, Mercer, Stephen, and De Fermoy, 
had lieen posted on tbe Delaware to guard the furds above Trenton, the 
troops being stationed at the crosBinga from TanJley's up to Ooryeli's Ferry, 
now New Hope. This and the letter of December 20 were written from 
one of these camps, probably that of Lord Btirling, at Beaumont's, eleven 
miles up tbe river, which Washington had also visited on the lOth. Tbe 
Commander-in-Chief returned to bead-quarten at Keith's on the evening of 
December 24. 

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 25. 

At McKonkey'8 Ferry, on the Delaware : Crosses the 
river a little before midnight, the transportation of the 
troops, about two thousand four hundred, being completed 
at three o'clock in the morning of the 26th. Marches with 
the army to Trenton, New Jersey. 

The command was formed into two divisions under Generals Sullivan and 
Grepne, one to march by the lower or river road, the other by the upper or 
Pennington road. Washington marched with the upper division under 
Greene, which arrived at the enemy's advanced post at eight o'clock, a few 
minute* earlier than the lower division. McKonbey's Ferry, now Taylors- 
vUle, on the Pennsylvania side of tbe river, and designated on tbe Jersey 
■hon u " Washington's Crossing," is about nine miles above Trenton. A 
bridge nine hundred f^t long now takes the place of tbe old ferry. 
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THT7BSDAY, DECEMBER 29. 

At Trenton: Surprises the Hessians, who, after a short 
and decisive engagement, surrender, and recrosses the river 
the same evening, with nearly a thousand prisoners, the 
same number of arms, and several cannon. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER 27. 

At Newtown, Pennsylvania : " I have the pleasure of con- 
gratulating you upon the success of an enterprise, which I 
had formed against a detachment of the enemy lying in 
Trenton, and which was executed yesterday morning." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

Newtown, where Washington made his head-quarters after the battle of 
Trenton, then the county-seat of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, is about five 
miles west of the Delaware River, and about the same distance southwest of 
Taylorsville. The house occupied was the property of John Harris ; it was 
retained by Washington as his quarters until December 29, when he set out 
to recross the Delaware. 

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 29. 

At Ne^vtown : *' I am just setting out to attempt a second 
passage over the Delaware, with the troops that were with 
me on the morning of the 26th." — Washington to the Presi- 
da\t of Congress. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 30. 

At Trenton : Tliis morning Washington crossed the Dela- 
ware at McKonkey's Ferry, in advance of the troops, and 
proceeded to Trenton. 

"Washins^ton's head-quarters at Trenton were at the house of Major John 
Barnes (a Loyalist), on the west side of Queen, now Greene Street, a short 
distance north of the Assunpink Creek. These quarters he retained until 
January 2, when he moved to the " True American Inn," on the south side 
of the creek. 
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WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 1. 

At Trenton : " On Monday mominff [T>ecember 30, 1776,1 
I passed the Delaware myself; the whole of our troops and 

artilleiy not till yesterday, owing to the ice, which rendered 
their passage extremely difficult and fatiguing. . . General 
Mifflin is at Bordentown with about eighteen hundred men, 
and General Cadwalader at Crosswicks with about the same 
number." — Washington to the President of Congress. 

The troops under Generals Mifflin and Cadwalader, composed of Pennsyl- 
yania militia, Joined the main army at Trenton by a night march, on the let. 

THUKSDAY, JANUARY 2. 

At Trenton : The enemy, who were in force at Princeton, 
under Lord Comwallis, advanced during the day, the head 
of their column reaching Trenton about four o'clock in the 
afternoon. After making several attempts from the north, 
to cross a small bridge spanning the Assunpink Creek, to 
the south of which the army was encamped, they halted for 
the night Washington, having discovered by this time that 
they were greatly superior in number, called a council of 
war, in which it was decided to abandon the Delaware, and 
by marching silently in the night gain the rear of the troops 
still at Princeton, and, if possible, strike a blow at New 
Brunswick, the depository of the British stores. Accord- 
ingly, aft^r renewing all the fires, the army left its position 
at midnight, and by a circuitous route reached Princeton, 
ten miles distant, about sunrise of the 3d. 

The council of war was held at the Douglas House, nearly two squares 
south of the creek, on ground now occupied by the German Lutheran 
Church.

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FRIDAY, JANUARY 8. 

At the battle of Princeton : The seventeenth and fifty- 
fifth regiments of the British brigade, commanded by Colo- 
nel Mawhood, being defeated, the former retreated towards 
Trenton, and the latter to New Brunswick, as did also the 
fortieth, which took little part in the action. 

•Washington pursued the enemy as far as Kingston, beyond the Millstone 
River, three miles northeast of Princeton, and then filing oif to the left, 
after destroying the bridge, marched to Somerset Court-house, now Mill- 
stone, where the troops biyouacked for the night. " Washington and some 
of his staff quartered at the residence of John Yan Doren, just south of the 
village; the house is still standing, as is the bam in which the general's 
horse was stabled.''* In the morning the army continued the march over 
the hills to Pluckamin, twenty miles north of Princeton, which place was 
reached during the afternoon. 

When Horace Walpole heard of the affair at Trenton, and Washington's 
night march to Princeton, he wrote to Sir Horace Mann : <* Washington the 
dictator, has shown himself both a Fabius and a Oamillus. His march 
through our lines is allowed to have been a prodigy of generalship." 

SUNDAY, JANUARY 5. 

At Pluckamin, New Jersey : " Fortune has favored us in 
an attack on Princeton. . . . Three regiments of British 
troops were quartered there, which we attacked and routed. 
The number of the killed, wounded, and prisoners amounts 
to about five or six hundred. . . . After the action we im- 
mediately marched for this place. I shall remove from 
hence to Morristown." — Washington to General Putnam. 

'< January 5ih, 1777. — This morning the (General ordered 40 of our Light 
Infantry to attend the funeral of Col. Leslie one of the enemy [wounded at 
Princeton], to bury him with the honors of war.'' — Diary of Captain Thomas 
Rodney f ** Papers of the Hist. Soc. of Delaware,'' viii. 

MONDAY, JANUARY 6. 

At Morristown, New Jersey: ^^ January 6th. — ^We left 
Pluckemin this morning and arrived at Morristown just 
before sunset" — Diary of Captain Thomas Rodney.

SATURDAY, JANUARY 18. 

At Morristown : " The enemy by two lucky strokes, at 
Trenton iiud Princeton, have been obliged to abandon every 
part of Jersey except Bninswic and Amboy, and the small 
tract of country between them, which is so entirely exhausted 
of supplies of every kind, that I hope, by preventing them 
from sending their foraging parties to any great distance, to 
reduce them to the utmoat distress, in the course of this 
winter." — Washinglon to General Schuyler. 

MONDAY, JANUARY 20. 

At Morristown : " Our affairs here are in a very prosper- 
ous train. "Within a month paet, in several engagements 
with the enemy, we have killed, wounded, and taken pris- 
oners between two and three thousand men. I am very 
confident, that the enemy's loss here will oblige them to 
recall their force from your State." — Washington to Governor 
Cooke, of Rhode Island. 

On the 26th of Deoerober, 1776, the sqiindmn of Sir Peter Parker, bearing 
between eight and ten th<<U9Bnd men, British and Hessians, commanded by 
General Clinton and Earl Percy, entered Narraftntigelt Bay, The troops 
landed about four and a half miles above Newport, and took poggestion of 
Jthodo Island. Early in May, 1777, General Clinton, with nearly half the 
Mmy, led for New York, and the command devolved upon Major-Genenil 
Preacott, who was lupeneded in 17T8 by Sir Robert Pigot, with reinforce- 
ments. In August, 1778, General Sullivan in conjunotion with the French 
Seet under D'Estaing undertook to regain posaeuion of Rhode Island, but 
the attempt was unsuccessful, and Sullivan, itfter the battle of August 29 
(Quaker Hill), was forced to evacuate the Island. The British held pos- 
•ettion until October 26, 1779, when Sir Henry Clinton, apprehending an 
attack upon New York by the combined forces of the French and Ameri- 
cans, withdrew the troops. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY 28. 

At Morristown : " The Philadelphia Troop of Light Horse 
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under the command of Captain Morris, having performed 
their Tour of duty are discharged for the present 

" I take this Opportunity of returning my most sincere 
thanks to the Captain and to the Gentlemen who compose 
the Troop, for the many essential Services which they have 
rendered to their Country, and to me personally during the 
Course of this severe Campaign. Tho' composed of Gentle- 
men of Fortune, they have shewn a noble Example of dis- 
cipline and subordination, and in several Actions have shewn 
a Spirit of Bravery which will ever do Honor to them and 
wall ever be gratefully remembered by me." — Wdshington to 
the Philadelphia Troop of Light Horse. 

FRIDAY, JANUARY 24. 

At Morristown : " While our dependence is upon militia, 
we have a full army one day, and scarce any the next; and 
I am much afraid, that the enemy one day or other, taking 
advantage of one of these temporary weaknesses, will make 
themselves masters of our magazines of stores, arms, and 
artillery." — Washington to Governor lYumbulL 

The letter from which the above extract is made was sent as a circalar to 
each of the New England States. After alluding to the want of a regular 
body of tnx>ps, on whom he could depend for a length of time, and urging 
the prv^mpt equipment of the battalions allotted to each State by the reso- 
lutions of Congress of September, 1776, Washington wrote : ** Nothing but 
their [the enemy's] ignorance of our nuniK^rs pn>tects us at this very time, 
when, on tho contrary, had we six or eight thousand regular troops, or could 
the militia, who were with me a few days ago, have been prevailed upon to 
stay, we could have struck such a stn>ke, as would have inevitably ruined 
tho armv of the enemv, in their divided state." 

SATURDAY, JANUARY 25. 

At Morristown : Issues a proclamation commanding and 
requiring every person who had signed a declaration of 
fidelitv, taken the oath of allofirianco, and ensraofed not to 
take up arms agiiiust the King of Great Britain, to repair 
to head-quarters within thirty days, and there deliver up 
such protection, certificate, and passport, and take the oath 
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of allegiance to the United States of America, or withdraw 
within the Britieh linee. 

This proclamalioti, which w«s isaued to countenwt the effects of one by 
lA>rd Howe and Goneral Howo, November SO, 1T7G, promiaiDg ftmaeat; to 
bU in rebellion wbo ihould, within siitj dajs, return to their allegiance, was 
objected to hy Iho Legislature of New Jurtey, that body regarding it us a 
Tlolation of State supremacy. Othera again, jealoug of the extnordinary 
powen Tested by Congress in Waabington (December 27, 1776), questioned 
whether he bad not transceudad these powers, and eierciEed a degree of 
despotism. 

SUNDAT, JANUARY 26. 

At Morristown : " Reinforcementa come op so extremely 
glow, that I am afraid I shall be left without any men befora 
they arrive. The enemy must be ignorant of our numbers, 
or they have not horses to move their artillery, or they 
would not suffer U9 to remain undisturbed." — Washington to 
the PreMdeni of Congress. 

SATCTKDAY, FEBRUARY 22. 

At Morristown : " The cry of want of Provisions comes t« 
me from all Quarters — Genl Maxwell writes word that his 
men are starving — Genl Johnston, of Marj'land yesterday in- 
formed me that his people could draw none — this difficulty 
I understand prevails also at Chatham — What Sir is the 
meaning of this ? — & why were you so desirous of excluding 
others from this Ijusincsa wben you are unable to accom- 
plish it yourself? Consider, I beseech you, the consequences 
of this neglect." — WaaMngton to Commissary Irvine. 

8ATDRDAT, MARCH 1. 

At Morristown : Orderly Book. — " Alexander Ilamilton 
Esq' ia appointed Aide de Camp to the Commander in 
Chief, and is to be respected and obeyed as such." 

Tbeappoiatmentof Hamilton as amemborof the military family of Wash- 
ington brought out the following congmtulalory letter from his early pre- 
ceptor Hugh Enoi, dated SI. Croix, December 10, 1777, which in the light 
of hiitory may be considered remarkably prophetic: "The hooonble post 
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you hold under the Gbsjlt General Washington, and so near his person, 
will give you a peculiar advantage for delineating his character, both in his 
amiable private virtues, and military abilities. And depend upon it, the 
very minutin of that incomparable man will be read with avidity by pos- 
terity. Tou know me too well, I hope, to suspect me of superstition ; yet 
I feel myself, at times, under a strong impulse to prophesy, that WashingUm 
was born for the deliverance of America — ^that that Providence who has 
raised and trained him up for that very purpose, will watch over his Bocred 
life with a paternal and solicitous care ; will shield his head in every day of 
battle — wUl give him to see America free^ flourishing ^ and happy — and vriU 
adorn his fame, among latest posterity, with a Garland of Laurel, more 
verdant, blooming, and enviable, than ever adorned the brow of a Marl- 
borough." 

Hugh Knox, D.D., was bom in Ireland about 1788, and emigrated to this 
country in 1761. He was graduated at Princeton in 1754, and, after study- 
ing theology a year longer, was ordained. Dr. Knox settled at St Oroix, 
and became pastor of Uie Presbyterians who were living on that island. 
Alexander Hamilton was placed under his instruction in boyhood. He died 
October, 1790. 

SUNDAY, MARCH 2. 

At Morristown : " General Howe cannot, by the best in- 
telligence I have been able to get, have less than ten thou- 
sand men in the Jerseys and on board of transports at 
Amboy. Ours does not exceed four thousand. His are 
well disciplined, well officered, and well appointed. Ours 
raw Militia, badly officered, and under no Government" — 
Washington to Robert Morris. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 6. 

At Morristown : " I tell you in confidence, that, after the 
15th of this month, when the time of General Lincoln's 
militia expires, I shall be left with the remains of five 
Virginia regiments, not amounting to more than as many 
hundred men, and parts of two or three other Continental 
battalions, all very weak. The remainder of the army will 
be composed of small parties of militia from this State and 
Pennsylvania, on which little dependence can be put, as 
they come and go when they please." — Washington to Ghv- 
emor TrumbuU. . 
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FKIDAT, MARCH U. 

At MorrLstowii : " From the most accurate estimate that 
I can form, the whole of our numhera in Jersey, fit for duty 
at this time, is under three thoiiaand. Theae, nine hundred 
and eighty-one excepted, are militia, and stand engaged 
only till the last of this month. The troops under inocula- 
tion, including their attendants, amount to ahout one thou- 
sand." — Washington to the President of Confess. 

Sach bad been the melnncholy and deploralile situation of Iba army the 
preceding campaign, particularly in Canada, from the ravages of tbe small.

BATUKDAY, MAECH 15 

At Morristown : " Morristovm, March 15, 1777. — His Ex- 
cellency has been ill for some days, but is now perfectly re- 
covered, and has the satiafaetiou of his amiable lady's com- 
pany, who arrived here this day in good health."— J^eiter m 
the Gontinetttal Journal, March 27. 

" Kingilon, 2fl March 1777. — No eirciimstanen could have more contributed 
to our happiness than to hear of the tietieral's recovery ; which, believe rae, 
gave universal joy. Be pleased to maku my most respectful complimenti to 
hi* lady," — OouMmew Morrit la Alexander Hamiltj/n. 

BATURDAY, MARCH 22. 

At Morrietown : " March 22. — "Went to Morriatown, Fin- 
ished my business with the Paymaster, and drank tea at 
headquarters, General "Washiugtou and hia lady being of 
the company, and then took leave of the General." — Journal 
of CoUmd Thnothy Pickering. 

TUESDAT, APRIL 15. 

At Morriatown : " The designs of the enemy are not aa 
yet closely untblded, hut Philadelphia I conceiva ia the ob- 
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ject in view ; however, this may or may not be the case ; 
as the North River must also be an object of very great im- 
portance to them, whilst they have an army in Canada and 
are desirous of a junction with it" — Washington to Landon 
Carter. 

MONDAY, APRIL 2S. 

At Morristown: "At three o'clock this morning I re- 
ceived your favor of the 27th. The intelligence it contains 
is interesting and truly distressing. By this time I fear the 
enemy have effected their purpose and destroyed all the 
stores at Danbury." — Washington to General McDongalL 

On the 25th of April, in the afternoon, two thousand British troops landed 
at Compo, near Fairfield, Connecticut, under the command of Governor 
Tryon. They reached Danbury the next day at four o'clock in the after- 
noon, and immediately set fire to the public stores and several private dwell- 
ings. On the return to their ships, they were met at Bidgefleld by Generals 
Silliman, Arnold, and Wooster, with six hundred militia hastily eoUected, 
and a sharp conflict ensued. General Wooster was wounded and died on 
the 2d of May. Sixteen hundred tents which had been removed fix>m Peeks- 
kill to Danbury for safe keeping were destroyed. 

THURSDAY, MAY 8. 

At Morristown: Orderly Booh — ^**As few vices are at- 
tended with more pernicious consequences in civil life ; so 
there are none more fatal in a military one, than that of 
GAMING ; which often brings disgrace and ruin upon offi- 
cers, and injury and punishment upon the soldiery; And 
reports prevailing, which it is to be feared are too well 
founded, that this destructive vice has spread its baneful 
influence in the army, and, in a peculiar manner, to the 
prejudice of the recruiting service. The Commander in 
chief, in the most pointed and explicit terms, forbids ALL 
Officers and Soldiers, playing at cards, dice, or at any games, 
except those of EXERCISE, for diversion; it being im- 
possible if the practice be allowed, at all, to discriminate 
between innocent play, for amusement, and criminal gaming 
for pecuniary and sordid purposes." 
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" Let vice and immonility of every kind Ise Jlgeoumged m much ta po«- 
lible in your brigade; and, as a chaplain a allowed to each regiment, £ea 
that the mea regularly atlood divine worship. Gaming of every kind it 
exprEsaly forbidden, as being the foundation of evil, and tbe cause of many 
a brave and gullant officer's ruin. Games of exercise for amusement may 
not only be permitted but encouraged." — Waahington'M Imtrucliam to the 
Brigadier Gentrali, May 28. 

'WEDNE.SD4T, MAT 28. 

At Morristowa: "I am just moving to Boundbrook 
[Middlebrook], from whence I returned yesterday morning. 
On Monday morning a body of the enemy advanced near 
that post. They retreated, on seeing a detachment march 
to meet them." — Washington to the President of Congreas. 

At this time the troops under Washington's inunediate command, over 
seven Iboueand strong, were those tioia New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Murylund, and Virginia, in all forty-three rogimanta, Including 
Euen's. Thoy were divided into ten brigades ; and into five divisions, of 
two brigades each, under Major-Generals Greene, Stephen, Sullivan, Lincoln, 
and Btirling. Tbe artillery was commanded by Enoi. The New York and 
eastern troops were chiefly at FeekskiU and Ticonderogn. 

THURSDAY, MAY 29. 

At Middlebrook, New Jersey : Establishes head-quarters, 
where he remains (except as noted) until July S. 

Middlebrook, Somerset County, New Jersey, is on the Raritan River, 
fifteen miles south of Morrisluwn. Middlebrook und Boundbrook lis close 
together, and are included in one village. 

TtTESDAT, JUNE 17. 

At Middlebrook : " The main body of our army is en- 
camped at Middlebrook, and a considerable body under 
General Sullivan at Sourland Hills. . . . The enemy are 
strongly posted, having their right at Brunswic and their 
left at Somerset." — Washingion to General Arnold. 

SUNDAY, JUNE 22. 

At Middlebrook: "11 o'clock P.M. — The enemy evacn- 
atcd Brunswic this morning and retired to Amboy, burning 
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many bouses as they went along. . . Our people parsaed 
them as far aa Piscataway ; but finding it impoBsible to over- 
take them, and fearing they might be led too far from the 
mtun body, they returned to Brunswic" — Washmgton to the 

President of Corigrcss. 

WEDNESDAY, JDHE 25. 

At Quibbletown, New Jersey: " After the evacuation of 
Brunewic, I determined with the advice of my general offi- 
cers, to move the whole army the next morning to this post, 
where they would be nearer the enemy, and might act ac- 
cording to circumstances. In this I was prevented by rain, 
and they only moved yesterday morning." — Washington to 
ike Preaulmi of Congress. 

Quibbletown (now New Mkrket), Uiddlewx CouDtf, Sew Jenej, ii ahoat 
six miles froio Middlebrook on Ihe road to Amboy. 

THURSDAY, JUNK 28. 

At Middlebrook : On the morning of the 26th, General 
Howe advanced with his whole army in several columns 
from Amboy, as far aa Westfield, with the design of either 
bringing on a general engagement, or to possess himself of 
the heights and passes in the mountains on the American 
left. "Washington, perceiving this, put the troops in motion 
and regained the camp at Middlebrook. After some skir- 
mishing the enemy retired on the 27th to Amboy. 

SATURDAY JUNE 28. 

At Middlebrook : Orderly Book. — " AU chaplains are to 
perform divine service to-morrow, and on every other suc- 
ceeding Sunday, with their respective brigades and regi- 
ments, when their situations will admit of it, and the com- 
manding officers of corps are to see that they attend. The 
"Tommander-in-Chief expects au exact compliance with this 

iler, and that it be observed in future as an invariable rule 
practice, and every neglect will not only be considered a 
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breach of orders, but a disregard to decency, virtue, and 
religion." 

TUESDAY, JULY I. 

At Middlebrook : " The ehipB that were at Amboy moved 
down round Stateu Island thia morning, and all the troopa 
that were encamped opposite to the town struck their tenta 
and marched off. Upon the whole, there ia the atrongeat 
reason to conclude that General Howe will puah up the 
river immediately to cooperate with the army from Canada, 
which, it appears from the accounts transmitted by General 
St. Clair, haa certainly in view an attack on Ticonderoga 
and the several dependent posts." — Washington to General 
Putnam. 

" The da; before yesterday he [Qeneml Howe] threw the whole of hit 
army over to SUteu lalsod, and totallj evacuated the Stale of New Jenej."

TUUBSDAY, JULY 10.

The intelligence which 
they contain [the evacuation of Ticonderoga] is truly inter- 
esting, supposing it just. . ■ In consequence of tlie advices 
irom General St. Clair, and the probability there is that

my officers, move the army from hence to-morrow morning 
towards the North River." — Washington to the President of 
Congress. 

On the let of July, General Burgoyne, with an army of more than seTen 
thousand men, including four hundred Indians, appeared before Ticonderoga, 
garrisoned with about two thousand imder the command of Major-General 
Arthur St Clair. Qeneral Burgoyne, perceiving that St Clair had neglected 
to occupy Mount Hope and Mount Defiance, took possession of the former 
on the following day, and the latter, which completely commanded Ticon- 
deroga and Mount Independence, on the night of the 4th. In a council of 
war on the 5th, called by St Clair, it was decided to evacuate both forts, and 
at two o'clock on the 6th the troops were put in motion. The main body 
proceeded to Castleton, Vermont, but the rear-guard remained for the night 
at Hubbard ton, where, on the following morning, a desperate, and to the 
Americans a disastrous battle was fought The evacuation of Ticonderoga, 
without efforts at defence, was loudly condemned, and Congress, listening to 
the popular clamor, suspended St. Clair from command, and appointed 
General Gates to supersede General Schuyler in command of the northern 
department 

SATURDAY, JULY 12. 

At Pompton Plains, New Jersey : " "We have been pre^ 
vented marching to-day by the rain; but, as soon as the 
weather permits, we shall proceed as expeditiously as we 
can towards the North Eiver, and cross, or not, as shall 
appear necessary from circumstances."

14th, marched to Van Aulen's, a mile east of Pond Church ; 16th to Sov- 
ereign (Suffren's or Suffern's) tavern near the entrance to Smith's Clove." —

SUNDAY, JULY 18. 

At Pompton Plains: "This is the second day I have 
been detained here by the badness of the weather. As 
soon as it will permit, I shall prosecute my march through 
the Clove." — Washington to General Schuyler. 
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" Tradition reporto that WaBhington had hia hood-quarten [nt Pompton] 
in a little frame houie, on the banhe of the Wynockie, which stands at the 
b«ad of a ri>ad leadlog from the RyerEou Furnai^e to the Passaic County 
Hotel. It is opposite to a more imposiog structure known u the Kyeraaa 
House. During the revolution it belouged to Capt. Arent Schuyler."—

T0ESDAY, JULY 15. 

At Sufferu'a Tavern: "The evacuation of Ticonderoga 
and Mount Independence is an Event of Chagrin and sur- 
prise, not appreheuded nor within the compLiaa of my reaaon- 
ing. . . This stroke is severe indeed, and has distressed me 
much." — Washmglon to General Schuyler. 

Suffern'a Tavern, whiuh Washington made his head-quarters until July 
20th, was in Orange County, New York, near the entrance to the Clove. 

" The Clove h extremely wild, and was icarcely known before the war : 
it is a 8ort of valley, or gorge, situated to the westward of the high moun- 
tains between New Windsor and King's Ferry, and at the foot of which ara 
West Point and Sloney Foiut, and the principal forta which defend the 
river."— iJ< ChatleUiim, i. 345. 

FEIDAY, JDLYI8. 

At Sufferu's Tavern : " Upon my Eequisitiou, General 
Arnold, waiving for the present all dispute about rank, left 
Philadelphia and arrived here last Evening, and this day 
proceeds on his journey to join you." — WaahijifflQn to Gen- 
eral Schuyler. 

SATURDAY, JULY 19. 

At Suffcrn's Tavern : " Genl. Howe still lays intirely quiet 
on board the Fleet at Staten Island, very few troops remain 
on shore, and the destination a profound secret. Whatever 
were bis intentions before this unlucky Blow to the North- 
ward, he certainly ought in good policy to endeavor to 
cooperate with Genl. Burgoine. I am so fully of opinion 
that this will be his plan that I have advanced the Army 
thuB far to support our party at Peeks Kill should the 
Enemy move up the River." — Washington to General Heath, 
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SUNDAY. JULY 20. 

At Galloway's in the Clove : " "Weat from Suffurn'a tavern 
into the Clove eleven miles. Head-quarters at Galloway's, 
an old log house. The General [Washington] lodged in a 
bed, and bis family on the floor about him. We had plenty 
of sepawn and milk, and all were contented." — Jhckering's 
Journal. 

MONDAY, JULY 21. 

At Galloway's : " The intelligence, which occasioned ua 
to advance from the Entrance of the Clove yesterday morn- 
ing, I find to have been premature, and mean to remain here 
till I have your answer." — Washington to General Puiimm. 

The moveiDeot into the Clove was made under the supposition, or prtna- 
tw« intcUuience, that General Howe waa about pushing up the North River 
to co-«pflr»ie with Oeoenl Burgoyne. 

TUESDAY, JULY 22. 

At Galloway's : " We have been ander great embarrass- 
ments respecting the intendetl operations of General Howe, 
and still arc, notwithstanding the utmost pains to obtain 
intelligence of the same. At present it would appear that 
he is going out to sea. By authentic information, there are 
only forty ships at New York ; the rest are gone elsewhere, 
and have fallen down between the Narrows and the Hook. 
Between these two places, the number, from the most ai> 
curate observation, was about one hundred and twenty yes- 
terday."

At Raraapo : " I have reed yoiira of Yesterday's date Eu- 
closing the Intercepted Letter from Genl Howe to Burgoyne. 
To me a stronger proof coatd not be given, that the former 
is not going to the Eastward, than this Letter addneea. It 
was evidently intended to fall into our hands. ... I am 
persuaded more than ever, that Philadelphia ia the place of 
destinatjon." — Washington to General Putnam. 



The letter from Geneml Ilowe to General Burgo^e, referred to above, 
informing the latter thut nn expedition to Boston would take the place of 
one up (he North Biver, was written to deceive. It, however, only con- 
Brmfd Washington inhis purpose to put Iho army in motion towards Phil- 
adelphia. 

WEDNESDAY, JDLT 80. 

At Coryell's Ferry, New Jersey : " As we are uncertain 
as to the real destination of the enemy, the the Delaware 
seems most probable, I have thought it prudent to halt the 
array at this place, Howell's Ferry, and Trenton, at least till 
the Fleet actually enters tlie Bay, and puts the matter be- 
yond a doubt. Genl Howe's in a manner abandoning Gen- 
eral Burgoyne ia so unaccountable a matter, that, till I am 
fully assured it is so, I cannot help casting my Eyes con- 
tinually behind me." — Washington to General Gales. 

The route of the army from the Clove to Coryell's Ferry, on the Del&- 
■ware, aiileen miles above Trentoa, is given by Colonel Pickering in his 
Journal : " July 23d. Returned from the Clove to Ramapo. 26th. 
Marched to Pompton; 28th, to Morriatown ; 27th, to Reading, eighteen 
miles from Coryell's Ferry over the Delaware. 2eth. Marched to the ferry, 
and quartered at a hearty old Qtuiker's named Oakham." 

THURSDAY, JULY 31. 
At Coryell's Feriy: 



'At half after mne o'clock thia 
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morning, I received an express from Congress, advising 
that the enemy's fleet, consisting of two hundred and twenty- 
eight sail were at the Capes of Delaware yesterday in the 
forenoon. . . . The troops are on their march from hence.*' 
— Washington to Governor TrumbuH 

Washington left Ramapo on the 25th of July, and arriTed at OoiyeU's 
Ferry, on the Delaware, now Lambertville, New Jeraey, on the 28th. One 
brigade of the army crossed the river on the morning of the 20th; two 
divisions under General Stephen crossed at Howell's Ferry, now Stockton, 
three miles above, and Lord Stirling at Trenton. The troops which crossed 
at Coryell's and Howell's, comprising the bulk of the army, were put in 
march for Philadelphia, down the Old York Road, on the morning of the 
81st, Washington going in advance, arriving in the city at about ten o'clock 
at night. On the following day, August I, he examined the defences of the 
Delaware,* and passed the night at Chester, fifteen miles below Fhiladelphift. 

FRIDAY, AUGUST 1. 

At Chester, Pennsylvania: "I have this moment [10 
o'clock P.M.] received intelligence by express, that the 
enemy's fleet yesterday morning about eight o'clock sailed 
out of the Capes in an eastern course." — Washington to Ghrir 
eral Putnam. 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 2. 

At Philadelphia: In conference with a committee of 
Congress. Washington remained in Philadelphia until the 
afternoon of August 4. 

It was during this visit to Philadelphia that Washington, at a publio 
dinner given in his honor, met Lafayette for the first time. The marquis, 
who had just been commissioned a major-general, refers to this meeting in 
his Memoirs, which are written in the third person, in the following words: 
" The two Howes having appeared before the Capes of the Delaware, Gen- 
eral Washington came to Philadelphia, and M. de Lafayette behold for the 
first time that great man. Although he was surrounded by officers and 
citizens, it was impossible to mistake for a moment his majestic figure and

At Philadelphia: "Yoa will perceive by the enclosed 
copy of a letter from Congresa, that they have destined yoa 
to the command of the army in the northern department, 
and have directed me to order you immediately to repair to 
that post. I have therefore to desire you will, in pursuance 
of their intention, proceed to the place of your destination, 
with all the expedition you can, and take upon you the 
command of the northern army accordingly." — Washmgton 
to General Gates. 

TQESDAY, AUGUST 5. 

At Schuylkill Falls : " Our affairs at the northward have 
taken a turn not more unfortunate than unexpected. . . 
This affair hsia cast a dark shade upon a very bright pros- 
pect, our accounts from that quarter being very gloomy; 
hut some reinforcements hav'ing been sent up, and some 
good officers, it ia to be hoped that the cloud will be dis- 
pelled."

On August let, the army arrivH) at ita cninping gronnd botween GGrmui- 
town and the Sphuylkill River (Schuylkill FalU), 8vo miles north of Phila- 
delphia, whore Waabington rejoined it on the afternoon of the 4th, making 
his head-quarten at the cauatrj-eeat of Henry Hill, on Indian Queen Lane, 
about one mile east of the Falls, and the >ame distance from Geraiantown. 
The bouse was taken down in 1780.* 

The army remained at the "camp by Schuylkill Falls," until the aftei^ 
noon of August 8, when, under the auppositJon that the enemy bad Bailed 
(or the eastward, it wnt atarled back to the Hudson. 

THURSDAY, AUGUST 7. 

At Schuylkill Falls : " "We are yet entirely in the dark ae

The Uarquig de Lafnyetle, an eye-witness to the preview, hsi left u 
following dewription in bie Hemoin : "About eleven thousand men, Ul I 
armed, and etill wor^o clothed, presented a atrange spectacle lo tbs eye at ' 
the young Frenchman : their clothes were partl-coloured, and manj of tham 
were sliDoet naked ; the best clad wore hunting ihirU, large grey linen coala 
which were much used in Carolina. As to their military tactics, it will bo 
sufficient to say that, for a regiment mnged in order of battle to iqotB fot- 
ward on the right of iCa line, it wai noceuBry for the left to make a con- 
tinued countermarch. They were always arranged in two lines, the smallest 
men in the first line; no other diitinctjon as to height was ever obaefved. 
In spite of these disadvantages, the soldiers were Bne, and the officer* iBftl- 
ous ; virtue stood in place of science, and each day added both tc 
and discipline." 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 9. 

At Schuylkill Falla : " We have no fiirther aceoont of 
the Enemy's Fleet and and therefore concluding that they I 
are gone to the Eastward we have again turned our lacM 1 
that way and shall move slow till we get some account of ] 
it."

SUNDAY, AUGUST 10. 

At the Nesharainy Camp ; " I this minote [nine o'clock ' 
P.M.] received your fnvor of this afternoon, transmitting in- 
telligence that a fleet was seen off Sinapuxent on the 7th 
instant. I was about three milea eastward of the Billet 
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tavern [now Hatboroogb], on the road leading to CoryelVs 
Ferry, when the express arrived. The troops are encamped 
near the road, where they will remain till I liave further 
accounts of the fleet." — Washington to the Prc3ident of Con- 
greaa. 

"WMhingloo's head-quartew at the " Ncshaminy Camp,*' Bucka County, 
Femujlvsnia, twrinty miles north of Philndelphin, vere at n «tnne bouee, 
nill standing, on the Old York Hood near the bridge over the Little Ne- 
ihaminy Creek, about half a mile above the village of Hartivilie, formerly 
known as tha Cross Bonds.

To-morrow morning it will move again, and I 
think to march It thro the Ci^, but without halting. I am 
induced to do this, from the opinion of Several of my offi- 
cerB and many Friends in Philadelphia, that it may have 
Bome influence on the minds of tho disaffected there, and 
those who are Dupes to their artifices and opinions." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

Tbe army moved down tbe Old York Boad, and encamped for the night 
near the present Nicetown, nithin five miles of Philadelphia. 'Wmhington 
made hi« hcod-qiiarten at Stenton, tbe homcatead of tbe Logan family, and 
from which the same evening he issued the following general order : " Tba 
armj is to move precieely at i o'clock in the morning, if it should not rain. 
. . . The anny is to march in one column through the oitj of Philadelphia, 
going in at and marching down Front Street to Chestnut, and up Chestnut 
to the Common. A small halt is to be mtide about a mile this side of tba 
city nntil the renr is clear up «nd the line in proper order." 

8UNDAT, AUGUST 2t 

At Philadelphia : " Last Sunday [August 24] part of the 
Continental army, amounting to about ten thousand men, 
with his excellency general "Washington at their head, 
marched through the city, and immediately proceeded over 
the river Schuylkill [at the Middle Ferry, Market Street], 
on their way, it is said, to the ea.stern shore of Maryland. 
And on Monday morning gen, Nash's brigade of N. Caro- 
lina forces, and col. Proctor's regiment of artillery, passed 
through the city, who, we hear, are to pursue the same route, 
in order to join our most illustrious general " — Pamsylcania 
Etming Post, August 28, 1777. 

"Augual S4th.— The army marched through the city [Pbilodelphia], and 
wu allowed to make a fine appearance, the order of marching being ex- 
tremely well preserved. We advanced to Derby. — 2Stb. Tbe array marched 
through Cheater to Naanum's Creek, the General and fumily advancing to 
Wilmington, a pretty town and pleasantly situated." — PUkcring't Joamal, 

MONDAY, AUGUST 26. 

At Wilmington, Delaware : " Six o'clock P.M. I have just

reed information, that the Enemy began to land this morn- 
ing about Six miles below the Head of Elk, opposite to 
Cecil Court-House." — Washington to General Armstrong. 

"On reaching Wilmington [twenty-eight miles southwest from Phila- 
delphia], Washington took up his head-quarters on Quaker Hill, in a house 
which for many years afterwards stood on the west side of West Street, 
midway between Third and Fourth ; the army encamped on the high land 
west of the town, some going as far as Newport, three miles below.''— 
Seharf, " History of Delaware," i. 248. 

TUESDAY, AUGUST 26. 

At Wilmington : " August 26th.— The General [Wash- 
ington] went with all the horse, save Sheldon's to recon- 
noitre.'* — Pickering^s Journal. 

It was on this reoonnoissance that Washington, in consequence of a ter- 
rible storm, passed the night at a farm-house near Gray's hill, two miles 
from the Head of Slk (now Slkton), at the imminent risk of being sur- 
prised by the enemy's scouts ; his only companions being Generals Greene, 
Weedon, and Lafayette. 

WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 27. 

At Wilmington: "I this morning returned from the 
Head of Elk, which I left last night" — Washington to the 
President of Congress. 

' On August 26 the British army under Sir William Howe, eighteen 
thousand strong, landed from the fleet at Turkey Point, at the head of 
Chesapeake Bay, and on the 27th marched to the Head of Elk, eighteen 
miles from Wilmington. From this point Howe issued his ** Declaration," 
promising, among other things, pardon to those who had taken an active 
part in the rebellion, provided they should voluntarily return to their 
allegiance. 

FRIDAY, AUGUST 29. 

At Wilmington : " The enemy advanced a part of their 
Army yesterday to Gray's Hill, about two miles this side of 
Elk." — Washington to the President of Congress. 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 80. 

At Wilmington : " I was reconnoitring the country and 
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different Roads all yesterday, & am now setting out on the 
Bame busineas again." — Washington to tlie Presidejit of On- 
ffress. 

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 1. 

At Wilmington : " General Howe's Declaration is agree- 
able to his constant usage, and is what we might reasonably 
expect. The only diti'erence ia, the present exhibition is 
Btyted a ' Declaration.' It is another effort to seduce the 
people to g^ve up their rights, and to encourage our soldiers 
to desert." — Washington to the President of Congress. 

Tbis " Dt^lartition" was Ssaued on the 2Tth of August. Oenernl Howa 
declared that Bccuritj and protection would be extended to all peraons who 
■hould remuin peaceably ut tbeir usual places of abode; and he promised 
pMdoD to those who had taken an active part in the rebellion, provided 
Ihey ihould voluntarily return to their allegiance, and aurreoder themaelvei 
to any detachment of the king's forces within a specified limo. 

■WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 3. 

At Wilmington; "Eight o'clock p.m. — This morning the 
Enemy came ont, with a considerable force and three pieces 
of artillery, against our Light advanced corps, and, after 
some pretty smart skirmishing obliged them to retreat, 
being far inferior in number, and without cunDon." — Wash- 
ington to the President of Congress. 

PBIDAT, SEPTEMBER 6. 

At Wilmington : Issues an order informing the array of 
the intention of the British to posseaa themselves of Phila- 
delphia, and warning them of the importance of the im- 
pending battle. 

"Septtmher 6th. — Marched to Newport, three or four miles beyond Wil- 
mingtun." — Pkkering'i Journal. 

BUND AT. SEPTEMBER 7. 

At Wilmington: " Since General Howe's debarkation in 
Elk Biver he has moved on about seven miles ; his main 
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body now Hea at Iron Hill, and oura near a village called 
Newport, In this position the arnues are from eight to ten 
milee apart." — Washington to General Eeaih. 

TUESDAT, SEPTEMBER 9. 

Six miles from "Wilmington : " The enemy advanced yes- 
terday with a seeming iat«ntion of attacking us upon oar 
post near Newport. We waited for them the wliole day ; 
but in the Evening they halted, at a place called MUItown, 
about two milea from us, . . . The army marched at two 
o'clock this morning, and will take post this evening upon 
the high grounds near Chad's Ford."

•'September 9th.— Left Newport in the morning before dajlight, and 
marched Cu Chad's Ford ; crosied it, and encainped on the eait side of the 
Braodywine, having infurmution thut the enem; had marched fat to the 
north at Newport."

WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 10. 

At Chadd's Ford, Pennsylvania: Head-quartera at the 
house of Benjamin Ring, one mile east of the ford. 

Cbodd'B Furd, Brandjnine Creek, on the heights east of wfaicii the main 
strength of the army wus poBl«d, cooimanding the poBsage of the creek, 
i« about thirteen milea north of Wilmington. The battle of the 11th, 
however, was decided three milea to the northward, near Birminghain 
Meeting-House, a Urge bod; of British troops under Cornwallis having 
crossed the creek at the up^ier fords. 

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 11. 

At the Battle of Brandywine : " Chester, twelve o'clock at 
Night, 11 September, 1777. — I am sorry to inform you, that, 
in this diiy's eugagemeut, we have been obliged to leave the 
enemy masters of the field. , . I have directed all the troops 
to assemble behind Chester, where they are now arranging 
for this night. Notwithstanding the misfortunes of the day, 
I am happy to find the troops in good spirits; and I hope 
another time we shall compensate for the losses now sus- 
tained." — Washington to the President of Congress, 
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"The American armj aiuembled to the East of Ohester along tha QueeD'a 
Highwaj, and Washington, after despatcbing the letter [to Congreis] went 
to the present Leipervillo, where, itill standing on the north of the road, ii 
the old Btone houea, then the home of Jobn Mcllvain, in which the chief 
of tbo retreating army passed tbe night after the ill-atarred battle of Brandy- 
wine." — Aahtnead'a Hiatory of IHlaware Oouniy, p. 65. 

FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 12. 

On the march to Philadelphia: "September 12th. — This 
day the army marched to the Schuylkill, part crossing and 
marching to our old camp by Schuylkill Falls. The enemy 
lay 8lill near the field of battle." — Piclciring's Journal. 

"Septetnber 18th. — The rest of the army ccoaaed, and the whole collected 
ftt the old encampment, vast numberE of BtragglorE coming in." — Pickering'i 
Journal, 

SATURDAY, SEPTEMBBB 13. 

At Schuylkill Falls : Orderly Book.—" The General, with 
peculiar Batisfaction, thanke the gallant officers and soldiers 
who on the 11th inat bravely fought in their country's 
cause. Although the events of that day, from some unfor- 
tunate circumstances, were not so favorable as could be 
wished, the General has the satisfaction of assuring the 
troops that from every account lie has been able to obtain, 
the enemy's loss vastly exceeded ours." 

SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 14. 

Leaves Schuylkill Falls : " September 14th. — The army 
having yesterday cleaned their arras, and received ammu- 
nition to complete forty rounds a man, this day marched up 
s few miles and reeroased the SL-huylkill at Levering's Ford, 
the water being nearly up to the waist. We advanced about 
five or six miles that night." — Pickering's Journal. 

LeTering's Ford, on the Schuylkill, was at Orccn Lane, two milw aboTfi 
tbe Falls, but the croeaing ws> really mode at Mateon's Ford, now Coiulio- 
kDckcn, six miles Isrtber iiji the stream. 

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 16. 
At the Buck Tavern: "Three o'clock, p.m. — We are 
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moving up this Road [the old Lancaster road] to get between 
the Enemy and Swede's Ford, and to prevent them from 
turning our right flank." — Washington to the President of 
Congress. 

The Buck Tavern, about nine miles northwest of Philadelphia, on the old 
Lancaster road, Delaware County, Pennsylvania, a well-known hostelry of 
its day, is still standing, but occupied as a private house. The army ad- 
Tanced the same day thirteen miles farther up the road to a point near the 
Junction of the Swede's Ford road, northwest of the Warren Tavern, in 
Chester County, and encamped between that point and the White Horse 
Tavern, Washington making his head-quarters at the residence of Joseph 
Malin, about half a mile west of the Warren Tavern. The house is still 
standing. 

TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 16. 

Near the White Horse Tavern: "About nine in the 
morning we were informed that the enemy were advancing 
towards us. The troops got under arms^ and the baggage 
was sent oS. An advance party of the enemy attacked our 
picket, just posted (about three hundred strong), who shame- 
fully fled at the first fire. About this time it began to rain. 
General Scott, with his brigade, was ordered to advance to 
attack this party of the enemy, or skirmish with another 
expected in our front. The rain increased." — Pickering's 
JoumaL 

The rain finally turned into such a violent storm that the arms became 
absolutely unfit for use, and orders were given to march to the Yellow 
Springs, a distance of five miles to the northward, where the troops arrived 
about ten o'clock at night. Washington himself is said to have passed the 
night at the Bed Lion Tavern (now Lionville), about three mUes from the 
Springs. 

WEDNESDAY, SETEMBER 17. 

At the Yellow Springs, Pennsylvania: "Yesterday the 
enemy moved from Concord, by the Edgemont road toward 
the Lancaster road, with evident design to gain our right 
flank. This obliged us to alter our position and march to 
this place, from whence we intend immediately to proceed 
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to "Warwick. "We suffered much from the aerere weather 
yesterday and last night, being unavoidably separated from 
our tents and baggage." — Washinglon. to the President of 
Congress, 

P«ft of Ihe army marebed to Warwick Furnaee, on French Creek, eight 
miles north of the Yellow Springs, aod about oiiie miles from the Schuyl- 
kill Slver, oti the ITtb, where they were joiued by tbe rest on the following 
day. Warwick Furnace was a depot fur iho maoufBcture and repair of 
guDi, and casting of cannon, sixty of wblch, for tbe uae of the Continenia) 
army, of twelve- and eigb teen-pound calibre, were cast in 1776. 

THUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 18. 

At "Warwick Furnace: "The Army here ia so much 
fatigued that it is impossible I should more them this after- 
noon." — Washington to General Waym, MS. Letter. 

FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER IB. 

At Parker's Ford : " I am now repassing the Schuylkill 
at Parker's Ford [Lawrenceville], with the main body of 
the army, which will be over in an hour or two, though it is 
deep and rapid. . . . As soon as the troops have crossed the 
river, I shall march them as expeditiously as possible towards 
Fatiand, Swede's, and the other fords, where it is moat 
probable the enemy wUI attempt to pass." — Washinaton to 
Ihe Prenident of Congress. 

The army marched southward from pHrker'a Ford, on the east side of the 
river, by way of the Trappe (a village on the Beading road, tweuty-five 
mites from Philadelphia), ai far as Perkiomcn Creek, where It encamped. 
" Uia EicelJency General Woahingtun was with the troops in person, who 
marched past here [the Trappe] to tbe Porkiniiien. The procession lasted 
the whole night, and wo had numerous visits f^om officers, wet breast high, 
who bad to march in this cundittoQ during the whole night, cold and damp 
as it WM, and to hear hunger and thirst at the same time." — MuMenier^'t 
Journal, September Ifl, 1777. 

On the 2lBt, the enemy having moved rapidly up the road on the wett 
side of the Schuylkill towards Reading, a depot of supplies, Wiuhington 
marched the tr^wps to within four miles of Poitsgrove (n-)w Pottstown), 
eight milca above the Trappo. Here he remained uotil the 26tb, when ha 
moved to PonnybackoT'a Mills, on the Perkiomen, nine miSes to tbe east- 
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MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 22. 

At Pottsgrove : " The dietrosBed situation of the army for 
want of blankets, and many necessary articles of cloathing, 
IB truly deplorable; and must inevitably be deetructive to it, 
unlcBs a speedy remedy be applied." — Washington to AUxan- 
dfr Hamilton, 

While the annj Uj near PottBgrove (noir PotUtown], WMhin^n it 
said la have mitde bii bead-quarteTS at tbe " Potu Mansion," erected in 
1763 by Jobn PotU, the fouoder of the town. The house, a notable build- 
ing of the day, U now occupied aa a hotel. 

TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 28, 

At Pottsgrove : " The Enemy by a variety of perplexing 
manoeuvres through a Country from which I could not 
derive the least intelligence (being to a man disaffected), 
contrived to pass the SchuylkiU last night at the Fatland 
[half a mile below Valley Forge], and other fords in the 
neighborhood of it. They marched immediately towards 
Philadelphia, and I imagine their advanced parties will be 
near the City to-night. . . Meseieura Carroll, Chase, and 
Penn, who were some days with the army, can inform Con- 
gress in how deplorable a situation the Troops are, for want 
of that necessary article [shoes]. At least one thousand 
men are bare-footed, and have performed the marches in 
that condition." — Washington to the Prestdenl of Cmjgress. 

'^SepUmbn- 28th, 1777.— At half past eight this nmrning Lord Corn- 
wallig with the two BattalioDB of British Grenadiers and Hesaian Oronadisrt, 
two »<[utidrDna of Siiteenth draK"""^ '^'"' artillery with llie Chief- Engineer, 
Commanding ofBccr of ArtiUcrj, Quarter m aster mid Adjutant-Goneral 
marched and took possession of the city of Philadelphia at 10 the game 
morning amidst the aculamation of some thousands of the inhabitanii 
mostly women and children." — Journal of Captain John Montrttor, ChUf- 
Engineer of the British Army, " Pennsylrania MagaziDe",^!. 41. 

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 25. 

At Pottsgrove : " To-day it rains. To-morrow morning, 
at nine o'clock we march and join ilcDougall. Pretty 
soon, I imagine, we shall proceed to attack the enemy, if 
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their post is practicable." — -Colonel Pickering/ to John Picker- 
ing. 

FBIDAT", SEPTEMBEK 20, 

At Pottagrove : " "We shall move towards Philadelphia 
to-daj, as the weather is fair and our reinforcements are at 
some distance below, ready to fall in with us." — John Laurens 
to Henri/ Laurens. 

'• We aro now in moUmii, and RdTsnoing to fonn a junotion with Gkni. 
UcDuuguli. 1 expect to be joined in a daj or two by Q«d1. Foreman, villi 
fourteen or BfUen hundred JerMy militia."

BATDRDAY, SEPTEMBER 2T. 

At Pennjbacker's Mills : " You are hereby authorized to 
impress all the Blankets, Shoes, Stockings and other Arti- 
cles of Clothing that can be spared by the Inbabitanta of the 
County of Lancaster for the Use of the Contiuental Army, 
paying for the same at reasonable Rates or giving Certili- 
catea." — Wushmgton to William Mmryy Lancaster, MS. Letter. 

Washington reached Penny backer's (formerly Pauiing's) Mills, now 
Scbwenliaville, Montgomery County, Penniylvania, on September 26, 
making his boad-quarlers at Ihs bouae of Samuel Fennjbacker, tba owner 
of the mills. The bouse, a two-etory Btone building, is still standinif. 

SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 28. 

At Pennybacker's Mills : Orderly Book. — " The Com- 
mander-in-Chief has the happiness again to congratulate the 
army on the success of the Americans to the Northward. 
On the 19th inst. an engagement took place [at Stillwater, 
New York] between Greneral Burgoyne's army and the left 
wing of ours, under General Gates. The battle began at 
10 o'clock, and lasted till night — our troops fighting with 
the greatest bravery, not giving an inch of ground. . . To 
celebrate this success tlie General orders that at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon all the troops be paraded and served with a 
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gill of rum per man, and that at the same time there be 
dischargee of 13 pieces of artillery from the park." 

At a council of war held this day, tbe Contini'Dtal force was thus outlined 
by WaehingtoD : UcDou^all, witb about nine hundred men, bad joioed the 
arm; ,■ Snallwood had also couiq in with about eleven hundred of tbe Alary- 
land militia ; Forman, with about aix buodred of tbe Jersey militia, »u on 
tbe Skippaclc road, and near tbe main body. Tbe number of Continental 
troops in camp, tit for duty, eiclueive of the detachmeut under McDougall, 
and that under Wayoe at tbe Trappe, was five tbouiand four hundred and 
geventy-two, to which waa lo be added Maiwell'a light eorpa {about four 
hundred and flfly), and tbe PeniiBylTaoia militia under ArmstroDg, Upon 
the whole the aimy would consist of about eight thousand Continental 
troopi rank and file, and three thousand militia. The Council decided 
Mgainst an immediate attack on the enemy, and that the army ahould move 
to a proper camp about twelve miles from tbem to await reinforcemenlb and 
a more fitting opportunity to attack. 

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 29. 

At Pennybacber's Milla : " I shall move the Army four 
or five miles lower dowQ to day, from whence we may rec- 
onnoitre and fix upon a proper situation, at such distance 
from the Enemy, as will entitle us to make an attack, should 
we eee a proper opening, or stand upon the defensive till we 
obtain further reinforcements. This was the opinion of a 
majority of a Council of General officers which I called 
yesterday."

The frignte Delaware, of Commodnre Hiizlevood'a fleet on the river 
Delaware, in conjunction with the frigatB Montgomarp, each of twenty- 
four guni, the iloop Fly, and aeveral galleys and gondolsn, began a cannon- 
ade on the morning of September 2Tth, against the batteries in coune of 
erection by the Britiah in front of Fbiladetpbia. On the falling of the tide 
the Dolttware grounded. In this disabled condition the guna from the

SATUBDAY, OCTOBER i. 

At the Battle of Germantown : " In the midst of the most 
promising appearances, when every thing gave the most 
flattering hopes of victory, the troops began suddenly to 
retreat, and entirely left the field, in spite of every effort 
that could be made to rally them."

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'< The Commander-in-Chief returns his thanks to the generals and other 
offioers and men concerned in the attack on the enemy's left wing, for their 
spirit and bravery, shown in driving the enemy from field to field, and 
although an unfortunate fog, joined with the smoke, prevented the different 
brigades from seeing and supporting each other, or sometimes even from 
distinguishing their fire from the enemy's, and some other causes, which as 
yet cannot be accounted for, they finally retreated, they nevertheless see 
that the enemy is not proof against a vigorous attack, and may be put to 
flight when boldly pursued." — Orderly Book, October 5. 

MONDAY, OCTOBER 6. 

At Pennybacker's Mills : " Camp near Perkioming Greek, 
6th October 1777. — Since the action we have received a 
considerable reinforcement from Virginia, and our excellent 
General Washington has collected his force at the place 
from whence I date this letter, and intends soon to try 
another bout with them. All our men are in good spirits 
and I think grow fonder of fighting the more they liave of 
it" — Letter in the Continental Journal^ October 30. 

" Our men are in the highest spirits, and ardently desire another triaL 
I know of no ill consequences that can follow the late action ; on the con- 
trary, we have gained considerable experience, and our army have a certain 
proof that the British troops are vulnerable.''

At Pennybacker's Mills : " My intention is to encamp the 
army at some suitable place to rest and refresh the men, 
and recover them from the still remaining effects of that 
disorder naturally attendant on a retreat."

At Pennjbacker'B Mills : " The army here marches this 
morning, from hence to the Baptist Meeting House in 
Montgomery [Towamencin] Township," — Waahiiigtan to 
General Vamum. 

The Bapllet or Uennonite Meeting- House referred to in tha lettor to G«ii- 
erol Varnuro ia on tbo Sumneytown road, in Towamencin Township, near 
Kulpsville, three milu» northeoit of the Sklppack road, and twenty-aii from 
Phltadelpliia, The burial-ground attached thereto oootaiiu the remaiiu of 
General Nash, of North Carolina, and other ofBcen, wounded at tba battle 
of Germanlown, and who died m tbia vicinity. 

THTJBSDAT, OCTOBER B, 

At Towamencin : Orderly Book. — " Brigadier-general 
Nash will be interred at 10 o'clock this forenoon, with mili- 
tary honors, at the place where the road where the troops 
marched on yesterday comes into the great road. All 
officers, whose circumatauces wil! admit of it, will attend 
and pay this respect to a bravo man who died in defence of 
hia conntry."

At "Worcester: Orderli/ Book. — "The General has his 
happiness completed relative to the Buceesses of the Northern 
army. On the 14th instant General Burgoyne and hiB whole 
army surrendered themselves prisoners of war. Let every 
face brighten, and every heart expand with gratefiil joy and 
praise to the Supreme Disposer of all events, who has 
granted us this signal success. The chaplains of the army 
are to prepare short discouraes, suited to the occasion, to 
deliver to their several corpa and brigades at five o'clock 
this afternoon." 

Tbie order vm baeed on » deipatcb received from OoTernor Clinton, dated 
Albany, October 15, 1777: " Lust night at 8 o'clock the capitulation whereby 
General Burgoyne & whole Army aurrendefed themselvea Prisoners of War, 
waa «IgDed and this Horning they have to march out towdg. the Biver, above 
Fiih Creek with the Honours of War (and there ground their Arms) they 
are from thence to be marched to Maseachuietta bay." Hegoliaiiimi for the 
turrender were commenced on the 14th, but the article* of the " Convention 
between Lieulenant-ganeral Burgoyne and Major-general Galea" were not 
Ngoed by Burgoyne until the morning of the ITth of October. 



80NDAT, OCTOBER 19. 

At Worcester : " The defeat of General Burgoyne is a 
most important event, and such as must afford the highest 
satisfaction to every well-aftected American. Should Provi- 
dence be pleased to crown our arms in the course of the 
campaign with one more fortunate stroke, I think we shall 
have no great cause for anxiety respecting the future designs 
of Britain."

At Whitpain: "Whereas sundry Soldiers belonging to 
the armies of the United States have deserted from the 
same ; These are to make known to all those who have so 
otiended, and who shall return to their respective corps, or 
surrender themselves to the Officers appointed to receive 
recruits and deserters in their several Stjitos, or to any 
Continental Commissioned Officer, before the first day of 
January next, that they shall obtain a full and free pardon."

SATUKDAT, OCTOBER 26. 

At Whitpain : Orderly Book. — " The Gen' again Con- 
gratulates our Troops on the success of onr arms. On 
Wednesday last [October 22] a Body of about 1200 Hessians 
under the Command of Count Donop made an attack on 
Fort Mercer at lied Bank, and after an action of 40 Minutes 
were repulsed with great loss. Count Donop himself is 
wounded and taken prisoner togetlier with his Brigade 
Major and about 100 other officers and soldiers, and about 
100 were left dead on the Fields, and as they carried off 
many of their wounded their whole loss is probably at least

upper eAe<9auz-<^«-/rwe on the Delaware, at Port Mifflin, when a furious en- 
gagemeot ensued between them aad the gullets and floating batteries of the 
PennEjlvBDia Soet. About twelve o'clock the Augusta blew up, and at 
three o'clocli the Merlin tooii Sre and alio blew up. The Roebuck dropped 
down the river and passed below the ehevaia-<U-frUe at Billingeport. 

MONDAY, OCTOBER 27. 

At Whitpain : " The Northern army, before the surrender 
of General Burgojne, waB recnforcod by upwards of 1200 
Militia who shut the only door by which Burgoyne could 
Ketreat, and cut off all his supplies. How different our 
caee ! the disaffection of a greater part of the Inhabitants 
of tlu8 6tate — the languor of others, & internal distraction 
of the whole, have been among the great and insuperable 
difficulties I have met with, and have contributed not a 
little to my erabaraasments this Campaign." — Washington to 
Landon Carter. 



" It is a matter of astonishment to ever; part of the continent, to iiear 
that Pennsylvania, the most opulent ond populous of oil tlie Slates, has but 
twelve hundred militia in the Qeld, at a time when the enemj are eo- 
deaTOuring to make theraselvci eompletel; masters of, and to llx their 
-winlor quarters in, her capital." — Wathington to Thomai Wharton, October 
IT. 

WEDNESDAT, OCTOBER 29. 

At Whitpain : A council of war, at which it was decided 
not to be advisable to make an attack upon Philadelphia ; 
that the army should take a position to the left of its pres- 
ent station, and that twenty regiments should be drawn 
from the northern army. 

To the council Geneml Washington made the following report as to the 
•trength of the two armies. That the troops under Sir William Howe pres- 
ent and fit for dutf nmounted, according to the best intelligence he could 
obtain, to ten thousand rank and file, stationed at Pbiladelpbla and its im- 
mediate vicinity ; and that the force under his commend, present and fit for 
dntj, was eight thousand three hundred and thirteen Continental troops, 
and two thousand seven hundred and seventeen militia. There were, in 
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addition, levcn buQdred &nd fifty Continental troopa at Red Bulk uid Fort 
Mifflin, and a delacbment of three hundred militia on their way to reinforoa 
tho«e poati. A body i>r five hundred militia under General Pott«r wu like- 
wise on the othoT aide of the Schuylkill. 

THUnSDAY, OCTOBER 30. 

At Whitpain : A general coart-martia], of which Gteneral 
Sullivan was PresideDt, was held at the Whitpain head- 
quartere, the 25th, 26th, 27th, and 30th of October, for the 
trial of Brigadier-General Wayne, on the following char^ : 

" That be had tiraely notice of the enemj'e intention, to 
attack the troops under hia command, on the night of the 
20th of Sept. last [at PaoH], and notwithstanding that intel- 
ligence, neglected making a dispoBitioa, until it waa too 
late either to annoj the enemy, or make retreat, without 
the utmost danger and confusion. 

" The Court, having fully considered the charge againat 
Brigadier Gen' Wayne, and the endence produced to them, 
are unanimously of opiuiou that Qen' Wayne is not guilty 
of the charge exhibited against him, but that he, oo the 
night of the 20th Ultimo, (that is of Sept^ last) did every- 
thing that could be expected from an active, brave, and 
vigilant officer, under the orders he then had. The Court 
do acquit him with the highest honor." 

"The Commander in chief approvea the Sentence." — 
Orderly Book, November 1. 

BATtTRDAY, NOVEMBER 1. 

At Whitpain : " At the request of Governor Clinton, I 
have transmitted a copy of his letter to me, giving an ac- 
count of General Vaughan"s esqjedition up the North River 
after the capture of Fort Montgomery, and of the destruc- 
tion committed by his troops in burning Kingston and the 
houses and mills on the river." — Washington to the President 

Montgomery, one oT the early farttfloations of the Hudson High- 
l In the ipriag of 1770, was about six miles above Stony 
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Fuiot. It itood on a promontory on tbc upper E[de of a creeli (Foplopen. 
Kill), to the Boutb of which -was Fort Clinton. Both of these fort«, tftkea 
bj Sir Henry Clinton, October S, were abunduued by order of GeDenil Howe 
on the 26ib. 

After TemoTiDg the chtvaux-de-fH»t at Fort Montgomery, the Britiih 
paoud up tba river with eereral armed veuela comtnBnd<^ by Sir James 
Wallace, and a body of troops under Gpoerftl Vaughan. They burnt auoh 
•hipping as Ihey found in the river, and also houses and mills on the shore, 
■nd on the 16th of October, led on by General Ynughim himself, set Ore to 
the villnge of Kingston. So complete wu the destruction, that not more 
than one house escaped the flames. 

SUNDAY, NOVBMBER 2. 

At Wliitemarah : "NooemberlA, — Tie army marclied to 
Whiteraareh, about thirteen miles from Philadelphia." — 
Pickering's Journal. 

Washington's head-quartera at Whilemarsh were at a large stone house, 
still standing, about one-half a mile east (toin Camp Hill Station on tbe 
North Pennsylvmiia Itsllrond, and twelve miles north of Philadelphia. 
The house, which fucea south, is two and a half stories in height, eigbty feet 
fh>nt and twenty-seven feet in depth; it was modernized in 1864, and a 
large wing, originaliy the dining hall, removed from the west end. Enough 
remains, however, of the old building, and ia known about it, to determioa 
tbe accuracy of the statement made by Losiing in 1848 {PUld-Book, ii. 
lU], thai, " at the time of tbe KevolutioD, it was a sort of baroaiul ball ia 
size and character when Elmar [Emlen], its wealthy owner, dispensed hos- 
pitality to all who came under its roof." The house with ninety-two acres 
is now {since 1857) owned and occupied by Charles T. Aiman. Camp HilL, 
on which part of the loft wing of the urmy was posted, is directly in the 
rear of the house. 

TUE3DAY, NOVEMBEK 4. 

At Whitemarsh : " Ilead-quarlers at George Endm's, ruar 
Whilemarsh Church. — We exjieet very aoon a large rein- 
forcement from the northern army ; in the mean time the 
General ha« moved to this camp, which tliough naturally 
pretty strong, he is strengthening." — Joseph Seed to Thomas 
Wltarton, November 4. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 5. 

At Whitemarsh : " This morning a heavy cannonading 
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was heard from below [on the Delaware] and continned till 
afternoon ; from the top of Chew's house in German Town 
to which place the General [Washington] took a ride this 
morning, we could discover nothing more than thick clouds 
of smoak, and the masts of two vessels, the weather being 
very hazy." — John Laurens to Henry Laurens. 

'( Nwember 7. — ^The cannonading heard day before yesterday was between 
the Somerset 64 Gun Ship, the Roebuck and some other yessel on the one 
part, and our row-gallies seconded by a two gun battery on the other/' — 
John LaurcM to Henry Laurens. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 7. 

At Whitemarsh : Orderly Book. — " Since the General left 
Germantown [Schuylkill Falls] in the middle of September 
last, he has been without his baggage, and on that account 
is unable to receive company in the manner he could wish. 
He nevertheless desires the Generals, Field Officers and 
Brigade-Major of the day, to dine with him in the ftiture, 
at three o'clock in the afternoon." 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 9. 

At Whitemarsh : " A letter, which I received last night 
[from Lord Stirling], contained the following paragraph. 
*In a letter from General Conway to General Gates he says, 
" Heaven has been determined to save your country or a weak 
General and bad counsellors would have ruined iU^^ ' " — TTewA- 
ington to General Conway. 

This brief note is the earliest public record bearing on the subject of the 
conspiracy to displace Washington from the command of the army, known 
as the Conway Cabal. The particulars respecting this cabal will be found 
fully set forth by Sparks, ▼. 488. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 18. 

At Whitemarsh : " The army which I have had under my 
immediate command, has not, at any one time since General 
Howe's landing at the Head of Elk, been equal in point of 
numbers to his. . . How different the case in the northern 
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departmeut! There the States of New York and New 
England, resolving to crush Burgoyne, continued pouring 
in their troops, till the surrender of that army ; at which 
time not less than fourteen thousand militia, as I have been 
informed, were actually in General Gates' camp, and those 
composed, for the most part, of the best yeomanry in the 
country, well armed, and in many instancea supplied with 
provisions of their own carrying." — Washington to Patrick 
Henry. 

MONDAY, NOVBMBBR IT. 

At Whitemareh ; " I am sorry to inform you that Fort 
Mifflin [on the Delaware] was evacuated the night before 
last, after a detence which does credit to the American arms, 
and will ever reflect the highest honor upon the officers and 
men of the garrison." — Washington to (he President of Con' 
ffress. 

At the PeansylvitDia fleet under OotQinodore Hazlewood could be of no 
ftjrther use tJUtT the evscufition of Port Mifflin, it wbs decided to send the 
Tesacla up the Delaware to Burlington, New Jersey. The attempt was made 
on the night of November 19, and thirteen galleys and tnelve armed bunts 
■ucceeded in getting pa«t the batteries at tbe city. The following night, one 
sloop, some ammumUon-crait, and others with cannon, made their way up. 
Ten other vesseli, unable to eecspe, wore set on flr« at OIoacMter Point, and 
abandoned. 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 22. 

At Whitcmarsh: Orderly Book, — "The Commander-in- 
Chief offers a reward of ten dollars to any person, who shall 
by nine o'clock on Monday morning produce the best sub- 
stitute for shoes, made of raw hides." 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 23. 

At Wbitemarsh: "I am sorry to inform Congress, that 
the enemy are now in possession of all the water defences 
[on the Delaware]. . . . The garrison [of Fort Mercer, at 
Bed Bank] was obliged to evacuate it on the night of the 
20th instant, on the approach of Lord Cornwallis, who had 
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crossed the river from Cheater with a detachment, Buppoaed 
to be about two thousand men, and formed a junction with 
the troops lately arrived from New York, and those that 
had been landed before at Billingsport." — Washingtm to the 
PresUieat of Confess. 

The lou of ForU Mifflin and Mercer ended the defence of the Delaware. 
The obetructioiu in UiB river were removed, and the enemjr bad full pou«»- 
fion of Philadelphia. 

MONDAY, HOVEMBKR24. 

At Whiteniarsh : A council of war held to consider the 
expediency of an attack on the enemy's lines at Philadelphia, 

The Council adjourned without coming to a demsion, and the CommoDder- 
in-Chief, despatching a special messenger to General Greene, then at Mount 
Holly, New Jersey, required of the other officers their written opinions. On 
comparing them, eleven were found sgainit making the attack, and four 
only, Stirling, Wayne, Scott, and Woodford, in it* fiivor, 

TDESDAT, NOVEMBER 2S. 

At Whitemarah : " CoI° Meade delivered me Yours this 
Morning aa I was on my way to reconnoitre the Enemy's 
Lines from the West side of Schuylkill. I had a full view 
of their left and found their works much stronger than I 
had reason to expect from the Accounts I had received." — 
Washington to General Greene, 

"Our Commander-in-chief wishing ardently la gratify the public expecta- 
tion by making an attack upon the enemy — yet preferring at the tame time 
a lou of popularity to engaging in an enterprise which he could not justify 
to his own conscience and the more respectable part of his constituents, went 
yesterday [November 2S] to view the works. A clear sunshine favoured 
our Dbeervatiuns; we saw redoubts of a very respectable profit, faced with 
plank, formidably fraised, and the intervals between them clnsed with an 
abattis unusually strong. General du Portail declared that in such works 
with five thousand men he would bid defiance to any force that should be 
brought against him." — John Laurent to Hmry Laurens, November 26. 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 80. 

At Whitemarah : A council of war held to consider a 
proper place for winter-quarters. No decision being arrived 
at by the board, Washington finally determiued to establiah 
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a fortified encampment at Vallej Forge, on the west side 
of the Schuylkill River, 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 2. 

At Whitemarah : " General Howe has withdrawn himself 
close within hia linea, which extend from the Upper Ferry 
upon the Schuylkill [Callowhill Street] to Kensington upon 
the Delaware ; they conaiat of a chain of strong redoubta 
connected by abatis. We have reconnoitred them well, but 
find it impossible to attack them while defended by a force 
fiilly equal to our own in Continental troops." — V 
to General Gates. 



WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 10. 

At 'WTiitcmarnh : " In the course of last week, from a 
variety of intelligeuce, I had reason to expect that General 
Howe was preparing to give us a general action. Accord- 
ingly, on Thursday night [December 4] he moved from the 
city with all hia force, except a very inconsiderable part left 
in hia linea and redoubts, aud appeared the next morning 
on Chestnut Hill, in front of, and about three miles distant 
from, our right wing. As soon as their position waa dis- 
covered, the Pennsylvania militia were ordered from our 
right, to skirmish with their light advanced parties ; and I 
am sorry to mention, that Brigadier-General Irvine, who led 
them on, had the misfortune to be wounded and to be made 
prisoner. Nothing more occurred on that day. On Friday 
night ("December 5] the enemy changed their ground, and 
moved to our left, within a mile of our line, where they re- 
mained quiet and advantageously posted the whole of next 
day. On Sunday [December 7] they inclined still further 
to our left; and, from every appearance, there was reason 
to apprehend they were determined on an action." — Wash- 
ington to the President of (hn^ess. 

In the movemeat of Sunday, the Ttb, the enemy's advanced and flan king 
partiw were wanoljr attnolced by Oolouel Uorg«i and bii corpi, and alio bj 
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the Hujland militia under Oolonel Gist, but kbout lunset, oiler THrious 
marchet and countermarclie«, the; halted for the night. Howe waa afraid 
to Mflail WMhinglon, and on the ftfternooa of Monday, the Bth, ho changed 
front, and bj two or three routes marched hie arm; back to Philadelphia. 

THURSDAY, DECEMBER 11. 

Leaves "WTiitemarsh : "December 11th. — At four o'clock 
the Whole Army were Order'd to March to Sweeds Ford 
[Norristown], ou the River Schuylkill, about 9 miles N.W. 
of Chestnut Hill, and 6 from White Marsh our present En- 
campment. At sun an hoar high the whole were mov'd 
from the Linea and on their march with haggage. This 
Night encamped in a Semi Circle nigh tlie Ford." — Diary 
of Alhiijence Waldo, "HiBtorical Magazine," v. 129. 

"Dfeemher 12th.— A Bridge of Waggons niiide ncross Iho Suhuylltill last 
night consisting of S6 waggons, nith a bridge of Rails between each. Sun 
Set. — We are order'd to march over the River. The army were 'till 8uq 
Rise oroBsing the River — some at the Waggon Bridge, & tome at the Baft 
Rridga Wow. Cold & Uncomfortable." — Diary of AWigenet W(ddo. 

PBIDAY, DECEMBER 12. 

At Swede's Ford : Orderly Book. — " The Commander-in- 
Chief, with great pleasure, expresses his approbation of the 
behavior of the Pennsylvania Militia yesterday, under Gen- 
eral Potter, on the vigorous opposition they made to a body 
of the enemy on the other side of the SehuylJdlL" 

" Oo Thursday morning we marched from our old encampment, and in- 
tended to pass the Schuylkill at Madison's [Matson's] Ford, where a bridce 
had been laid acroia the river. When the first division and a part of the 
second bad passed, the; found a bud; of the enemy, consiBting from the 
beat accounts we have been able to obtAin, of four thousand men, under 
Lord Curnwallis, piMSOMiDg tbemEelvea of the heights on both aides of the 
road leading from the river and the deSle called the Gulf. This unexpected 
event obliged auch of our troops, aa had crossed, to repass, and prevented 
our getting over till the succeeding night . . They were met in their ad- 
vance by General Potter, with part of the Pennsylvania militia, who be- 
haved with bravery and gave them every possible opposition, till he was 
obliged to retreiit from their superior nunibera." — Waihington la the Preti- 
dent 0/ Congrtst, December 14. 

Id consequence of thia movament of the BriUah, who were on a foraging 
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eipeditioD, the tnmps were ordered to march to Swede's Ford, three milea 
higher up the river, where they croBsed on the night of the 12th. Lord 
Comwallis, having collected a good deal of foraga, returned to FhiUdelphiA 
on the night of the 11th. 

SATURDAY, DECEMBER 18. 

At the Gulf Mill : "December 13th.— The Army raarch'd 
three milea from the West aide of the River [Swedes Ford], 
and encamp'd near a place called the Qulph and not an im- 
proper name eitlier. For this Qulph eeema well adapted 
bj its situation to keep us from the pleasure & enjoyments 
of this world, or being conversant with any body in it." — 
Diary of Albigmee Waldo. 

The Oiilf Mill, & substantial stone building, erected in 1T47, and itill 
(tandiog, Li lituated at the inCereectioa of the Gulf mad with Oulf Creek, 
which empties into the Schuylkill at West Conshohocken, tha Uatson't 
Ford of the Bevolution. What is understood as the Gulf is where the creek 
paue* through the Oulf Hill, and to effect a passage ha« cleft it to the ba«e. 
The mill, n«ar which Washington had his head-quarters until December 
19,* is about a mile and a hnlf west of the river, and between six and seven 
miles from Valley Forge. 

The movemenu of the army after the battle of Germantown had been 
entirely In what was then Philadelphia County, now (since 1784) Mont- 
gomery County, Pennsylvania, the townships or districts mentioned in the 
" Itinerary" being the taste a« at present, althoDgh not »o clearly deSaed as 
to boundaries. 

MONDAT. DECEMBER 15. 

At the Gulf Mill : " The army cross'd the Schuylkill on 
the 13th and has remained encamped on the heights on this 
side. Our truly republican general has declared to his offi- 
cers that he will set the example of passing the winter in a 
hut himself. The precise position is not aa yet fixed upon, 

• Trndition points to a. house which stood about one mile north of the 
Gulf Hill, and half a mile east of the road, as hBvitig been Vr'aihington'i 
head-quarters. It was known as " Walnut Grove," the residence of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Isaac Hughes, Pennsylvania Militia, built prior to 1748 by 
his fkther, John Hughes, stamp officer. The house, which was a notabla 
building of the day, wiu taken down about twenty-flve yean ago.

WEDNESDAY, DEOEMBEB IT. 

At the Gulf Mill : Orderly Book. — " The Commander in 
Chief, with the highest satisfaction, expreBsea his thanks to 
the officers and soldiers for the fortitude and patience %vith 
which they have sustained the fatigue of the campaign. 
Although, in some instances [we] unfortunately, failed ; 
yet upon the whole Heaven hath smiled upon our a'rms and 
crowned them with signal success ; and we may upon the 
best grounds conclude, that, by a spirited continuance of 
the roeaaurea neceasary tor our defence, we shall finally 
obtain the end of our warfare. Independence, Liberty, and 
Peace." 

THURSDAY, DECEMBER 18. 

At the Gulf Mill : This day having been set apart by 
Congress for public thanlisgiving and prayer, the army re- 
rauned in its quarters, and the chaplains performed serried 
with their several corps and brigades. 

FRIDAY, DEOEMBEB 19. 

At Valley Forge : ^'■December 19th. — The camp moved to 
near the Valley Forge, where we immediately struck up 
temporary huts covered with leaves. In a few days we 
began the building of our log huts." — Diary of Joseph 
Qark, " Proceedings New Jersey Hist. Soc," vii. 103. 

In general ordon of December IS, Washington gave explicit directions 
for oonstructing the hata. He ordered the colonels or commanding officers 
of regimeata to cause their men to be divided into parties of tweWe, and 
Ma that each pirty hud its proportion of tools, and commence a hut for that 
number; and, as on encouragement to industry and art, the general prom- 




iied to rawkrd the p&rty in each regiment which Snished its hut in the 
quickect and most workmanlike mnnner, with a present of twelve dollars. 
He alio oflered a reward of one hundred doiUrs to the officer or eoldier who 
■hould iubatitiite ft covering foe the huts, cheaper and more quickly made 
than boards. The eisct dimonsioos and style of the huts were also care- 
fully set forth. 

SATnRDAT, DECEMBER 20. 

At Valley Forge : Orderly Book. — " The army being now 
come to a fixed station, the Brigadiers and officers com- 
manding brigades, are immediately to take effectual meas- 
ures to collect and bring to camp all the officers and Boldiers 
at present scattered about the country." 

Valley Forge ia situated in Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, on the 
west «ide of the Schuylkill River, about twenty-two miles northwest of 
Fhiledelphia. Upon the hills surrounding the valley, then partly in Phil- 
adelphia (now Montgomery) Coanty and partly in Che«ter County, Wash- 
ington established the winter-quarters of the army, occupying his marquee 
until the buU were completed. When the men were comfortably settled, 
the Co mmauder-in -Chief took up bis own quarters in the village, at the 
■mall two-story atone house of Isaac Potta, neat the mouth of Valley Creek. 
fnie house, which is still standing, was purchased in 1879, together with two 
and one-half acres of land, by an association entitled the " Centennial and 
Memorial Association of Valley Forge," organized and incorporated for 
the purpose of preserving it as Washington's head-quarters. Quite re- 
cently an additional acre and a half have been purchased, making altogether 
four acres of land iromedialely contiguous and pertaining to the Vallet 
FoROt HziD-qnABTaBB. 

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 21. 

At Valley Forge : Orderly Book. — " The General con- 
gratalates the army, on the arrival of a French Ship, at 
Portaraouth, with 48 brass cannon — 4 pounders, with car- 
riages complete — 19 nine Inch mortars — 2500 nine inch 
bomhe — 2000, four pound ball — entrenching tools — 410() 
etands of arms — a quantity of powder — and 61,051 lbs. of 
Bolphur." 

UONDAY, DSCBHBBR 22. 
At Valley Forge : " It is with infinite pain and concern, 
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that I transmit to Congress the enclosed copies of sundry 
letters respecting the state of the commiasary's department. 
Li these matters are not exaggerated." — Washitiglon to the 
President of Confess. 

The Iftlter 
UBed the followiag languRga; "Three dajs Buocesgively we have boen des- 
titute of brPBd. Two d»yi we have been entirely without meat The men 



TUESDAY, DECBMBEK23. 

At Valley Forge : " I ara now convinced beyond a doabt, 
that, unless some great and capital change suddenly takea 
place in that line [the commissary's department], this army 
must inevitably be reduced to one or other of these three 
things ; starve, dissolve, or disperse in order to obtain sub- 
sisteuce in the best manuer they can." — Washington to the 
President of Q)}igress. 

NotwithEt&nding this deplonble condition of the aimj, there were not 
wanting thote who complained of its inactivity, and insisted on a winter 
campaign. At this time, the whole number of men in camp was eleven 
thouund and ninety-eight, of whom two thousand eight bundrod and ninety- 
eight were unSt for duty, "because they were barefout and otherwise nahed." 
In making this stutament lo Congress, and alluding to a memorial, ot a re- 
tnonstrince, of the Auembly of Penniylvaoia agninet his going into winter- 
quarters, Washington said, " I can assure Iholo gentlemen, that it is a much 
easier and less distressing thing to draw remonstrances in a conifortabla 
Toom by a good fireside, than to occupy s cold, bleak hill, and sleep under 
frost and snow, without clothes or blankets. However, although they ioem 
to hare little feeling for the naked and distressed Boldiers, I feel superabun- 
dantly fur them, and, from my soul, I pity thuw misariea, which it ia neiUier 
in my power to relieve or prevent." 



TUESDAY, DECEMBER 80. 

At Valley Forge : " A considerable number of oar men 
are in warm, comfortable huts; but others have made little 

progress as yet, the march of several thousand of the enemy 
from Philadelphia to Derby (where they remained till the 
28th) having obliged a considerable body of our men to 
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leave their work to watch them. The work is alao retarded 
by the scarcity of tools. Ou Chriatmas day it snowed, and 
before tie next morning it was four inches deep. The 
weather has since been clear and cold." — G>lonel Pkkaing to 
Mrs. JPickering. 

WEDNESDAY, DE0BMBER81. 

At Valley Forge : " I sincerely feel for the unhappy con- 
dition of our poor fellows in the hospitals, and wish my 
power to relieve them were equal to my inclination. It is 
but too melancholy s truth, that our hospital stores are ex- 
ceedingly scanty and deficient in every instance, and I fear 
there is no prospect of their shortly being better. Our 
difficulties and distresses are certainly great, and such aa 
wound the feelings of humanity. Our sick naked, and well 
naked, our unfortunate men in captivity naked!" — Wash- 
ington to Governor Livingston,

THUB8DAT, JANUAKT 1. 

At Valley Forge : " The enemy returned into Philadel- 
phia ou Sunday laat, having made a considerable hay forage, 
which appeared to be their only intention. As they kept 
themselveB in close order, and in juet such a position that 
no attack could be made upon them to advantage, I could 
do no more than extend light parties along their front, and 
keep them from plundering the inhabitants and carrying 
off cattle and horses; which had the desired effect." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

SATURDAY, JANUABT 8. 

At Valley Forge : " Oar army are tenting themselves ; 
they are almost worn out with fatigue, and greatly distressed 
for want of clothing, particularly the article of shoes and 
stockings. The present mode of clothing the army will 
always leave us without a sufScient supply. The change in 
the Commissary department has been a very distressing 
circumstance ; the array has been fed from hand to mouth 
ever since Mr. Trumbull left it. Our operations have been 
greatly retarded from the situation of the Commissary de- 
partment. The Quartermaster-General's department also 
has been in a most wretched condition. General Mifflin, 
who ought to have been at the head of the business, baa 
never been with the army since it came into the State." 
General Greene to Jacob Greene. 



Although the necessities of the Krmy demanded h speedy change id the 
quarter mftater'i doparlment, it was not until the 2cl of March that General 
Greene was chosen to be the head of it. John Coi, a veil-known merchant 
of Philadelphia, and Oharlet Feltit, a lavyet of Hen Jeney, secretary to 
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Governor Iiivingitoa at the time, were appdnted auUtantl. The much- 
needed change in the eommisattrj department, however, did not take place 
until later. On the 9th of April CongreM elected Jeremiah Wadsworth, of 
ConDeclicut, commissary-general, and Bve daj'a later adopted a plaa for the 
management of the department, mure liberal than the original one, which 
had induced the first commissary-general, Colonel Joseph Trumhull, Co quit 
the department, and in its operation bad nearly destroyed the army. The 
good effect growing out of the appointment of General Greene and Colonel 
Wadsworlh is particularly mentioned by Washington tn a letter to the 
President of Congress, dated August 3, 1TT8. 

MONDAY, JANU4BY 5. 

At Valley Forge : " The letter you allude to, from the 
Committee of Congresa and Board of War, came to hand 
on Saturday morning ; but it does not mention the regula- 
tions adopted for removing the diffieulties and failures in 
the commissary line. I trust they will be vigorous, or the 
army cannot exist. It will never answer to procure supplies 
of clothing or provision by coercive measureB." — Washing- 
ton to the President of Congress. 

" Tbe army has made good progress in butting ; but the want of tools baa 
retarded the work. The huts are very worm and comfortable, being Tcry 
good log-bousea, pointed wilb clay, and Che roof made tigbt wilh tbe same. 
The weather is now very mild, which is exceedingly favorable to our hut- 
ting; but 'tis a melancholy consideration, that hundreds of our men are 
nnflt for duty, merely from the want of clothes and tboei." — Colonel PUk- 
tring to Mrs. PUkering, January 6. 

TUESDAY, JANUARY IB. 

At Valley Forge : " Military operations seem to be at an 
end for the winter. Sir William Howe is fixed in Philor 
delphia, and we have, by dint of labor and exposing the 
troops to the utmost severity of the season rather than give 
np the country to the ravages of the Enemy established a 
post at this place, where the men are scarcely now covered 
in log hilts, having hitherto lived in tents and such tempo- 
rary shelters as they could make up. The want of clothing, 
added to the rigor of the season, has occasioned them to 
fluSer such hardships as will not be credited bat by those 
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who have been epectatore." — Washington to General Robert 
Howe. 

THDHSDAr, JANUART 15. 

At Valley Forge : " About the 15th of Janaary, we had 
our huta nearly completed, and the men in comfortable 
quarters." — Diarj/ of Joseph Clark. 

T0BSDAT, JANUARY 20. 

At Valley Forge : " "We have taken a post on the west 
Bide of the Schuylkill, about twenty miles from the city 
[Philadelphia], and with much pains and industry have got 
the troops tolerably well covered in huts." — Washington to 
General Arnold. 

" January SO. — TbiB morning about daylight a partj of the eoemy came 
oat to our liaes and had a curmige with our guards. Major Durban naa 
wounded in the wrisl; but there wore two of tha enemy, light horaeman, 
killed and one more wounded.'' — Jourtudof Ebenaer WUd, "Proceedings 
Haaa. HI^L 8oc.," Second Series, vi. 106. 

SUNDAY. JANUARY 26. 

At Valley Forgo : " I begin to be very apprehensive that 
the seaBon will entirely pass away, before any thing matenal 
will be done for the defence of Hudson's River. You are 
well acquainted with the great necessity there is for having 
the works there finished, as soon as possible ; and I most 
earnestly desire, that the strictest attention may he paid to 
every matt«r, which may contribute to finishing and putting 
them in a respectable state before the spring." — Washii^lon 
to General Putnam. 

As the forti and other works in the Highlands were entirely demoliihed 
by the British in October, 1777, it becanie necessary to decide whether they 
should be restored, or new places selected for that purpose. About tbe be- 
giuninE of Jauaary the grounds ware eiamined by General Putnam, Gov- 
ernor Clinton, General Jamas 01inl«n, and Badidre the French engineer ; 
they all united, aicept Badidrc, ia the opinion that West Point 
IDOtt eligible place to be fortified. A commitl«a appointed by 
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and Assembly or New York, after three dain' reconnoitring, alio Cftme to 
the eacne cnactusioD. It whs accordingly decided on the 13th of January, 
that the fortifications should be erected at West Point 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 27. 

At Valley Forge : " I am much obliged by your polite 
request of my opinion and advice on the expedition to 
Canada and other occasions. In the present instance, as I 
neither know the extent of the objects in view, nor the 
means to be employed to effect them, it is not in my power 
to pass any judgment upon the subject, I can only sin- 
cerely wish, that success may attend it, both as it may ad- 
vance the public good, and on account of the personal 
honor of the Marquis de Lafayette, for whom I have a very 
particular esteem and regard." — Washington to Getteral 
Gates. 

On January 32 Congress adopted a resolution that "an imipUon be 
made into Canada, and that the Board of War be authorized to laka every 
neces^cy measure for the execution of the buaine«s, under sucli general oCB- 
cen as Congress shall appoint," The following da; the Marquis de La- 
fayette, Major-General Conway, and Brigadier-Qeneral Stark were elected 
to conduct the iTTvptUm. This proposition, which emanated from the Board 
of War, of which General Gates was president, was without the knowledge 
of the Commander-in-Chief, the appointment of Lafayette being made for 
the purpose of detaching him from Washington. In this, however, the 
conipiraton were disappointed, and, finding they could not use the marquis, 
the eipeditioQ was abandoned. 

WBDNESDAT, JANUARY 28. 

At Valley Forge : " The disagreeable picture, I have 
given jou, of the wants and sufferings of the army, and the 
djflcontents reigning among the officers, is a just represen- 
tation of evils equally melancholy and important; and un- 
less effectual remedies be applied without loss of time, the 
raost alarming and ruinous consequences are to be appre- 
hended." — Washington to a Committee of Congress. 

The obove Is the concluding paragraph of a lengthy paper (Qfly folio 
pages) drawn up by the Commander-in-Chief for the use of a committee of 
CoQgreu, then in camp for the purpose of consulting with him, in order to 
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malura k new tjstem of arrangemeDta for the idministnitiaD of tlie krmy. 
Commiltce: Fniiou D&na, Joseph Reed, Nathiuiiel Folsom, John Harvia, 
Charlea Curoll, and Oouvemeur MorrU. The pnper ur memoir, prepnred 
from iDforiiKiliaD communicaCod bj the general officers, exhibits in deluil 
the «iisting Btabi of tbe army, the defloienciee and diaordeis, with their 
causes, and suggests (ucb changes and JcaproTementi as were thought e«aeii' 
tial. Tbit furmed the basii of tbe plan adopted hy the committee, who, 
after remaining in camp nearly three months, returned lo Congroes. The 
report, contnlmng the result of their proceedings and tbe new Bcbeme of the 
army, wai approved. 

Tbe sessiona of the oommiltce were held at " Moore Hall," the seat of 
Wiiliam Moore, Esq. about two and a half miles north of the Valloj Forge 
heod-quartorB. The home, still standing, is the country -eeat of the Hon, 
Samuel W. Ponnypacker of Philadelphia. 
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SATURDAY FEBRUARY 7. 

At Volley Forga ; " The present situation of the army is 
the most melancholy that can be conceived. Our Bupplies 
of provisions of the fieah kind for some time past have been 
very deficient and irregular. A prospect now opens of 
absolute want, such as will make it impossible to keep the 
army much longer from dissolution, unless the most vigor- 
ous and eifeetual measures be pursued to prevent it, Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and Maryland are now intirely exhausted." 
— Waakinrfton to Peter Colt, Purchasing Commissary in Cbn- 
necUcut. 



SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 15, 

At Valley Forge : " Lord Comwallis has certainly em- 
barked for England, but with what view is not ao easy to 
determine. He was eyewitness a few days before his de- 
parture to a scene, not a little disgraceful to tbe pride of 
British valor, in their manoeuvre to Chestnut Hill, and pre- 
cipitate return, after boasting their intentions of driving 
us beyond the mountains." — Washington to Richard Henry 
Lee. 

Lord Comwallis tailed from Philadelphia for England, December 19, oa 
private business, but returned June 6, and took part in the battle of Hon* 
mouth Couxt-HouM, June 2S. 
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MONDAY, PEBBUART 18. 

At Valley Forge : " For some days past, there has been 
little less than a famine in the camp. A part of the army 
has been a week without any kind of flesh, and the rest 
three or four days. Naked and starving aa they are, we 
cannot enough admire the incomparable patience and 
fidelity of the soldiery, that they have not been ere tliia 
excited by their suffering to a general matiny and disper- 
sion." — Washington to Governor Clinton. 

" The Bitu&tioD of the camp ts such, that In all humsn probability the 
urmy miul aoon diuolTS. Hnny of the troop; are deititute of meat, and 
are uverai daji in arrear. The bone* are dying fur want of forage. The 
country in the vicinity of the camp is exhausted. There cannot bo a moral 
certainty of bettering our circumitances, while we continue here." — (?«n- 
eral Vamam to Omieral Qnenc, February 12. 

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY IT. 

At Valley Forge : " We have lately been in a most alarm- 
ing situation for want of provisions. The soldiers were 
scarcely restrained from mutiny by the eloquence and man- 
agement of our officers. Those who are employed to feed 
us, either for want of knowledge or for want of activity or 
both, never furnish supplies adequate to our wants." — John 
Laurens to Henry Laurens. 

" The unfortunate soldien were in want of everything ; they had neither 
coats, hats, ahirta, nor ahoe« ; their feet and logs froKO till they became blaek, 
and it was often neceisary to amputate them. From want of money, they 
could neither obtain provisiona nor any cieani of transport \ the coloneli 
were often reduced to two rations, and sometlmet even to one. The army 
frequently remained whole days without provisions, and the patient endur- 
ance of both soldiers and officers wai a tninicle which each moment served to 
renew. But the sight of their misery prevented new engagements : it wai 
almost impossible to levy recruits ; it was easy Ui desert into the interior of 
the country." — Memoiri of LafaytUt. 

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 18. 

At Valley Forge : laauea an address to the inhabitants of 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maiyland, and Vir- 
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ginia, urging them to prepare cattle for the use of the army, 
during the months of May, June, and July. 

FRIDAY, FEBKUART 27. 

At Valley Forge : " Baron SteuLen has arrived [Febru- 
ary 23] at camp. He appears to be much of a gentleman, 
and afl far as I have had an opportunity of Judging, a man 
of military knowledge, and acquainted with the world." — 
Washington to the President of Congress. 

Peter S. Du Ponceau, who enme to America with Baroo Sleubeo, u hU 
lecratarf , and who accompaniBd him to Valley Forge, bu left u» the foUow- 
iDg Interesting recital of hia impressions upon first seeing the Commander- 
in-Cbief; " General Wtuhington received tbe Baron with great cordiality, 
and to me he shovred tnui^h condescending attention. I cannot describe tha 
inipreuifin thut tbe first sight of that great nan made upon me. I could 
not keep mj eyes from that imposing countenanco — grave, yet not BBTere ; 
alible, without familiarity. Its predominant expression was calm dignity, 
through which you cpuld trace the strong Teelings of the patriot, and di»- 
cem the father as well as the commander of his soldiers. I have never seen 
a picture that represents him to me as I saw him at Vnllev Forge, and dur- 
iag the campaigns in which I bad the honor to follow him. Perhaps that 
eipreaaion was beyond the skill of the painter; but while I lire it will re- 
main impressed an my memory. I had frequent opportunities of seeing him, 
as it was my duty to accompany the Baron when he dined with him, which 
was sometimes twice or thrice in the same week. We visited him also in 
the evening, when Mrs. Washington was at bead-qua rlen. We were la ft 
manner domesticated in tbe family." 
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SUNDAY, MARCH 1. 

At Valley Forge : Orderly Book. — " The Commander in 
Chief again takes occasion to return hi8 warmest thanks to 
the virtuous officers and soldiery of this army, for that per- 
severing fidelity and zeal which they have uniformly mani- 
fested in all their conduct. Their fortitude, not only tiuder 
the common hardships incident to a military life, but also 
under the additional sufferings to which the peculiar situa- 
tion of these States had exposed them, clearly proves them 
worthy of the enviable privilege of contending for the rights 
of human nature, the freedom and independence of tjieir 
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country. The recent mstance of uncomplaining patience 
during the scarcity of pronaioos in Camp, is a freeh proof 
that they possess in an eminent degree the spirit of eoldiera 
and the magnanimity of patriots." 

THURSDAY. MARCH 5. 

At VaUey Forge : " I learn from undoubted authority, 
that General Clinton quarters in Captain Kennedy's house 
in the city of New York [No. 1 Broadway], which you 
know is near Fort George, and, by reason of the late fire, 
stands in a manner alone. What guards may be at or near 
his quarters, I cannot with precision say; and therefore 
shall not add anytliing on this score, lest it should prove a 
misinformation. But I think it one of the most practicable 
(and surely it will be among the most desirable and honor- 
able), things imaginable to take him prisoner." — Waskivgtcm 
to Geiural Parsons at West Point. 

In a lecond letter on the subject (March 8), enclosing a copy of that of 
tha 6th, Wuahington euggeated that the " officers and soldiers employed in 
the enterprise be dressed in red, and much in the tasle of the British soldiery." 
Qenentl Parions in reply, under date of March 16, wrota ; " The Contents 
uf your Excellency's Letter of ye 8lh Sh&ll be particularly attended to if no 
other Diffioulties appear than at present offer themselves to view, perhaps an 
Attempt may be made wilbin Bight Days, much sooner it cannot be for 
Reasons I will hereafter give, the Letter of the 5th refer'd to in that of the 
6" not having come to hand gives me some concern, as that Falling into the 
Enemy's Hands may Wholly defeat Us; I shiLll be unwilling to make the 
Attempt unless it should arrive safe." 

The letter of the Gib was afterwards received (March 18), but no attempt 
■eemi to have been made to carry out the dasign. 

SATURDAY, MARCH 7. 

At Valley Forge : " I came to this place, some time about 
the first of February [the 10th], where I found the General 
very well. I left my children at our house. . . The General 
IB in camp in what is called the great valley on the Banks 
of the Schuylkill. Officers and men are chiefly in Hutta, 
wluch they Bay ia tolerably comfortable; the army are as 
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healthy as can well be expected in general. The Geoeral's 
apartment la very email ; he ha« had a log cabin built to 
dine in, which has made our quarter much more tolerable 
than they were at first." — Mrs. Washington to Mrs. Mercy 
WaTTen. 



FBIDAY, HAROH 20. 

^ At Valley Forge : " By death and desertion we have loet 
a good many men since we came to this ground, and have 
encountered every apeeiefl of hardship, that cold, wet, and 
hunger, and want of clothes, were capable of producing ; 
notwithstanding, and contrary to my expectations, we have 
been able to keep the soldiers from mutiny or dispersion ; 
although, in the single article of provisions, they have en- 
countered enough to have occasioned one or other of these 
in most other armies. They have been (two or three times) 
days together without provisions ; and once, six days without 
any of the meat kind." — Washington to General John Cad- 
walader. 

"Sundftynext being the time on which the Qualcen hold one or thdr 
^nenl meetioga, * number of that society will probsbl; be attempting to 
go into Philadelphia. This is an inlercourae that we thould by all meam 
endeavor to interrupt, as the plant sellted at these meeting) are of the mo«t 
pernicious tendency.

TUESDAY, MARCH M. 

At Valley Forge :" As it is not improper for Congress to 
have some idea of the present temper of the array, it may 
not be amiss to remark in tliis place, that, since the month 
of August last, between two and three hundred officers have 
resigned their commissions, and many others were with 
difficulty dissuaded from it. In the \irginia line only, not 
less than six colonels, as good as any in the service, have 
left, it lately ; and more, I am told, are in the humor to do 
80." — Washington to the President of Congress. 
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BATURDAY, MARCH 28. 

At Valley Forge : Orderly Book. — " The Baron Steuben, 
B Lieutenant General in foreign service and a gentleman of 
great military experience, having obligingly undertaken to 
exercise the office of Inspector General in the Army, the 
Commander-in-Chief, till the pleasure of Congress be kno^vn, 
desires be may be respected and obeyed as such, and hopes 
and expects that all officers, of whatsoever rank, nill aflbrd 
him every aid in their power In the execution of his office." 

Frederick WilliBm AuguBtus, Baron -vow SlBuhcn, a Pmaaian by birth, 
iucce«di^d General Connay in the nfflca of inspector-general of the Auier- 
icBD army, his real appointment dating MuT 5, Ave weeks later than the 
•boTB-quoted order. His valuable eerviees in improving the discipline ot 
the army are too well known to need any comment. The fallowing de- 
(crlptioD of the condition of the nrmy at Valley Foige, written by Steuben, 
ihortlj after his arrival in camp, ia taken from Kapp's Lift of Steuben : 
"The arnu at Valley Forge were in a horrible condition, covered with ruBtp 
hklf of them without bnyoneta, many from which a single shot could not be 
fired. The pouches were quite as bad as the arms. A groat many of the 
HMD bad tin boxei instead of pouches, others had cow-horns ; and muskets, 
oubinM, fowling-pieces, and riSea were to be seen in the same company. 
The description of the dreas is roost easily given. The men wore literally 
naked, lome of them in the ftilleat extent of the word. The offit-ers who 
had coati, had them of every color and make. I eaw officers, at a grand 
parade at Valley Forge, mounting guard in a sort uf dressing-gown, made 
of an old blanket or woollen bod-cover. With regard to their military di«- 
dpUne, I may safely lay no such thing existed." 

"WEDNESDAY, APRIL 1. 

At Valley Forge : " I must not omit to inform you that 
Baron Steuben is making a sensible progress with our 
soldiers. The officers seem to have a high opinion of him, 
•nd discover a docility from which we may augur the most 
happy effects. It would enchant you to see the eniiveued 
scene of our Campus Miirtius. If Mr. Howe opens the 
campaign with his usual deliberation, and our recruits or 
draughts come in tolerably well, we shall be infinitely better 
prepared to meet him, than ever we have been." — John 
Laurens to Henry Laurens, 
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SATURDAY, APRIL 4. 

At Valley Forge ; " I am happy to infonn Congress, that 
General Lee will be out on parole to-morrow in place of 
General Prescott; and I have every reason to expect, if the 
negotiation can be continued upon admissable terms, that 
hia exchange will immediately follow the releasement of 
Colonel Campbell and the Hessian field-officers." — Washing- 
ton to the President of Congress. 

General hee wm oxchnngcd, April 21, for Major-QBneral Blchtrd PtmcoU 
of tbe Brltiab &nnj, who had been made prisoner on tbe night of July 10, 
1TT7, iX hU quarters near Newport, R.I., by William Barton, lieutenant- 
colonel Bhode Island militiSi. At the time of bia exchange {which waa 
flnallj arranged at Gennantown), Lee was at Yorktown on parole, and on 
the day Bxed for hia reporting to head-quarters, the greatest preparations 
wera made for hii reception : " All tbe principal Officers of tbe Army were 
drawn up in two lines, advanced of the Camp about 2 mites towards the 
Enemy. Then the Troops with the inferior officers formed a line quite to 
head Quarters — all the Musio of the Armir attended. The Oeneml with a 
great number of principal Officers and their Suites, rode about four miles on 
the road towards Philadelphia, and waited till Gen' Lee appeared. General 
"Washington dismounled&ref* Gen' Lee ai" if he had been his Brother. He 
passed thro the Lines of Officers A the Army, who all paid him the highest 
military Honors to Head Quarters, where M" 'Washington wof, and here he 
was entertained with an elegant Dinner, and tbe music plnying tbe whole 
Time. A Room was HSfigned him back of M" Washjngtons sitting-room, 
and all his baggage was stowed in it. . . Qen' Washington gave him tho 
Command of tbe right wing of the Army, but before he took Chaise of It, 
be requested leave to go to Congress Ht York Town, which was readily 
granted."*— AfS. of Eliat Boudinot 

MONDAY, APRIL B. 

At Valley Forge : " Mrs. Jones Mrs. Pleaaanta and two 
other Ladies connected with the Quaker's confined at "Win- 
chester in Virginia waited upon me this day for permission 
to pass to York Town [Pennsylvania] to endeavour to ob- 
tain the relcaae of their Friends." — Washington to Thomas 
Wharton, President of Pennsylvania. 

* General Leo rejoined the army at Valley Forge, May 20. His oftth 
of allegiance to the United Stales, preserved in the Department of State, 
Washington, D.C., is dated June 9. 
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One of tbese ladies, Hn. Heniy Drinker, hai left ua, in her journal, a 
record of this visit to Valley Forge ; " April 6, 1778. — Arrived at H* Quartcri, 
at about i past one. "We requested an audience with tbe General, and sat 
with hJB wife, (u sociable, pretij kind of woman), until he came in. A 
number of officers wer« there who were verf complaigant. Tench Tilghman 
among ye rest. It wu not long before G. Waabingtan came, and dlEoouried 
with u9 freely, but not bo long as we could have wished, ■> dinner was served, 
to which he invited ua. There were 15 Offlceri, beaidea yo G' and his wife, 
Qen. Greene, and Oen. Lee. Wo bad on elegant dinner, which was sood 
over, when we went out with ye Geni* wife, up to her Chamber — and law 
no more of him. He told ua, bo could do nothing in our business ftirther 
than granting us a Pass to Lancaster, which he did, and gave a letter to I* 
Morris fur T. Wharton."— Joumoi of Elitabtth Drinker, p. S3. 

THUESDAY, APBILIS. 

At Valley Forge : " On the morning of the 16th [of 
April], we reached "Washington's camp at Valley Forge, 
situated on the heights of the Schuylkill. Here X met 
friends and relatives from New-England, The army con- 
tinues yet in winter-quarters, the fourth campaign being 
at hand. God grant that it may he as fortunate as the lost! 
I spent a day in the camp, attending the reviews and ex- 
amining the condition and situation of the army. My heart 
bled at the recital of their sufferings and privations the past 
winter. Exalted virtue and patriotism, and the strong at- 
tachment of the officers to General "Washington, only held 
the array together. The poor soldiers were half naked, and 
had been half starved, having been compelled, for weeks, 
to subsist on simple flour alone, and this too in a land 
almost literally flowing with milk and honey. Oh, these 
destestable tones! I saw Washington on horseback at- 
tended by his aids, passing through the camp." — Memoirs 
of Elkanah Watson, p. 62. 

MONDAY, APRIL 20. 

At Valley Forge : " There seem to be but three general 
plans of operation, which may be premeditated for the next 
campaign ; one, the attempting to recover Philadelphia and 
destroy the enemy's army there ; another, the eudeavoriDg 
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to transfer the war to the northward by an enterprbe 
against New York ; and a third, the remaining quiet in a 
eecure, fortified camp, disciplining and arranging the army 
till the enemy bc^n thar operations, and then to govern 
onraelves accordingly — ^which of these three plans shall we 
adopt?" — Washington to Genial Cfreaie, 

The letter fVom which the above U an extract -wu aent as b drcalar to all 
thft general officers In cunip, each of whom returned a written reply. They 
differed widely in opinion. Wayne, P&leraon, and Haiwell recommended 
an attack on FhiiiidelphiB. Enoi, Poor, Vamum, and Muhlenbei^ were in 
favor of an attack on New York. Greene thought It beat for the main body 
of the army to remain M Talley Forge, but Ihut an attack should be made 
on New York by a deluchment of four iJioueand regulars, Joined to the 
eaitem militia ; that Oeneral Wasbiugtoa thould command thti expedition 
in penon, and leave OeneraJ Lee to command in Pennsylvania. Lord 
Stirling wu for operating against both New York and Phi lade! pbia.

&yette, Steuben, nnd Duportail bad doubla ai to the expediency of any 
attack upon the enemy, till the army should ba strengthened and put in a 
belter eoadition ; and they were inclined to adopt the third plan lugge)t«d 
by the Commander-in-Chief. 

TUESDAY, APRIL 21. 

At Valley Forge : " The enemy are beginning to play a 
game more dangerous, than their efforts by arms {though 
tlkese will not be remitted in the smaltest degree), which 
direateua a fatal blow to the independence of America, and 
of course to her liberties. They are endeavoring to ensnare 
the people by specious allurements of peace. . . . Nothing 
ehort of independence, it appears to me, can possibly do. 
A peace on other terms would, if I may be allowed the ex- 
pression, be a peace of war. The injuries we have received 
from the British were so unprovoked, and have been so 
great and bo many, that they can never be forgotten." — 
Washington to John BanUter. 

The above remarlu were induced by the penual of Iiord North's Omdli' 
atoty BitU, as tbey were called, copies of which had reached head-quarlers 
on April 17. The Earl of Carlisle, George Johnstone, formerly governor 
of West Florida, and William Eden, the three commissioners appointed 
under tbeir provisions, accompauied by Adam Ferguson, Professor of Uoral 
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Fhilosopby in the Univerait; of Edinburgh, w KcretAi?, urivod in the 
Delaware Rirer on the 4th of Juno. Ailor tha commissioners reschud 
FtiiladelpbiB, Sir Eenrjr Clinton vrote to Washington, requeeting u paai* 
port for Dr. Forguaon to proceed to Congre« vA York, Ponnsylvanitt, with 
deapatches. Tha request was declined {Sport*, ». 897), and the letter con- 
taining it wu forwardod to Congress. Not waiting for the result, the com- 
mUsionen forwarded their papers to Congress, which were received on the 
IStli of June. Congress ordered a reply to lie rsLumed to the commissioner!, 
In which, after expressing a readiness to make peace whenever the King of 
Great Britain should manifest a sincere disposition for that purpose, the 
President, Henry Laurens, added, "The only solid proof of this disposition 
will be, an explicit aclcnowledgnient of the independence of these Stutes, or 
the withdrawing of his fleets snd ujinies." The commissioners remained in 
the country until October, and made various attempts, by art and by official 
intercourse, to gain their object. The reply of Joseph Keed to on offer of 
money and position, to induce him to exert his influence in behalf of tha 
commissioners, is well known : " I am not worth purchasing, but, such as I 
am, the King of Great Britain is not rich enough to do it."

At Valley Forge : " With inBoite pleasare I beg leave to 
congratulate Congreea on the very important and interesting 
advices brought by the frigate Sensible. General McDougall 
and Mr. Deane were so obliging as to transmit me the out- 
lines of the good tidings."

Simeon Deane, brother to Silas Deane, oq« of the American Commlulon- 

en in Paris, was the bearer of the despatches containing the treaties between 
France and the United Slates. He oame over in the French frigate StniU 
bit, of thirty-six guns, which was sent by the Sing for the express purpose, 
and arrived at Falmouth (now Portland) in Cosco Bay, on the 18lh of April, 
after a passage of thirty-flve days. He reached Torklown on Saturdny, the 
2d of May. Congress bad adjourned till Uonday, but the members were 
Immediately lummooed to assemble by the president, and the despatches 
were read.

unlimited, of the United States, u well in matten of government u com-

At Valley Forge : In pursuance of the order of the 6tb, ft 

day of general rejoicing in the army. 

At nine o'clock in the morning, Washington, I>ord Stirling, GtMne, 
and other general officers, with their ladies dud suites, attended the relig- 
ious services of the Jersey brigade. At balf-pBst eleven the Oummander-in- 
Cbief, accompanied by the general officers, reviewed the whole army at their 
respective posts, after which be dined in public with all the officers of hia 
army, attended by a band of music, ■< The entertainment was concluded 
with t. number of patriotic tun-sts, attended with huzzas. When the Oeneral 
took his leave, there was a univenal clap, with laud huitas, which continued 
till he had proceeded a quarter of a mile, during which time there n 
thousand hats tossed in the air. Hia Excellency turned round with his reti- 
nue, and huzzued several times." 

FRIDAY, MAY 8. 

At Valley Forge ; A council of war, in which it was 
determined " that the line of conduct most consistent with 
sound policy, and best suited to promote the interests and 
safety of the United States, was to remain on the defensive

At this council, wbich was convened b; order of OongresB,Uie Oomnunder- 
in-Chiaf elated tbal the Continental force amounted to Bfteea thomand, boeidea 
hone and artillerj. ur Iheee eleven tbousnnd eight hundred were at Tallej 
Forge, fourteen hundred at 'WilmiogtoQ, and eighteen hundred on tha Norlh 
Biver. When all the reinforcemenU were brought in that it wtu reaaonabla 
to anticipate, the whole t,tinj Bt for action could not ba axpected to amount 
to more than twenty thousand. 

MONDAY, MAT U. 

At Valley Forge : Orderly Book. — " The General offlcera 
are requested to meet at Head Quarters at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow, A.M. that they may take the oath appointed by

At Valley Forge : " On the night of the 19th the enemy 
moved out in force against the detachment under the Mar- 
quis de Lafayette, mentioned in my letter of the 18tb, which 
made a timely and handsome retreat in great order over the 
Schuylkill at Mataon'e Ford."

These letters 
are written with a great deal of art. The intermixture of 
so many family circumatances (which, by the by, want foun- 
dation in truth) gives an air of plausability, which renders 
the villainy greater ; as the whole is a contrivance to answer 
the most diabolical purposes. Who the author of them is, 
I know not." — Washington to Richard Henry Lee. 

In allusion to the " forged" letters, publlshid at London in June, ITTT, | 
under the title ''Letton from Ooneral Waahington, to Bevemlof his Friendi 
in the year 1778. In whioh are eel forth a fairer and fuller view of Ameri- 
can Politics, than ever yet transpired, or the Public could be made acquainted 
with through any other Channel," The letten, seven in number, ware 
reprinted at New York in 1778, and at FhiladGlphia in 1795, and again at 
New York, with other letters, in 1799, with the title " Epistles, domestic, 
confidential and official from General Washington." The appearance of 
Ibe latter publication called out a letter from Washington to Timothy Pick- 
ering (March 8, 1T9T), in which he declared them b 
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■aid tbal he h&d norer ncm or hoard of them until th«y appeared in print. 
An Interesting note oonceming these letters, and ascribing the authorihip 
to '' John Randolph the la*t royal attorney general of Virginia, and long 
the ablest lawyer in the colony, who went to England in 1775," will bfl 
foond in Ford's " Writings of George Washington," iv. 132. 

FRIDAY, MAT 29. 

At Valley Forge: "That the enemy mean to evacoatd 
Philadelphia is almost reduced to a certainty. It is as mnch 
BO, as an event can be, that is contingent. Their baggage 
and eforea are nearly if not all embarked ; and, from our 
intelligence, there is reason to conelude, that many days 
will not elapse before they abandon it." — Washmgt(m to Gov- 
ernor Clinton, 

FRIDAY, JUNE 5. 

At Valley Forge : " What the real deaigns of the enemy 
are, remains yet to be discovered. Appearances and a 
thousand circumstances induce a belief that they intend to 
pass through the Jerseys to New York." — Washington to 
General Dickinson. 

" Tbo enemy had rMolved to evacuate Philadelphia as early as the 23d of 
May, and perhaps before. On that day General Clinton [who look com- 
mand on the lllh of May] wrote to Lord George Qennain that ha had 
determined to leave Philadelphia and proceed to New York with the whole 
array, as soon as It could be done. Orders for evacuating Philadelphia had 
been sent by the ministry, dated March 21, Immediately after the French 
government bad publicly declared, that a treaty had been mode with the 
United Slates. Gordon asj-s (History, vol. iii. p. 130) that the order for 
evacuation was brought out hy the commissioners, and that it was a secret 
even to them. But the fact is, it was contained in the Instructions to Sir 
Henry Clinl'in, as the snccetsor of Sir William Howe, and whs received by 
him several days bufore the arrival of the commissioners." — Spnrks, v. 896. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNE 17. 

At Valley Forge : A council of war, in which among 
other questions proposed was, " If the enemy march through 
Jersey, will it be prudent to attack them on the way, or 
more eligible to proceed to the North River in the most 
direct and convenient manner, to secure the important com 
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munication between the Eastern and Southern States?" 
Nearly all the officers were opposed to an attack, on account 
of the inequality of force, but some thought it should de- 
pend on circumstances. Washington was desirous of attack- 
ing the enemy, in which he was supported by Greene, 
La&yette, Wayne, and Cadwalader. 

THURSDAY, JUNB 18. 

At Valley Forge : ^^HeadrQuarterSy Half after eleven A.M., 
18 June. I have the pleasure to inform Congress, that I 
was this minute advised by Mr. Roberts that the enemy 
evacuated the city early this morning. ... I have put siz 
brigades in motion ; and the rest of the army are preparing 
to follow with all possible despatch. We shall proceed 
towards Jersey, and govern ourselves according to circum- 
stances/' — Washington to the President of Congress. 

"June 18. — This day we learned the enemy had left Philadelphia. About 
12 o'clock Genl Poor's, Yarnons [Yamum's], A Huntington's Brigades 
[under General Lee] marched off. At three o'clk the 2d Pennsylvania Ss 
another Southern Brigade marched off; and we had orders with the rest 
of the whole army to march to-morrow morning at 6 o'clk.*' — Journal of 
Ebenezer Wild. 

FRIDAY, JUNE 19. 

Leaves Valley Forge : " The enemy evacuated Philadel- 
phia, on the 18th instant At ten [?] o'clock that day I got 
intelligence of it, and by two o'clock, or soon after, had six 
brigades on their march for the Jerseys, and followed with 
the whole army next morning/' — Washington to John Angus- 
tine Washington J July 4, 1778. 

"June 19. — At 6 o'clk the general was beat before the Brigade, & we 
struck our tents & loaded our baggage. Between 9 & 10 o'clk we marched off, 
and making several short stops on the road to rest ourselves ; we pitched our 
tents in a field. We had orders to cook all our provision, & be ready to 
march at 4 o'clk tomorrow morning. We have marched 9 miles this day. 
This place is called Norringtown." — Journal of Ebenezer Wild, 

SATURDAY, JUNE 20. 

At Boylestown, Pennsylvania: **I am now with the 
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main body of the army within ten miles of Coryell's Ferry. 
Geueral Lee is advanced with six brigades, and will cross 
[the Delaware] to-night or to-morrow morning. ... I 
shall enter the Jerseys to-morrow." — Washington to General 
Gaiea. 

Tbe DojleatowQ of 1778 vu a croM-roade hamlet, about ten milei from 
Coryell'i Ferrj on the Delaware (nuw New Hope), conaiating of a tavern , 
kept by William Doyle, and aeveral email bouses. Washington pitched his 
teat near the dwelling of Jonathan Fell, Iste John O. Mano'il farm-houte, 
Jutt east of the present borough. The Doylealown of 1892, the county-aeat 
□f Bucks County, PennaylTania, ii a town of three thouaond iuhabitanla. 

SUNDAY, JUNE 21. 

At Doylestown : " The whole army is advancing to the 
Deliiware, "We have been much impeded by rain. The 
troops with General Lee crossed the river last night." — 
Washingt<M to General Arnold. 

MONDAY, JUNE 22. 

At Coryell's Ferry (now Lambertville), New Jersey: "I 
have the honor to inform you that I am now in Jersey, and 
that the troops are passing the river at Coryell's, and are 
mostly over. . , . We have been a good deal impeded in 
our march by rainy weather. Aa soon as we have cleaned 
the arms, and can get matters in train, we propose moving 
towards Princeton." — Waskmglon to the President of Congress. 

"June 23d, the whole nrmy sncamped near the new meeting house; 
having got word that the ooemy were moving towarda Trenton, the army 
narabed next morning towards them, and encamped at Hopewell, tha 
enemy having altered their route towarda Monmouth." — Diary of Jo««ph 

Clark. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNB 24. 

At Hopewell, New Jersey: A council of war, after which, 
Washington decided to attack the enemy. 

"HopeaeU TbtmtMp, New Jersey, 4 o'clock a.m., 26th June, 1778.— The 
enemy are now at Allen Town, about ten milea ioutheaat of Princeton, and 
we ftre about b!z milei north [of] Princeton, lo that tbe two armies are now 
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about nineteen or twenty miles apart. We are now on the march towards 
them, and their movements this day will determine whether we shall oome 
in close contact with each other. We have now very numerous parties 
harassing and teasing them on all quarters." — Gtneral Knox to WiUieun 
Kho9, 

THURSDAY, JUNK 26. 

At Kingston, New Jersey: "You are immediately to 
proceed with the detachment commanded by General Poor, 
and form a junction as expeditiously as possible with that 
under the command of General Scott You are to use the 
most efiectual means for gaining the enemy's left flank and 
rear, and giving them every degree of annoyance. All 
Continental parties, that are already on the lines, will be 
under your command/' — Washington to the Marquis de La- 
fayeite. 

In the council of war held at Hopewell on the 24th, Gteneral Lee had 
been strongly opposed to attacking the enemy, and when this measure was 
decided upon, he gave up the command of the advanced divisions to 
Lafayette ; but he afterwards altered his mind, and requested to be restored 
to the command. 

The army left Kingston in the evening of the 25th and arrived at Cran- 
berry early the next morning. 

FRIDAY, JUNE 26. 

At Cranberry, New Jersey : " Tour uneasiness on ac- 
count of the command of yesterday's detachment fills me 
with concern, as it is not in my power fiilly to remove it 
without wounding the feelings of the Marquis de Lafay- 
ette. . . • The expedient I would propose, is, for you to 
march towards the Marquis vrith Scott's and Yamum's 
brigades. Give him notice, that you are advancing to sup- 
port him, and that you are to have the command of the 
whole advanced body." — Washington to Gtneral Lee, 

As Lee was the senior major-general, this gave him the command of the 
whole advance. Washington explained the matter in a letter of the same 
date to La&yette, who accordingly resigned the command to General Lee, 
when the latter J«Hned him on the 37th. 
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SATUEDAT, JUNE 27. 

Three miles west of EDglishtown, New Jersey : In camp 
with the maiQ body of the army. 

Abuul five o'clock in the maming of the 28th, Washington put the army 
in tnolioD, and nftet marching to wllbia three miles of Monmouth Court- 
House, met the whole advanced corps under the command of Oencral Lee 
retiring in the greal«et disorder, and the enemy pressing upon their rear. 
tJadflr the directions of the Commander-in-Chief, however, the troops were 
rallied and the enemy's advance cbeclced. 

SUNDAY, JUNE 28. 

At the battle of Monmouth Court-Houae : " Which from 
an Tin fortunate and bad bcgiauing, turned out a glorious 
and hapipy day." — Washington to John Augustine Washington, 
July 4, 1778. 

" During this affair, which ended so well, although begun so ill, Qcneral 
Washington appeared to arrest fortune b; one glance, and his presence of 
mind, valour, and decision of character, were never displayed to greater 
Advantage than at that moment. The general and he [Lafayette] passed 
Hia night lying on the same mantle, talking over the conduct of Lee, who 
wrote the next morning a very improper letter, and was placed under arrest. 
He was afterwards suspended by a council of war, quitted the service, and 
«u not regretted by the army." — MeoKir$ of Lajayettt. 



MONDAY, JUNE 20. 

At Monmouth Court-IIouae : " About seven o'clock yes- 
terday morning, both armies advanced on each other. 
About twelve, they met on the grounds near Monmouth 
Court-House, when an action commenced. We forced the 
enemy from the fiold, and encamped on the ground. They 
took a strong post in our front, secured on both flanks by 
morasaes and thick woods, where they remiuned till about 
twelve at night, and then retreated." — Washington to the 
President of Congress.

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happiest preaagea of what might hare bees expected hod iltej come to 
Mtion." — Orderly Booh, June 28. 

■ffSDNESDAY, JULY L 

At EDgliahtown : " Being fully convinced by the gentle> 
men of this country that the enemy cannot be hnrt or injured 
in their embarkation at Sandy Hook, the place to which 
they are going, and unwilling to get too far removed from 
the North River, I put the troops in motion early this morn- 
ing." — Washington to the PrcsidaU of Congress. 

Wuhington fell bnck from Monmouth Court-House, after the battle, to 
Ecgluhtown, about Syo miles to the westwanl. Ue lult Buglishtown od 
July 1, and reached New BruDBwick on tba following day, the army en- 
camping on both ildca of the Raritsn Biver. 

FRIDAY, JDLY 8. 

At New Brunswick, New Jersey : " The march from 
Engliflhtown was inconceivably diatreasiug to the troops and 
horses. The distance 13 about twenty milea through a deep 
sand without a drop of water, except at South River, which 
IB half way. . . . My present intention is to cross the North 
River at Eing's Ferry." — Washington to General Gates, 

" To-morrow [July 4th], the annivenary of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, will be ceiebreled by Bring thirteen piecee of caonnn and a feu de 
joie of the whole line. The army will be formed on the Bninsiriclc tide of 
the KariCan, at five o'clock in the afternoon, on the ground pointed out by 
the QuartenoMtar-Qeaeral." — Orderly Book, July 8. 

TUBSDAT, JULY 7. 

At New Brunswick : *' On Sunday morning, the left wing 
of the army moved towards the North River; the right 
followed yesterday ; and the second line, which forms the 
rear division, is also now in motion." — Washington to the 
President of <!}]ngress. 

"The army moved from Brunsvick by the following Stages: — 1st, to

At Paramua, New Jersey : " The left wing of the array 
is advanced four miles from this place, and uinetecQ miles 
from King's Ferry; the other two divisions are moving 
after it, with proper intervals. The enemy, since quitting 
the Jerseys, have encamped in three divisions on Btatea 
Island, New York Island and Long Island." — WasfUr^n to 
Gateral Arnold. 

The village of Paramu.'!, at which Washington made his head-quarten 
until July 15, i» in Bergen Uounty, New Jersey, near the New York line, 
and about forty miles northeast of New Brunswick. 

SUNDAY, JULY 12. 

At Paramua : " The vote of approbation and thaoks, 
which Congress have been pleased to honor me with, gives 
me the highest satisfaction, and at the same time demands 
a return of my sincerest acknowledgmente. . . The left 
wing of the army, which advanced yesterday four miles 
beyond this, moved this morning on the route towards 
King's Ferry. The right and second line, which make the 
last division, are now here, where they will halt for a day 
or two, or perhaps longer." — Waskiri^lon to the President of 
Congress, 

" JUiotiwi unanimously, That the thanks of Oongms be given to general 
WuhingtoQ for the activity with which be marched from the Camp at 
Valley Forge in pursuit of the enemy ; for his distinguished eiertions ia 
forming the line of battle; and for bis great good conduct in lending on the 
attack and gaining the important victory of Monmouth over the British 
grand army under the command of general sir H. Clinton, in their march 
from PhiUdelphia to New York."— Journal of Qmgreaa, July 7, 1TT8. 

TUESDAY, JULY U. 
At Faramaa : " I take the earliest opportuni^ to advise 
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you, that I have been iaformed of joiir arrival on this coast, 
with a fleet of Ships uuder your command, belonging to his 
Most Christian M^eety, our great ally. I congratulate you. 
Sir, most sincerely upon this event, and beg leave to aasure 
you of my warmest wishes for your Bucoesfl. The intelli- 
gence of your arrival was communicated to me last night 
by a Letter from the Honble. Mr, Laurens, President of the 
Cougresa." — Washiitglon to Count d'Ealaing. 

Thia floet, compoeed of twelve ahipa of the lioe and eiz frigates, vitb a 
land force of four tbousntid men. fitted out in nccordnnce wilh the apirit of 
tliB tre»ty of alliance with France {February 0, 1778), had sailed from 
Toulon on the 13tb of April, but did not reach the mouth of the Delaware 
till the 8tb of July. It bad on board H. GArsrd, tba French MinUter 
Plenipotentiary to tbe Dnited States, and Silas Deaue, one of the American 
commiuioners who had eU'ected the treaty of alliance. Count d'£staing, 
finding that the British bod evacuated Philadelphia, sent up the French 
miniiter and Ur. Deane to the city in a frigate, and proceeded with tbe fleet 
to Saudy Hook, where he arrived on tbe 11th of July. In Augiut, in co- 
operation with land forces under General Sullivan, be made a demonstration 
against Newport, R.I., which obliged the British to dostroy six of their 
1'rigalet and some smaller vessels lying there ; but tbe Beet was so shattered 
by a itorm a« to be obliged to reQt at Boston. In 177S he sailed k> the 
West Indies, and in October of that year, in co-operation with the Southern 
army, under General Lincoln, attempted to recover Savannah, which had 
lUlen into the hands of the British in December, 1778. The attempt wai 
uu9uuces«I\il, D'Estaing himself being wounded in the assault. The fleet 
reached France on ita return in December, 1779. 

WKDNBSDAY, JULY 15. 

Leaves Paramua : Washington moved the army on the 
15th to Haverstraw, New York, five miles below Stony 
Point (tliG western lauding of King's Ferry), and on the 
following day visited West Point, fiAeen miles up the river. 
On the 17th the troops began crossing the North River at 
King's Ferry, Waahington passing over with the last division 
at about twelve o'clock noon on Sunday the 19tli. 

" July 18— His Excellency the Commander in Chief visited West Point, 
to take a view of the works which are constructing there. His arrival wm 
announced by the discharge of thirteen cannon, the number of the Unilad 
SUtM."— rAaeA«r'« MUUaiy JoumtU. 
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FBIDAT, JULY 17. 

At Haverstraw, New York : " I had the honor of receiving 
the night of the 14th instant, your very obliging and inter- 
esting letter of the 13th dated oif Sandy Hook, with a 
duplicate of another, dated the 8th at Sea." — Washinijlon to 
Count d'EsUiing, 

In hi» lutter of the 8th, after announcing the arrival of the fleet, Count 
d'Ettaing added : " Tba talents and the great aclioiu of Oanecul Waihing- 
tun have secured to bim, in the ejea of all Europe, the truly sublime title of 
the libernior of America. Accept, Sir, the homage, whioh every man, and 
eapeciallj overj military man, owea you ; and he not dlnpleoeed that I lollcit, 
evea in the lirst instance of intercouise, with military and navul ftaokaeai, 
R friendship ao flattering as yours." 

WEDNESDAY, JULY 22. 

At White Plains, Kew York: "On Monday aiternoon 
[July 2(lth] I arrived at this place, in the neighborhood of 
which the right and left wing encamped that night, with 
the second line a few niilea in the rear." — Washington to ike 
PreaidaU of Congress. 

FRIDAY, JULY 24. 

At White Plaina : " It is neither the expense nor trouble 
of them [foreign officers] that I most dread. There is an 
evil more extensive in its nature, and fatal in its consequences, 
to be apprehended, and that is, the driving of all our own 
officers out of the service, and throwing not only our army, 
but oar military councils, entirely into the hands of foreign- 
ers." — WaaMngton to Gouvemeur Morris. 

Washington wa< eiceedingly embarrassad by the foreign offluera who wen 
admitted into the service by CongreM, and then turneil over to him la be 
provided with employment, thus deranging the •jslem of the army, mid 
interfering with native officers. 

MONDAY, AUGUST 8. 

At White Plains : " In justice to General Greene, I take 
occasion to observe, that the public is much indebted to him, 
for bia judicious management and active exertiooB, in his 
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present department [quartermaster-general]. When he 
entered upon it, he found it in a most conftised, distracted, 
and destitute state. This, by his conduct and industry, has 
undergone a very happy change, and such, as enabled us, 
with great facility, to make a sudden move, with the whole 
army & baggage from Valley forge, in pursuit of the Enemy, 
and to perform a march to this place. In a word, he has 
given the most general satisfaction and his affairs carry 
much the face of method and system. I also consider it as 
an act of justice to speak of the conduct of Colo. Wads- 
worth, Commissary General. He has been indeffttigable in 
his exertions to provide for the Army, and since his appoint- 
ment, our supplies of provisions have been good and ample.'* 

— Washington to the President of Congress. 

THURSDAY, AUGUST 20. 

At White Plains: "It is not a little pleasing, nor less 
wonderful to contemplate, that after two years' mancBuvring 
and undergoing the strangest vicissitudes, that perhaps ever 
attended any one contest since the creation, both armies are 
brought back to the very point they set out from, and that 
which was the offending party in the beginning is now re- 
duced to the use of the spade and pickt^e for defence."— 
Washington to General Nelson, 

SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 12. 

At White Plains : " I intend to place the whole [army] in 
such a position in a day or two, that they may either march 
to the Eastward, or be within supporting distance of the 
posts upon the North River, as appearances may require." 

— Washington to General SuMvaru 

Washington remained at White Plains until the 16th of September, when 
he moved the camp to Fredericksburgi then a precinct of Dutchess County, 
now a portion of Putnam County, New York. His head-quarters were at 
Patterson, a village almost due east from Newburgh, and near the Connecti- 
cut line. Washington was at West Point on the 19th of September, but 
whether the vbit was made before or after reaching Fredericksburg we can- 
not determine. 
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WBDNKSDAT, SEPTEMBER 28. 

At Fredericksburg : " The place I now date from is aboat 
thirty miles from the fort [Weat Point] on the North Eiver ; 
and I have some troopa nearer, and others farther off, but 
all on the road leading to Boston, if we should be dragged 
that way." — Washington to John Augustine Washington. 

In the eftme letter Wftshington wrote : " There are but two oupital objaeti, 
which the; [tbe enemj] can haTS in view, except the defeat and diapenion 
of this army ; and those are tbe poeaeaeion of the fortiftcationa in the Higb- 
landa, by which the com muni cation between the eastern and louthern State* 
would be cut off, and the destruction of the French fleet ex Boaton, ... I 
have, therefore, in order to do the beat that tbe nature of ihe caae will admit, 
strengthened the works, and reinforced the garrison in the Highlands, and 
thrown the army into auch positions, m to move eastward or we*tw»rd, a« 
circumstanceB may require." 

TBIDAY, SEPTEMBER 25. 

At Fredericksburg : " Immediately upon my removal from 
the White Plains to this ground, the enemy threw a body 
of troopa into the Jereeya ; but for what purpose, unless to 
make a grand forage, I have not been able yet to learn."— 
Washington to the Marquis de Lafayette. 

SATURDAY, OCTOBER 8. 

At Fiflhkill, New York: "The enemy in the Jerseys 
having received a reinforcement and made some forward 
movementa, I ordered Major-General Putnam across the 
river for the immediate security of West Point, and moved 
a diviriion of troops to this place, to be nearer that post I 
have since come here myself, and propose to remain till the 
\iew8 of the enemy on the Jerseys are decided," — WaaJiiw]- 
ton to the President of Congress. 

When at Fiabkill Tillage (flfloen mile* west of the FradoriEksburg hssd- 
quarters), Washington sometimee quartered at the house of Colonel John 
Brinckerhoff, The boiue, which was built in 1738, is still standing, and re- 
mains unaltered. It ia now in the posacsaion of Alfred White. Tbe house 
of Colonel Derrick Brinckerboff (a nephew of the former) was alao resorted 
to by Washington. This house still remains in the Brinckerhoff fanally. 
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SUNDAY, OCTOBER *. 

At Fishldll : " Can we cany on the wat much longer ? 
Certainly No, unless some measures can be devised & 
Bpecdily executed to restore the credit of our currency, re- 
atr^n extortion, & punish foreatallera. "Without these can 
be effected, what funds can stand the present expenses of 
the army? And what officer can hear the weight of prioea, 
that every necessary article is now got to ? A Kat in the 
shape of a horse, U not to be bought at this time for leaa 
than je200 ; A Saddle under Thirty or Forty ; — Boots twenty, 
— and shoes and other articles in the like proportion." — 
Wushiriffton to Gouvemeur Morris. 

THTJBBDAT, OCTOBER 8. 

Visits the Hospital at the " Robinson House" : " His Ex- 
cellency the Commander in Chief, made a visit to our hospi- 
tal ; his arrival waa scarcely announced, before he presented 
himself at our doors. Dr. Williaras and myself had the 
honor to wait on this great and truly good man, through the 
different wards, and to reply to his inquiries relative to the 
condition of our patients. He appeared to take a deep 
interest in the situation of the sick and wounded soldiers, 
and inquired particularly as to their treatment and comfort- 
able accommodations." — Thacher's MiUtary Journal, 

Dr. Thw?ber'g deacriptioQ of the p«nonal appearance of WashingtOD, at 
the lime of Ihis vUil to the " Robinson Houge" {a little Wow West Point, 
on thu opposite or eaat bank of the Hiidiion), is well worth tranicribing : 
"The perBonal appearance of our CommanJarin Chief, ia that of the perfect 
gentleman and accomplished warrior. He is remarkably tall, f^ll eii feet, 
erect and well proportioned. The itrength and proportion of his Joints and 
muscles, appear to be commensurate with the preeminent powers of hii 
mind. The seretlitj of his countenance, and majestic gracefulness of hii 
deportment, impart a strong impression of that dignity and grandeur, which 
are hli peculiar characteristic!, and no one can stand in his presence without 
feeling the a«^ndency of hii mind, and asaociatlng with his countenanco 
the idea, of wisdom, philanthropy, mngnunimit}', and patriotism. There is 
a fine symmetry in the features of his face indicative of ■ benign and digni- 
Bed spirit. Ui* DOie is strait, ftnd hie eyes inclined to blue. He wears hia 
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bsir in a becommg cue, and from hii forebead it 1b turned back and powdered 
in a maQoer which adds to the military air of his appearanca. He displays 
a native gravity, but devoid of all appearance of oitentalion. Hia uniform 
dress la ■ blue coat, with two brilliant epaulettea, buGTeotoied under clotbet, 
and a three cornered hat with a black cookade. He ii oonatantly equipped 
with an elegant amall sword, booU and spurs, in readinaw to mount hil 
noble charger." 

SATITRDAT, OCTOBER 10. 

At Fredericksburg: "I have just received intelligence, 
bearing Btrong marks of authenticity, that the enemy mean 
a total evacuation of New York. Various are the conjec- 
tures of their destination. I cannot think they mean to 
attempt any thing against Boston, considering the danger 
of taking a heavy fleet round Cape Cod at this advanced 
season," — Washington to General Heath. 

" The enemy in reality had no deiiignH against the French Beet nt Bolton, 
though it is probable they kept up an appparanoe of such a purpose by way 
of feint. 3ir Henry Clinton wrote to Lord George Germain nt this time, 
informing him that the convoy was ready, and Qve thousand troops would 
ahortly be despatched to the West Indies, and three thousand more U> 
Florida. ' With an army so much diminished at Sew York,' he added, 
■ nothing important can be done ; especially as it is also weakened by send- 
ing seven hundred men to Halifax, and three hundred In Bermuda.'" — 
SjHtrk*. vi. 88. 

Washington ratiimed to the Fredericksburg head-quarters about October 
9, and remained there, with the oxcoption ofa second trip to Fishkill (noted 
in his expend account), until the 2Sth of November, when he set out for 
MiddBebrook, New Jersey. 

FRIDAY, OCTOBER 18. 

At Fredericksburg: Orderly Book. — "To-Morrow being 
the glorioas anniversary of the surrender of Q-en' Borgoine 
and his Troops to the arms of America under the Command 
of Major Q-en' G:itea, it will be Commemorated by the firing 
of 13 Pieces of Gannon from the park of artlUory at 12 
o'clock." 

SATURDAY, N07BMBBR U. 
At Fredericksburg: "The question of the Canadian ex- 
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pedition, in the form in which it now stands, appears to me 
one of the moat interesting that has hitherto agitated our 
national deiiberations." — Washington to Ike Presidsnt of Oon- 
gresa. 

■' In the autumn of tbi« year [177S], while at PUhkill, Ur. Jay receiTed 
ft visit from Ocneral WashiDgton, whou head-quartera vece at the tiine in 
the adjoining county of Wealcheater [Dutchess ]. The object of the visit 
was a coaQdential convenation oa a plan then before Congreu, for the 
iavuion of CBDnda the ensuing campnign, b; the combined forces of the 
United Statea and of France. They both concurreJ in diispproviog of tha 
plan."— £(/■<! of Jvhn Jay, 1. 63. 

MONDAY, NOVEMBER IB. 

At Predericlraburg : " I have yours of the 13th, contain- 
ing the disagreeable account of the attack upon Colonel 
Alden's re^ment at Cherry Valley. ,. It is in the highest 
degree diatressiug to have our frontier so continually har- 
assed by this collection of banditti, under Brant and Butier." 
— Washington to General Hand. 

Colonel Ichabod Alden commanded a regiment of Continenlal troopa 
from Masaachu setts, etalioned at Cherry Valley, New Turk, a setllement 
near the head waten of the eastern branch of the Susquehannii. The attack 
on that place fNoveinber 10), and the muaaore of its inhabilanta by a party 
of Tories and Indians, commanded by Walter Butter and the noted Joseph 
Brant, constitute one of the most tragical events in the bistory of bordw 
warfare. Colonel Aldea wa« killed, and many of tbe inhabitanla, men, 
women, and children, were butchered in cold blood. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 27. 

At Fredericksburg : " I am upon the eve of my departure 

for winter-quarters. ... It is eleven o'clock at night, and 
I am to set out early in the morning." — Washiryton to Joseph 
Seed. 

The dispositioD of the army for winter-quarten wai as follows. Kin« 
brlgadea were stationed on the west side of the Hudson, one of which, tha 
North Carolina brigade, was near Smith's Clove ; another, the Jersey brigade, 
at Eliiabethtown ; and seven, consisting of the Virginia, Maryland, Dela- 
ware, and Pennsylvania troops, were at Hlddlebiook. One brigade wu at 
Weet Point in addition to the garrison, and Qve were on tbe east side of tho 
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river; two at FislikiU and the Continental Villnso, and three, cdmposed of 
the Now Hampshire and Connectiaut troops, and Hazen'a regiment, in the 
Ticinitj of Danbury. Tbe park of artillerj was at Pluckamiu, 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 1. 

At Elizabeth town, New Jersey : " In arranging the winter 
qaartera of the arnay. Gen, Washington made choice of 
Middlebrook, Somerset County, N. J., for his own head- 
quarters with seven brigades, detailing the Jersey Brigade 
to occupy Elizabeth Town, as the advanced post of the 
army. This brought him on the lat of December, to this 
town [Elizabeth town], where he remained iintil the morn- 
ing of the 5th. In honor of hia visit, a festive entertain- 
ment was given, on the fourth." — Hd/Jidd's History of Eliz- 
abeth, p. 471. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 7. 

At Paramus, Kew Jersey : " I returned to this place from 
Elizabethtown, upon hearing that the enemy had gone up 
the North River, in considerable force. Their ehipa pro- 
ceeded as far aa King's Ferry, but they yesterday fell down 
again. ... I shall set out to-morrow for Middlebrook." — 
Washington to Governor Livingston. 

SATURDAY, DECEMBER 12. 

At Middlebrook, New Jersey : " Sir Harry's late extra 
mancBuvro up the North River kept me upon the march 
and countermarch from the 5th till yesterday, when I ar- 
rived at these my quarters for the winter, and employed too 
much of my attention to investigate hia designs, to indulge 
in more agreeable amusements." — Waahington to Joseph 
Heed. 

Ths letter from W«»hlngton to Joseph Re«d, from which the above ex- 
Inct ii made, wai written to congratulate him on his election as Fraiident 
of the Supreme Bxecutive Council of Peansjlvauia. 

SUNDAY, DECEMBER 18. 

At Middlebrook : " I did not reach this place till late on 
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the 11th, since which I have been much employed in a1> 
tending to the diapositiona for hutting the army." — Wash- 
ington to the Preaidenl of Congress. 

Waahiiigton'f bead-qiiariers, u alated bj Andrew D. Mellick in hi« 
" SI0T7 of an Uld FHrm," were at the Wallaca houi«, about four miles weit 
of Middlebrook, on ground now in Somerville, the oounty-teat of Soroenet 
County, New Jersey ; the house w Btill Btunding. General Knoi bad bis 
quarters at Pluukamiti, six milei to the north of tbe Wall&re bouee, where 
his artillery brigade was comfortably hutted. The main boilj of the army 
was locuti.'d near to Hiddlebroolc, or Bound Bruoh ai it is more generally 
called. 

FRIDAY, DECBMBKB IB. 

At Middlebrook : " I beg you will accept my thanks for 
yoar obliging letter of the 30th nltimo, and the polite ex- 
preseiona of yonr friendship which accompany it. At the 
same time I am happy to congratulate you on your honor- 
able acquittal with the approbation of Congreea." — Wash- 
ington to General Schuyler. 

The rbarge t^ainst Oeneral Schuyler was negUet of dutif, in not being 
present at Ticnnderoga when it was evacuated by General St. Clair. Tha 
entire proceeding* of the northern campai8;n of 1TT7, while General Schuyler 
had the command, were invedigated by the cou rt-niartial at his request- 
He submitted in detail bis instraclions and order«, and was unanimously 
acquitted by tbe court " with the highest honor." This acquittal was caa- 
flrnn-d by Coogrvsa, December S. 

SUNDAY. DECEMBER 20. 

At Middlebrook : " The army is now a hutting, I believB 
we are the first army that ever bnilt themeelvea Winter- 
quarters at the close of a Campaign. The mode has an 
appearance of hardship and it is attended with many incon- 
veniences to the Officers, but the Soldiers are very comfort- 
able. "We can barrack the Troops in a short time, and 
with little expense. . , Ilia Excellency General Washington

t to-morrow." — General Greene to John Hancock, 
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MONDAY, DECEMBER 21. 

At Middlebrook : " Congress having been pleased to re- 
quire my attendance at Philadelphia for a few days the im- 
mediate command of the Troops at this place will devolve 
upon yoor Lordship." — Waskinglon to Lord Stirling. 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 22. 

At Philadelphia : " Last Tuesday [December 22] Gkobbb 
"Washington, esq., commander iu chief of the army of the 
United States arrived here [Philadelphia]. Too great for 
pomp, and aa if fond of the plain and respectable rank of a 
free and independent citizen, his excellency came in so lute 
in the day as to prevent the Philadelphia, troop of militia 
lighthorse, gentlemen, officers of the militia, and others of 
this city, from shewing those marks of unfeigned regard for 
this good and great man, which they fully intended, and 
especially of receiving him at his entrance into the State, 
and escorting him hither." — Pctins^lBania Soening Post, De- 
cember 28, 1778. 

THURSDAY, DECEMBER 2*. 

At Philadelphia : In attendance on Congress, and is in- 
formed, from the ehiiir, that Congress had directed his at- 
tendance " in order, among other things, to confer with him 
on the operations of the next campaign, and that a com- 
mittee will be appointed for that purpose." On the same 
day receives and answers an address from the Supreme 
Executive Council of Pennsylvania. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 28. 

At Philarlelpiiia : Present at the celebration of the festival 
of St. John the Evangelist by the "Most ancient and wor- 
shipful Society of Free and accepted Masons," being hon- 
ored with the chief place in the procession, supported on his 
right by the Grand Master, and on his left by the Deputy 
Grand Master. In the sermon preached in Christ Church, 
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on thifl occaflion, by the Rev, Brother William Smith, D.D., 
Washin^on waa alluded to aa the Cincinnatua of America. 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 29. 

At Philadelphia : " This will he accompanied by a letter 
from Congress, which will iuform you, that a certain expe- 
dition, after a full consideration of all circumstances, has 
been laid aside." — Washington to ihe Marquis de Lafayette. 

The " certftin oipedition" was the in'asion of Canada by the combined 
forces, DBval and military, of France and the United Statei, which had 
been advaiiMd and ttrongty advocated b; Lafayelte. The icbeme met the 
approbation of a large majoritj in Congress, but Washington opposed it, 
and the committee appointed on the 24lh to confer with him reported 
against it. The report was approved by Congress, and the President waa 
instructed to write to Lafayette, who was about returning to France on ft 
visit. The marquis sailed from Boston January H, 1779. The letlera, 
however, did not reach him before his departure, so that he vent to Franca 
without being informed of the decision of Congress. 

WEDHESDAY, DECEMBER 80. 

At Philadelphia ; " If I wae to be called upon to draw a 
picture of the timea and of Men, from what I have seen, 
and heard, and in part know, I should in one word aay that 
idleness, dissipation & extravagance seems to have laid fast 
hold of most of them. — That epeculation — peculation — and 
an insatiable thirst for riches seems to have got the better 
of every other consideration and almost of every order of 
Men. — That party disputes and personal quarrels are the 
great business of the day whilst the momentous concerns of 
an empire — a great and accumulated debt — mined finances 
— depreciated money — and want of credit (which in their 
consequences is the want of everything) are but secondary 
considerations and postponed from day to day — from weet 
to week as if our affairs wear the most promising aspect — 
aftfir drawing this picture, which from my Soul I believe to 
be a true one, I need not repeat to you that I am alarmed 
and wish to see my Countrymen roused." — Washington to 
Smjamin Harriscm.

At Philadelphia: "It is much to be regretted, that our 
prospect of any capital offensive operations ia so slender, 
that we seem in a manner to he driven to the necessity of 
adopting the plan to remain iutirely on the defensive ; ex- 
cept such lesser operations ag;aingt the Indians, aa are abeO' 
lutely necessary to divert their ravages from us, . . . The 
mtun Body of the army must take a position so as to be 
most easily subsisted, and at the same time best situated to 
restrain the Enemy from ravaging the Country.

At Philadelphia : Present at a banquet given hy Congress 
to the French minister, to celebrate the French alliance, at 
which thirteen toasts were drunk, accompanied by salutes 
of artillery.

At Philadelphia ; Informs the Supreme Executive Coun- 
cil of Pennsylvania, by letter, of hia willingness to sit to 
Charles Willson Peale for his portrait, to be placed in the 
Council Chamber, aa requested by them in a resolution of 
January 18.

should be glad to set out for the ciimp at Middlebrook on 
Monday next." — Washington Co the President of Congress.

— Yesterday I accom- 
panied Major Cavil to head quarters, and had the honor of 
being numbered among the guests at the table of hia Ex- 
cellency, with hia lady, two young ladies from Virginia, the 
gentlemen who compose his family, and several other officers. 
It is natural to view with keen attention the count«nance of 
an illustrious man, with a secret hope of discovering in his 
features aome peculiar traces of excellence, which distin- 
guishes him from and elevates him above his fellow mortals.

The Seat Arrived at Tj-bee Island, 
near Iho mouth of the Savannah lUver, on the 23d of December. Si* days 
■fterirardB the veesela and transports crossed the bar, and Che troops were 
landed at daybreak three mileg below the town. General Kobert Howe, 
with about tit hundred ContinenCals and u few hundred militia, opposed 
their advance, but was defeated, and Savannnh passed into the bands of the 
British. An attempt was made to recapture it, October B, 1778, by the com- 
bined French and American forcea under D'Estaing and Lincioln, which 
fiiiled, and the enemy retained poaaession until July 11, IT82, when it wai 
evacuated.

At Middlebrook : " It gives me very singular pleasure to

At the signal of thirteen 
cannon, the great and splendid cavalcade approached in 
martial pomp and style. A very heautiful troop of light 
horse, commanded by Major Lee, a Virginian, marched in 
front, then followed his Excellency the Commander in 
Chief and his aids de camp, next the foreign ministers and 
their retinae, and the general officers of our army and their 
aids, closed the procession. Haring arrived on the field of 
parade, the Commander in Chief, with the foreign min- 
iatera, and general officers, passed lu front of the line of the 
army, from right to left, in review, and received the mili- 
tary honors due to their rank; after which the gentlemen 
dismounted and retired to the stage, and took seats with 
Mrs. Washington, Mrs. Greene, Mrs. Knox, and a number 
of other ladies who had arrived in their carriages. The 
army then performed the field mancBuvres and evolutions, 
with firing of cannon and musketry." — Thacker's Military 
Journal. 

Thia review of tbe army was held in honor of M. Oirard, the French 
minitter, and Don Juan Miiraillea, a gentleman oF diatinction from Spain, 
«bo had nrrivod in camp the day previous, the arrival, aa I'ecorded by Dr> 
Thaober, bavini; been announced by thirteen gun*. M. Uirard viiited tha 
camp in order to consult with General Washington respecting the opera- 
tioni of Count D'Eataing'a Qeet. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 5. 

At Middlebrook ; " Enclosed I have the honor to trans- 
mit to your Excellency three New York papers. The last 
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coiitains extracte from Lord North's speech at opening the 
budget, which Beems to breathe a vigorous prosecution of 
the war. I httve thought appearances for some time past 
wore this complexion. The English papers have frequently 
announced considerable reinforcemente to the army in 
America, and have even specified the particular corps in- 
tended to be sent over. Nor can I see any enfficient reason 
to believe this will not be done." — Washington to the Presi- 
dent of Congress.

and inaensiljility to danger, are symptoms, in my eye, of a 
most alarming nature. If the enemy have it in their power 
to press us hard this campaign, I know not what may be 
the consequence.

General SutUtan collected troop* 
at Wyomini;, and marched (July 31) up the Susquehanna with about three 
thousand soldiers to Tioga Point, where be met Qcneral James Clinton, who 
had come from tbe Mohawk Valiey with about iiitcen hundred men to Join 
him. On the 29th of August tbey fell upon some Tories and Indiana at 
Chemung (now Elmint), and then pushed onward to the QenoKO River, 
when the work of destniction iM^n. On October 20, Washington wrote to 
the Marquis de LafnyettB, at Paris, " General Sullivan has cumpleated the 
entire destruction of the country of tbe Six Nations ; driven all tbe Inhabi- 
tanu, men, women, and children, out of it; and is at Enston on his return 
to join this army, with the Tnwps under bii command. He has performed 
this service without losing 40 men, either by tbe enemy or by sickness. 
While the Six Nations were under this rod of correction, the Mingo and 
Muncy tribos, living on the Aligany, French Creek, and other waters of tho 
Ohio above Fort Pitt, met with similar chastisemt. from Colo, Brodhead, 
who with 600 men advanced upon them at tho same Inslt., and laid waste

Tbe house occupied by Waahinglon as bead-quatten «u situated in what 
u now called Washiiigtdn'i Valley, about a mile to tbe north of Wei t Point. 
It WM designated in genvral orders ut " Hoore's House," and naa built prior 
(o 1749 by John Moore, a prominent merchant of New York, and grand- 
father of the celebrated Bishop of Virginia, Richard Channing Uoore. The 
bouse muit have been a lai^e and costly atmcture, being known in its day as 
" Moore's Folly," and is so marked on a plan of "Hudton't-Jliver tTom Nrwi- 
Tork to ^Wany," included in Blodgel'l " Prospective Plan of the Battle 
fought near Lake Qkorok on the 8* of September 1765," published at 
Boston in December of that year. The property, containing about eighteen 
bundled acres, which included West Point, was sold to the Uniti'd States, 
in IT90, by Stephen Moore, a aoa of John Moore.

The Chevalier de 1& LuEerne succeeded H. Gerard m minitter from 
Fritno« to Ibe United State*. He cune to America in the same Tsuel (" !■• 
Seniible") wttb John Adama, vrlieo the latter returned from his first miuioa 
to France, landing at Boslan, August 2, 1779. The visit to WMbingtOD at 
West Point was made in a private capacitv, wheu on bis way to Philadelphia 
lo exhibit hii credentials to CongreM. Ihiring the four ;eari in vrbicb he 
acted aa minlEtcr, H. de la Luserue " conducted himself with a prudenoe, 
wisdom, ajid concern fur their intereals, that gained him the esteem and 
affection of the Americans." M. Marbois, who accompanied hica as secre- 
tary of legation, remained in this country until 1785, and after the return 
of Luzerne acted as ehargi d'affaires. In 1808 be ws« appointed lo cede 
Louisiana to the United States for fifty million francs, but had the skill to 
obtain eighty millions, a piece of diplomacy for which be «u liberally r^ 
warded by Napoleon.

1 Informal negotiations. After many montha of fruiUesa labor, 
Hr. Jay, having been appointed a commissioner, proceeded to Paris (June, 
1T82), and, with Adams, Franklin, and Laurens, signed tbe preliminary 
articles of peace between the United States and Groat Bribiin, November 
30, 1782. 

THURSDAY, OCTOBER 21.

Sever&l marquees were torn aaunder 
end blown down over the offloen' heads in the night, and lome of the aot- 
dien were actually oovered while in tbeir tenle, and buried like sheep under 
tbe snow. . . . Tbe enow is now from four to six f^t deep, which to ob- 
atrucU the roadi a* to prevent our receiving » supply of proviaions. For 
the loat tea daya we have received but two pounds of meat a man, and we 
are frequently for six or eight dava entirely destitute of meat, and then aa 
long without bread. The consequence ia, the soidiora are so enfeebled from 
hunger and cotd, aa to be almost unable to perform their mllitatj duty, or 
labor in constructing their huts.'' — Thath^'a Military Journal.

On the morning of the 23d of August, the army broke camp at Tappan 
and moved ten milea lower down to 7Van«A, a ridge of land running north 
and south, about two mild back of the Paliaadea, Bergen Countj, New 
Jersey. 'Wagbington'a head-quarters were at the " Liberty Pole Tavern," 
which stood on ground now intereected by PaliBade Avenue, near the ceabtt 
of the present village of Englewood. On the 4tb of September, the army 
marched to SteenrapU, three miles northwest of Hackeneack, and went Into 
camp, remaining until the 20tb, when it returned to Tnppan. 

An interesting incident of this encampment is recorded bj Captain JoMph 
McOlellan in his diury, previously quoted fromr "Septemicr 19. — Thii 
afternoon each officer of the Light Infantry received an elegant small sword 
as a present from the Marquis De La Fayette.'

When the ftrmy went into camp at Stemrapie, on September 4, Waibing- 
ton mada hii head-quarten at the " Hopper Home," oa the road tn Horrb- 
tuvn, about two miles froat the New York line, and four miles south of the 
Bunapo Pub. It wu here that he received (September 6) the nova of the 
defleat of Oenerai Qalee at the diaastrgiis battle near Camdcu, South Caro- 
lina, on the 16th of August; and from hence he eet out on bis journey to 
Bartford, on Uooday, the leth of Sepii^mber, to moot Count do Rouhamlieau 
and Admiral de Ternaj, in conference.

Waihiaet'"* did not in reality eet out till Monday the ISth, having heea 
delayed one or two daja longer than he expected. On the 20th the army 
moTed back lo iU old quarters at Tappiin. 

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 18. 

Leaves Head-Quarters for Hartford : Crosses the Hudson 
at King's Ferry, where he is met by General Arnold, who 
accompanies him to Peekskill, where they pass the night. 
In the morning, "Washington resumed his journey, and 
Arnold returned to hia quarters at the " Robinson House." 

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 21. 

At Hartford, Connecticut : In conference with the Count 
de Rochamheau and Admiral de Ternay. 

"Upon thoir appaarsnco in Hartford [Washington and his luite], they 
weie received with impoaing ceremoniei. The Oovemor's Guard*, and > 
company of artillery, were on duly upon the oocasion. They saluted Wash- 
fngton, at he entered the town, with thirteen guns. Trumbull, and Colonel 
Jeremiah Wadiworth, and other dialinguithed pcnonagea of tlie State, met 
him as he advanced. Tbey gave bim a cordial welcome — and, through 
crowds that rent the air with cheers, and strained to catch a sight of the 
illustrious Co mmander-in .chief, the latter made his way, together with 
Knoi and La Fayette, to the residence of their mutual friend. Colonel 
Wadsworth— there upon the site where the Hietorical Society of Connecti' 
cut now lift* Its walls — and where, in a beautiful munslcm, still standing, 
though npon another spot, himself and hia principal offlcen were nobly 
entertained during their stay. The same ceremony was repeated soon after 
Wtwhington came upon the French commander and suite. They were for- 
mally received at the City Landing, after croaeiog the ferry — and marching 
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to tbe ue& in front of the Capitol, were there met hy General Wuhington 
aod hie miliuiy companions. . . . Tbe iotervicw between the coinmsader*

At Hartford : " Thursday night, the Conference was con- 
claded. Friday saw the French officora start on their re- 
turn to Newport — the Governor's Guards again in martial 
array— escorting the distingnished guests to the River bank, 
while thirteen guas renewedly rent the air." — Life of 
Jonathan IVumbuU, p. 488. 

"I was at Hartford, forty leagues distant from herv [Newport, Bhoda 
leUnd], with M. de Rochambeau. We were only >ii, tbe Admiral, bi> Chief 
of Bngineers [Desandruuins], his son, the Vitoomtede Rocbambeau, and two 
aids^e'-camp, of whom I was one. He had an interriew there with Geo- 
enl Washington. M. de Bocbniobeau >ent me in advance, t« announce hii 
arrival, and I had time to see this man, iliustrioua, if not unique in our 
century. His handsome and majestic, while at the same time mild and 
open countenance perfectly reflects bis moral ijunlities; he looks the hero; 
he U very cold ; epenbs little, but is courteous Mid tnnic. A shade of tti- 
neii overshadows hia countenance, which is not unbecoming, and glve« him 
an interesting air. His suite was more numerous than ours. The Marquis 
de LalayctM, General Enoi, Chief of Artillery, M. de Qouvlon, a French- 
man, Chief of Engineers, and six aids-de-camp [among whom were 
McHenry and Hamilton], accompanied him. He had besides an escort af

At Litchfield, Connecticut: "On the evening of Satur- 
day, September 23d, 1780, General Washimton arrived 
here [Litchfield], on hie way from Hartford to West Point, 
and was entertained at the hospitable mansiou of General 
Oliver Wolcott, in South street He spent the night in the 
village, and on the following morning proceeded west- 
ward."

■WMhinglon resched Fishkill on his return from Hartford on lb e after- 
noon of ibe 24lh, aaon uder leaving whioh he met M, de Luzerne, the French 
minigler, with his suite, on hii way to visit the Count de Rochambeau at 
Kewport, vho induoed bim to turn bfick and pass the night at Fiehkill. 
He left early the ne:it day, and, after oiamining the redoubts on the rJTer, 
arrived at tbe " Robinson House,'' Arnold's beud-quarters, about noon, one 
hour after the traitor's escape. 

TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 26. 

At the " Robinson House" : " I arrived here yesterday, 
on my return from an interview with the French general 
and admiral, and liave been witness to a scene of treason, 
as shocking as it wa.'* nncKpected. General Arnold, from 
every circumstance, had entered into a plot for sacrificing 
West Point lie had an interview with Major AndrS, the 
British adjutant-general, last week at Joshua H. Smith's, 
where tlie plan was concerted. By an extraordinary con- 
currence of incidents Andr^ was taken while on bis return, 
with several papers in Arnold's band-writing, that proved

28tb were conve;red in Bepatnte bargei down the river to Slonj Point, and 
from thence conducted, under ■ strong eacort, to Tappan, where the n 
bod; of the army was encamped. 

WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 27 

At the " Robinson House" : " I have concluded to send 1 
Miijor Andr6 of the British army, and Mr. Joshua H. Smith, 
who has had a great hand in carrying on the business 
between him and Arnold to Camp [at Tappan] to-morrow. 
... I intend to return to-morrow morning." — Washinfftm 
to General Greene. 

JoihuB Hett Smith, at whose houie, near Stony Point, Arnold and AodrS 
held their interview [September 22), was tried bj a miUtar; court and ac- 
quitted. He woa aoon afterward* arrested by the civil autboritiee and com- 
mitted to the jail at Goshen, Orange County, whence he escaped and made 
bia way through the country, in the diiguiae of a woman, to New York. 
Smith went to England with the British army at the close of the war, and 
in 160B published a book in London entitled " An Authentic Narrative of 
the Caiuea which led to the Death of Major Andrd," a work of very little 
telUble authority. He died at New York in 1818. 

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 28. |

domestic life, , . , We have been half of our time without 
provision, and are likely to continue eo. We have no maga- 
zines, nor money to form them; and in a little time we 
shall have no men, if we had money to pay them.

In a word, 
the history of the war is a history of false hopes and tempo- 
rary devices, instead of system and economy."

FRIDAY, OCTOBER 18. 

At Preakness : " The want of provisions is a clog to our 
operations in every quarter. We have several times, in the 
course of this campaign, been without either Bread or Meat 
and have never had more than four or five days beforehand.

But while the enemy are so formidable to the 
southward, and are making such strides in that quarter, I 
fear it will require a greater force of men and supplies to 
check them than we, since the defeat near Camden, shall be 
able shortly to draw together."

Had 
we in the commencement raised an army for the war, such 
as was within the reach of the abilities of these States to 
raise and maintain, we should not have suffered those mili- 
tary cheeks which have so frequently shaken our cause, nor 
Bhould we have incurred each enormous expenditures ae 
have destroyed our paper currency, and with it all pabKc 
credit."

Soon alter amviog at heud-quBilera, at Tappnn, (he CommaDder-in-Chief 
unt tot Mf^or Henry Lee, and iofofmed him thai he was eitramely desirom 
of securing the person of Q«neritl Arnold, then In New York City, and that 
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he relied upon him to furnish a tnistwarthy agent for tlie {wrpaee. 9f ajor 
Lee, after coniiderable penuuion, Induced John Champe, a ■er^eant'iiiajor 
in bis legion, M uadertalie the service b; nutking a pretended deeertion to 
the eoemjr from the camp at Tappsn. The deaertion uiok place at night, 
and BO well wa« it managed that Champe, ftltbough boti; pursued by a party 
of his fellow-dragoons, succeeded in getting into New York, and, after being 
examined by Sir Henry Clinton, was tent to Arnold, who made him lergettnt- 
major in a legion he was raising for an expedition southward. Having 
fettled upon a plan, Champe found means to inform Uajor Lee, who com- 
municated the details to Wubiogton, and the letter above quoted, contain- 
ing bis positive injunction that the traitor must be taken alive, was written 
for Qnal instructions.

The buttle of King's Mountain, near the line between North ami South 
CaroHoa, in which a body of British regulan and Tories, under Hajcir

ftbout the same number were wounded. The attacking partj, compoeed of 
hard; mountaineera from Virginia and North Carolina, under Oulonels 
Campbell, McDowell, Cleaveland, Shelby, and Sevier, having accomplished 
the abject for which th^y assembled, returned to their homes.

a modesty and conciseness, which jiroved that it was from pure comptaisancq 
he mentioned it. . . .

On tbe let of Januarj (itbout nine o'clock at night) ■ mutiny broke out 
among tbe PeniUflvBiiia troopt, in winter-qunrten on Eimbiill Hill, near 
HorriitowDi Now Jeraej. About thirteen bundred men pandad under 
arms, refused obedience to tbeir offlceis, killed Cnplain Bitlinga, mortally 
wounded Captain Talbot, and committed various outfages. On the follow- 
ing day the mutineers marched in a body towards Princeton with six Qold- 
pieces, avowing their iotenticm to proceed to Philadelphia, to demand from 
Congi«si a redrmi of their grierancea. General Wayne overlook them on 
their march, and obtained a formal statement of their claims, which were : 
That many soldiers had been detained beyond the term of their enlistment; 
that the amarages of pay and the depreciation had not been made up ,' and 
that they were suffering every privation for want of money and clothes. The 
matter was referred to the President of the Council of Pennsylvania, Joseph 
Beed, who, in conjunction with a cornmitlee appointed by Congress, consist- 
Ing of Qeneral Sullivan, Mr. Witherspoon, and Mr. Mathews, made a latii- 
botoij agreement with the soldiers at Trenton, January II. Two emlssariea 
or spies sent among Ihem with overtures from Sir Henry Clinton were given 
up, tried by a court-martial, and eiecat«d. The whole affair resaltcd in the 
diibanding of a large part of tbe Pennsylvania line for the winter, but it 
was recruited in the spring to its original complement. 

THDBSDAY, JANUARY 11. 

At West Point : A council of war held at General Heath's 
qoarterg, to consider what measures were necessary to be 
adopted with respect to the Pennsylvania line.

At New "Windsor : " I shotild have done myself tho 
pleasure to scknowledge the receipt of the letter yoa did 
me the favor to wTita on the 26th of December, at the 
moment of its receipt, had not some oflairs of a very tm- 
UBual nature, which are too recent and notorious to require 
explanation, engaged my whole attentioa. I pray you now 
to be persuaded, that a sense of the patriotic exertiona of 
yourself and the ladies who have furnished so handsome 
and useful a gratuity for the army, at so critical and severe 
a season, will not easily be effaced, and that the value of 
the donation wdll be greatly enhanced by a consideration of 
the hands by which it was made and presented."— Washii^ 
ton to Mrs. Sarah Bache. 

Hn. Sarah Bache, daughter of Dr. Franklin, look a prominent part in 
carrying out the plans of an aseociation of the ladies of Philadelphia, fonoad 
for the purpow of collecting contributionB in aid of the «oldiera. The 
"handiome and useful gratuit; for the arm;" wai a contribution of twa 
thoiuand and five Bhirl«, a practical applicBtion of fundi and labor hjglilj 
creditable to its mombera. The asaoolaliun was formed in the summer of 
1760, and on July 4, Mrs. Joseph Reed, then at the head of it, but who died 
CD the ISth of Septembec following, wrote to Wasbiagtoa that "200,580 
dollars, and £626. 6. 8d. making the whole in paper mono;300.0S4 dollan," 
had been collected, and requesting directions how best to dispose of it. Of 
this ium, the Marquis de Lafayette contributed one hundred guineas in 
specie in the name of his wife, and the Countess do Luzerne six thousand 
dollan ID paper.

MONDAY, JANUARY 22. 

At "West Point : " January 22d. — His Excellency Gen. 
"Washington, the Marquis de ia Fayette, and a number of 
French gentlemen, visited the Point," — Heath's Memoirs. 

Count Dumas, aide to General Rochambeau, one of the " French gentle- 
men" referred to by General Heath, has loft us in his Memoirs an account 
of the return of the party to New Windsor; "After having visilcd the 
forts and reviewed the garrison, as the day was declining, and we were going 
to mount our horses, the Qenera! perceived that M. de la Fayette, in ci 
quence of his oid wound [received at the battle of Brandywine], was 'verf 
much fatigued. ' It will be better,' Eud be, ' to return by water ; the tide 
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will uaist UB (d uuending against the atFeam.' A boat was soon manned 
with good rowers, and we embArked. The cold became excessive; wo bad 
to make our way between the large fiates uf ice which the river brought 
down. A heavy snow and the ubecurity of the night soon rendered the 
danger more imminent and the mHOagement or the boat, which filled with 
walcr, became increasingly difficult. Wa coasted the rucks which lined the 
right bank of the Hudson, between West Point and New Windsor, at the 
foot of which it was impossible to land. General Washington, perceiving 
that the master of the boat was very much alarmed, took the helm, saying 
' Courage, my ftiends ; I am going to conduct you, since it is my duty to 
hold the holm.' After having with much difficulty made our way agninst 
the stream and the ice, we landed, and had to walk a league before we 
reached the bead-quartere." 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 80. 

At New Windsor : Orderly Book. — " The General returns 
his thanks to Major-Gen'l Howe for the judicious measures 
he pursued, and to the officers and men under his command, 
for the good conduct and alacrity with which they executed 
hia orders, for suppressing the late mutiny in a part of the 
New Jersey line." 

On the evening of January 20 the New Jersey troops stationed at Pomp- 
ton, New Jersey, revolted, their demands being similar to those of th« 
Pennsylvania line. By order of the Commander-in-Chief, a detachment 
consiitiog of five hundred rank and file, properly officered, from the Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, and Now Hampshire lines, under the command of 
Mi^or-General Robert Howe, marched on the 2Sd, and reached Pompton 
on the 27lb. His initruotions were to grant no terms while the revolted 
troops were with arms, and, if suacesefiil in compelling a surrender, to 
instantly execute a few of the most active leaders. The mutineers were 
disarmed, three of the ringleaders shot, and order restored. Washington 
himself went to Ringwood, ten miles north of Pomptun. on tho 26th, and 
remained until the 26th. when he returned to head-quarters. 

SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 4. 

At New Windsor : " The measure adopted by Congress 
of appointing Ministers of War, Finance, and for Foreign 
Affairs, I think a very wise one. To give efficacy to it, 
proper characters will, no doubt, be chosen to conduct the 
business of these departments. ... I am pleased to hear

Maryland bad ■tKsdilj' refund to ntify tba " Artielw of CDnfedtntion," 

kdoptod by CongroM, November IS, ITTT, nntil the conSicting cUimsof th4 
tlnion sDd of the aeparate Stales to the crown'lmida ahould be adjusted. 
Tbia point wu flatll; Mttl«] by the ceuion of the chumiDg Stalat to the 
Uoited St&tec of all the Doiettled and unapproprialed lands for the beoeflt 
of tbe whole Union, The objection of Maryland having been removed by 
the »eltlBmefit of thi« question, her delegatei signed the " Articlei of Con- 
federation" on the Brsl day of March, 1781. By Ibis act of Maryland, all 
the other States having previously ratiSed tbe Articles, they became the 
organic taw of the Union, and on the 2d of March C<mgr«ea auembled 
under the new powers. A few weeka prior to tbia dale Congress had intro- 
duced a much-needed reform Into the administration, by abolishing the sev- 
•ral committee* and boards of iu member*, on whom all the great executive 
duties had heretofore devolved. On January 10 an office for the Depart- 
men of Foreign Affairs was established, and on February 7 it was reaolved : 
" That there be a superintendent of Dnance, a secretary of war, and a sec- 
retary of marina." On February 20, Robert Morris was dected Superin- 
tendent of Finance ; on the 37th, Major-Qeneral Alexander McDougall, 
Secretary of Murine ; and on August 10, Robert R. Livingston, Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs. The election for Secretary of War did not take place 
nntil October 30, when Mnjor-Oeneral Benjamin Lincoln was elected.

The force fhim the French fleet at New- 
port, which was expected to support Lafayette, ooosialed of a ship of the 
line and two frigates under the command of M. de Tilly, who entered ObeBH- 
peake Bay, but did not remain for feur of beine blockaded. Ha therefore 
put to ftea, and arrived at Newport a few daji after the detaohment had 
started. 

SATURDAT, FKBEUABY 24.

At that time the inbabitaQts were poverty elrlcken, and compara- 
Uvel; few were able to take part in the Joyful ceremony ; but that all should 
ihare in the honors paid so distinguished a visitor, the Town Council 
ordered that candles should be purchased, and given to all who were tog 
much distressed, through continued loseei, to purchase Tor themselves ; to 
that every house should show a light. The procession was led off by thirty 
boys, bearing candles fixed on staffs, followed by Gen. Washington, Count 
Bochambeau and the other officers, their aids and the proceaaion of citizens. 
The night was clear, and there was not a breath to fan the torchee. The 
brilliant procession marched through the principal streets, and then returned 
to the head-quarten. On reaching the door, Washinglon waited on the 
step until all the officers and their friends bad entered the house ; then, 
turning to the boys who had acted as torch-bearera he thanked Ihem for 
their attention. This was glory enough for the young patriots." — Stwport 
ntuttrated, p. SB.

Cfiuiit Dumiu relaW* in hit Memoirs the following intereeting »torj of 
Washington's reception &t Providence: " Afler having conferred willl 
Count Rochumbeau, tu he [Wiwhingloti] was leaving u» to relum to hi* 
h(ad-quarters near West Point, I received the welcome order to Bcoompany 
him at far as Providence. We arrived there at night [Hnrch 18]; the 
whole of the population had assembled from tbe subarbi, we were anmninded 
liy a crowd of children carrying torches, reiterating the acclamations of the 
citizens ; all were eager to approach the person of him whom they called 
tbeiv father,* and pressed so closely around us that they hindered us from pro- 
ceeding. Geneml Washington wns much affected, stopped a few n 
and pressing my hand, said, 'We may be beaten by the English; 
chance of war; but behold au nrmy which they can never conquer,' " 

Both Trying and Bancroft refer to this incident as baviiig occurred on 
the return of Washington to head-quartets after his flrgt interview with 
Kochambeau, at Hartford, September 21, 1780, six months earlier in time. 
Tbe text of Dumas in its eonnection is confusing, but it should be noted 
that his Hemoin were written late in life, when the memory of dates and 
places goes easily astray.

fared bo teverel; that the; vera obliged to return to Newport to repair 
damage!. Arbuthnot made all *p«ed to the Cbeiapeftke, which he effact- 
ualty blocliaded. Witahinglon wrote to Colonel John Launjiis, at PftrU, 
under date of April 9 ; " The isilure of tliis eipeditioQ, which wu most 
flattering in the commencement, ii much to be regretted ; becAOM & >aoc 
fill blow in that quarter would, in all probability, hare given a daciiive 
turn to our afiaira in all the Southern States; becauie it hu been attended 
with considerable expense on our part, and much inconvenienoe to the St«t« 
of Virginia, bj the auembling of its militia; becsuw the world ii dlMp- I 
pointed at not seeing Arnold in Gibbets."

After being Joined by General Wnjne 
(June 10), with about one thousand of the Peniuylvania line, the move- 
neDta of Lafayette were ao prudent and skilful that they conlribuled in no 
alight degree to the auccess of the campaigu.

During an expedition by G^nerai Phillips, up [he Chesapmlce Bay and 
its principnt riven, in the early pan of April, ans of his smaller veueU 
ascended the Potomac and menaced Mount Ternon. Luod Wathington, 
who had charge of the estate, met the Sag which the enemy sent on shore, 
and saved the property from ravage hy Airnishing the veuel with provisioni. 
Washington's decided diaapproTal of this action ia pretty conclusively con- 
veyed in the letter from which the above extract is made. Lund Wash- 
ington, manager of the Mount Vernon estate from 1760 to 1T8S, waa ft 
great-grandaon of Lawrence Waahingtun, brother of John Washington, tba 
^reat-grand father of Qoneral Washington; this made them cumins in the 
third remove. He was born October 21, 1737, and died in July, 1796. Hii 
own pluolalion, >' HaySeld," was about four miles from Mount Vernon. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 9, 

At West Point : "May 9th.— Went to the Posts at West 
Point, and found by enquiry of General Heath that all the 
meal [meat?] deposited in the advanced redoubts for coa- 
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tingent purposes would not, if served out, serve the army 
two days." — Washington's Journal. 

On May 1, 1781, Wftshington began "A Concise Journal of Military 
Tr»n»«ctions," the original manuscript of which U prwerved in the library 
of the Department of State, at WoHhiogton, D.O. The journal ending 
Norember 6 was printed in the Magaxine of American HUtory for 1881, 
uid from this our extracts are mode. The followiug, frora the preFktury 
note, eibibiU in a striking manner the condition of the army at the time, 
and tbe prospects of the campaign : " Instead of having magazines filled 
with provisions, we have a «cBOty pittance scattered bare and there in the 
different States — Instead of having our arsenals well supplied with military 
stores, they are poorly provided, and the workmen all leaving them — In- 
ilead of having tbe various article! of Field equipage in readiness to deliver, 
the Quartermaster- General (as the denier resort, according to bis acct.) ii 
but now applying to tbe several Blates to provide these tbiogs for their 
troops respectively. Instead of having a regular system of transportatioii 
Upon credit — or f^inda in tbe Quartermaster's hands to defray the contingent 
Eipeoces of it, we have neither the one nor the other ; and all that business, 
or a great part of it being done by military Impress, we are daily and 
hourly oppressing the people, — souring their tempera, and alienating their 
affection — Instead of having the Begiments eompleated to the new estab- 
lishment (and which ought to have been so by tbe — of agreeable lo tbe 

requisition! of Congress), icarce any state in the Union has, at this hour, an 
eighth part of it£ quota in the field — and little prospect, that I cud see, of 
ever getting more than half. — In a word — instead of hating everything in 
readiness to tatie the Field, we have nothing — and instead of having tbe 
prospect of a glorious offensive campaign before us, we have a bewildered 
and gloomy defensive one — unless we should receive a powerful aid of ships 
— Land Troops — and money from our generous alliea — & theae, at present, 
Mfl loo contingent to build upon." 

PBIDAY, MAT 11. 

At New Windsor: "My public letters to Oongress will 
have mformeil you of the situation of this army, and I have 
no scruple in giving it as my decided opn., that, unless a 
capital change takes place soon, it will be impossible for me 
to niaiatain our Posts, and keep the army from diepersing." 
— Washington to General Sdlivan. 
MONDAY, MAT 1*. 

At New "Windsor : " I have had the honor of receiving 
your Excellency's letter of the 11th instant Give me leave 
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to congratulate you on your safe arrival, and yoar appoint* 
ment to the command of his Most Christian Majesty's fleet 
and sea forces upon these coasts. ... I have appointed 
Monday, the 21st of this month, for the time of our inter* 
view at Weathersfield." — WashingUm to Count de Barras. 

^^ Newport, May 11th. — I have the honor to announce to your Sxcellency 
my arrival at Boston, on the 6th of this month, in the frigate Concord ; the 
King having appointed me to the command of his squadron in these s^tJi, 
I arrived here yesterday. The Count de Bochambeau has communicated to 
me the letter, which he had the honor to write to your Excellency, requeai* 
ing an interview. When he shall receive your answer, we wiU conform to 
your decision. I am very impatient to have the honor of making an ao< 
quaintanoe with you, and to assure you that I have nothing so much at heart 
as to render myself serviceable to the King and to the United States.''— 
Cotmt de Barrets to Wdahingion, 

Count de Barras was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Admiral de Ternay, which occurred at Newport, December 16> 1780. 
During the interval the command of the squadron had devolved on the 
Chevalier Destouches.

At New Windsor : " For the honor conferred on me by 
the President and Fellows of the University of Yale Col- 
lege, by the degree of Doctor of Laws, my warmest thanks 
are offered; and the polite manner, in which you are 
pleased to request my acceptance of this distinguished mark 
of their favor, demands my grateful acknowledgments/' — 
Washington to Ezra Styles^ President of Tale College. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 16. 

At West Point : ''May 16th.— Went to the Posts at West 
Point — received a particular acct. of the surprize of Colo 
Greene & the loss we sustained." — Washington's Journal. 

Colonel Christopher Greene, of Rhode Island, in command of an outpost 
on the Croton River, not far fh>m Pine's Bridge, was surprised early in the 
morniDg of the 18th hy a band of Tories under Colonel Delancey. ** They 
first attacked Col. Greene's and Major Flagg's quarters, and killed the Major 
when in bed. The Colonel being badly wounded in the house, was carried 
into the woods and barbarously murdered [TAocAer]." Greene, in the 
words of Irving, was " a true soldier of the Revolution ; he had served at 
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LexiDgCan and BuDker'i Hill ; followed Aniold through the Eaniieb«c 
Tildenieis to Quebec fought under the walU o( th*t city; diatinguiabid 
himaelf bj hie defence of Fort Mercer on the Delaware, and by hii kind 
treatment of bis vanquished and wounded aaUigoiiiet, Colonel Donop. How 
different the treatment aiperienoed hy him ul the bands uf hia tury countrf • 



THPHSDAT, MAY 17. 

At New "Windsor : " The Count de Kochambeau having 
received despatches from the court of France by his son, 
the Yiscouut de Rooharabeau, on the 6th inBtaut, has re- 
quested an interview with me, I have appointed the place 
of meeting at Weatlierefield, on Monday next, for which 
purpose I shall set out hence to-morrow, I am in hopes, 
that we shall be able, from the intelligence received, to 
settle a definitive plan of the campaign." — Washinglon to the 
President of Coi^ess, 

At the Hartford conference (Septawber 21, 1780) it had been decided to 
send a Iruaij mccaenger to the French court to hapten the despatch of re- 
inforcements, and the Tiscount da Bochambeau, who wiu serving on the etiiff 
of hia father, was selected for the miaaion. The viscount reached Boston 
on his return, Ma; 6, bringing news of the tailing from Brest, on March 22, 
of the Count de Graase with a strong flc|uadron *«uorting a eonroy ot tratu- 
porta, laden with supplies. All the restrictions imposed upon the Count do 
Bochambeau b; De Sarline, the former Minister of Marine, had also been 
removed, the new ministry giving him full power to ftct as be thought best.

The 
table was served in the American style and pretty abun- 
dantly : vegetables, roast beef, lamb, chickens, salad dressed 
with nothing but vinegar, green peas, puddings and some 
pie, a kind of tart, greatly in use in England and among the 
Americans, all this being put upon the table at the same 
time. They gave us on the same plate beef, green peas, 
lamb, &c."

The French army left Newport Juno fl, uid after halting al Pruvidenca 
eight daja, again took up tha line of march, puising through FUinfleld, 
Windham, Bolton, Hartford, ParmingWn, Newtown, and Bidgebury, Con- 
necticnt, arriving at Bedford, New York, on July 2. From the latter 
place, tha legion of Lauzun made a fora«d march in advance and reached 
Bait Cbeatar very early in the morning of July 3. 



TUESDAY, JULY 8. 

At Valentine's Hill : "Jitli/ 3<1. — I spent good part of the 
day in reeonnoitering the Enemys works, — In the afternoon 
we retired to Valentine's llill [four miles from Kingsbridge] 
& lay upon our arms — Duke Lauzen & Waterbury lay on 
the East Side of the Brunx river on the East Chester road." 
— Washington's Journal. 

"VaUnHnt'i Hill, eight o'cloch, F.U., S July, ITBl.— The operalionB of 
thia day are over, and I am aorry to aay, that I have not had the happiness 
to lucceed to my wishes, although I think very essential benefit will result 
to our future operations from the opportunity I have had, in a very full 
manner, to reconnoitre the position and works of the enemy on the north 
end of York Island. ■ . ■ Tha American army and tbe Legion of the Onka 
de Lauzun will march to-morrow to White Fiains. If it will be convenient 
to you, I shall be hsppy to receive your Excellency with your troops at 
that place the day after to-morrow." — Wathinglon to Count de Rachambeau. 



WEDNESDAY, JULY 4. 

Near Dobbs' Ferry, Phillipaburg : "July 4th, — Marched k 
took a position a tittle to the left of Dobbs ferry & marked 
a Camp for the French Army upon our left;, — Duke Lauzen 
marched to the White pin. & Waterbury to Horseneck." — 
Washington's Journal. 

"North Cattle, July 4th, — I arrived here with the first brigade yesterday 
at nine o'clock in the morning. The second brigade, hy a forced march, 
Joined me in the afternoon ; and we are now all together ready to executa 
your orders. I wait with the greatest impatience to bear from you and tbo 
Duke de Lauzun."

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THURSDAY, JULY 6. 

Viaito the French army at North Castle : " Ju/y 5. — Gen- 
eral Washington came to see M, de Rochambeau. Notified 
of hiB approach, we mounted our horses and went out to 
meet him. He received ub with the affiihility which is 
natural to him and depicted on his countenance. He is a 
very fine lookiug man, but did not surprise me as much as 
I expected from the descriptions I had heard of him. His 
physiognomy is noble in the highest degree, and his man- 
ners are those of one perfectly accustomed to society, quite 
& rare thing certainly in America. He paid a visit to our 
camp, dined with us, and later we escorted him several 
miles on his return and took leave of him." — Diarj/ of Baron 
Cromol du Bourg, Magazine of American History, iv. 

On the 6th of July tho French troops broke camp at Korth Cutle »nd 
marched to make a junction with the main bodj of the American armj at 
Phillipsburg, twelve mile* from Kingabridge. The junction wa* made in 
the evening, on the grounds which bod been marked out on the left of the 
American lines, the right of which rested on the Hudson, near Dobbs' Ferry. 
The line of the French army extended to tho BnmE River, with a valley of 
considerable extent between tho two armies. Waabington made bis head- 
quarters at the house of Joseph Applehy, the " Appleby Place," on the 
OHMB-road from Dubba' Ferry to White Plnine, and about three and a half 
miles from the ferry. The house, which was destroyed tome years ago, 
■tood on a little elevation, still called Washington's Hill. Rochambeau's 
quarters were at the Odell bouse, still standing, about a mile and a half ei 
of the " Appleby Place." 

FHIDAY, JULY 0. 

At Phillipsburg : Orderly Booh.^~" The Commander-in- 
chief with pleasure embraces the earliest public opportunity 
of expressing his thanks to his Excellency, the Count de 
Rochambeau, for the unremitting zeal with which he has 
prosecuted his march, in order to form the long wished-for 
junction between the French and American forces; an 
event, which must afford the highest degree of pleasure to 
every friend of his country, and from which the happiest 
couaequences are to be expected," 
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8ATUKDAT, JULY 7. 

At Phillipsburg : ^^July 7th. — Our army was drawn tip in 
a line and reviewed by General Rochambeau, Commander 
in Chief of the French army, with hiB Excellency General 
"Washington, and other general offlcere." — Thachcr'a Military

SUNDAY, JULY 8. 

At Phillipsburg : " July 8. — In the afternoon of the 8th 
General Washington reviewed the two annies; we went 
first to the American army, which may have amounted to 
four thousand and some hundred men at the most It 
seemed to me to be in as good order as possible for an army 
composed of men without uniforms and with narrow re- 
sonrces. The Rhode Island regiment, among others, is ex- 
tremely fine. We went thence to the French army, which, 
though unpretending, has quite another style. The Ameri- 
cans admit it ; they all seemed to be delighted as well as 
their General."

" The beat was excessive ; it was not modqrated until the 10th by a great 
rain which lasted all night kod pasted through all the tents. I dined that 
day at the int^ndant's [M. dc Tarl£] with General Washington. He wan 
rather grave; it was said that there had been a little misundentanding 
between him and General Eochambeau. General Washington's anay was 
encamped near ours; it was about 4000 men."

teen miles from New York] about daylight & formed on the 
heights back of Fort Independence — extending towards 
delancy's Mills," — Washirytim's Javmal.

At Kingsbridge : " July 22d. — After having fixed upon 
the ground, & formed our line, I began, with General Ro- 
chambeau and the Engineere, to reconnoitre the enemy's 
position and works."

On the march to Phillipabnrg : •' July 23d. — Went upon 
Frogs Neck to see what communication could be had 
with Long laid, the Engineers attending with Instnimts, 
to measure the distance across, found it to be — yards. 
Having finished the reconnoitre without damage — a few 
harmless shot being fired at us — we marched back about 
Six o'clock by the same road we went down & a reversed

Corllandt house, about one mile north of Kingsbridge.

At Phillipsburg : " I think we have already effected one 
part of the plan of the campaign settled at Weathersfield ; 
that is, giving a substantial relief to the southern States, by 
obliging the enemy to recall a considerable part of their 
force from thence. Our views must now be turned towards 
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endeavouring to expel them totally from those States, if we 
find ouraelvea incompetent to the eiege of New York."

He hai ever ahovn 
himself superior to fonune, and in the most trying advenilj bat discovered 
reaourcea till then unknown ; and, aa if hia abilities only inereaaed and dilated 
at the prospect of difficulty, be is never better supplied than when he seema 
destitute of evorr thing, Dur have bis arms ever been lo &tal to bis enemiei, 
aa at the verj instant when thej had thought they had crushed him for ever. 
... In all these extensive stales they consider him in the light of a beneB- 
cent Ood, dispensing peace and happineas around him. Old men, women 
and children, press about bim when he accidentally passes along, and think 
themselves happy, once in their lives, to have seen him — they follow him 
through the towns with torchea, and celebrate his arrival by public illumi- 
nations. The Americans, that cool nnd sedate people, who in the midit of 
their most trying difficulties, have attended only lo the directions and im- 
pulses of plain method and common sense, are roused, animated, and in- 
flamed at the very mention of his name : and the first songs that sentiment 
or gratitude has dictated, have been to celebrate Oener»l Washington." —

At I'hillipsburg: " In consequence of the despatches re- 
ceived from your Excellency by the frigate La Concorde, it 
haa been judged expedient to give up for the present the 
enterprise against New York, and turn our attention towards 
the south, with a view, if we should not be able to attempt 
Charleston itself, to recover and secure the States of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and the country of South Carolina 
and Georgia. We may add a further inducement for giving 
up the first-mentioned enterprise, which is the arrival of a 
reinforcement of near three thousand Ilessian recruits. For 
this purpose we have determined to remove the whole of 
the French army, and as large a detachment of the Amer- 
ican as can be spared, to the Chesapeake, to meet yoar 
Excellency there."

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HONDAY, AUGUST 20. 

At King's Perry: "August 20th.— The head of the 
Americana arrived at King's ferrj about ten o'clock and 
immediately began to cross," — Washington's Journal. 

During tba crossing of the allied armias at King's Ferrj, WashiDgton 
had big bead -quarters at the Joibua Hett Smith bouse, about two and a half 
milee below Stony Point, the western landing of the ferry. The house, 
which poisBBses hialoricat interest, from being the place at which Andr£ and 
Arnold bad tbeir meeting (September 22, 1780), U still standing. It ia 
beautifully situated on tba rjdge of a hill which command* an exteMire 
view of the Hudson. 

TUESDAY, AUGUST 21. 

At King's Ferry : "August 2l8t. — In the course of thia 
day the whole of the American Troop, ail their baggage, 

artillery & stores crossed the river." — Washington's Journal. 

" On the Slat, the [French] army left Northcaitla. In the evening I rft- 
ceired orders troia the general [Kochamheau} to carry a letter to General 
Washington, who was already on the other side of the North river, whero 
we also were beginning to form some establisbmenU. The Americans were 
already much farther off than I hud supposed ; I joined tbeni nevertheless : 
General Washington was oL'cupying Smith's house, fainous owing to ths 
fact that there Andr6 and Arnold had held tbeir meeting. General Wash- 
ington WBi taking tea; I took it with him."

FRIDAY, AUGUST 24. 

At King's Ferry ; " From the progreBS already made in 
our maroli towards the Chesapi^ake, it is estimated that the 
troops may arrive at the Head of Elk by the 8th of Septem- 
bur." — Was/iington to Count de Gi'osse. 

" Oa the 25th. I went myself to the spot [King's Ferry] and saw masij 
of the troops snd much baggie croui. Oensral WHshington was there ; 
they had provided a pavilion for him, from which he examined everything 
very attentively. Ha seamed, in this crossing, in the mitrch of our troops 
towarda the Chesapeake bay and in our reunion with H. de Grasse, to see a 
better destiny arise, when at this period of the war, ei1iauit«d, deatitute of 
resources, ha needed a great auccesa which might revive courage and hope. 
He pressed my band with much aO*ection when he left ub and crossed the 
river himself. It was about two o'clocli. Be then rejoined his armir, 
which had commeuced its march in the morning, as also the flrsl division 
of our army."

MONDAY, AUGUST 27. 

At Chatham, New Jersey : " I must entreat you, if possi- 
ble, to procure one month's pay in specie for the detach- 
ment, which I have under my command. Part of those 
troops have not been paid anything for a long time past, 
and have upon several occasions shown marks of great dis- 
content. The service they are going upon is disagreeable 
to the northern regiments; but I make no doubt that a 
douceur of a little hard money would put them in proper 
temper. ■ . . The American detachment will assemble in 
this neighborhood to-day ; the French army to-morrow." —

" When tbcy arrived at Pliiladelphia, the Army discovered great d; 
tent at not receiving certain arrears of pay long withheld from them. It 
was thought neither prudent or safe to proceed farther without making pay 
Bt least in part. Honey was alno wanted to hire vessels & other 
proceed down the Chesapeake Bay. The Treasury was empty — Congreea 
bad no means to raise the money — requisitions had been voted in vain. In 
thii exigency the vigorous eiertlons of the Hon. Bobert Morris the Supers 
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intendent of FiaBnces, relioved their distress. Ha went out among his mer- 
Mntile & other Friends, and borrowed on his own responsibilitj upwardi 
of 30,000 Dollars which answered every purpose, and the Army soon ap- 
peared before Tork Town."— AfS. of Eliia Boudinot. 

Twentj- thousand hard dollars of this amount was borrowed from Count do 
Bochambeau, which Mr. Horris engaged to replace bj the 1st of October. The 
arrival of Colonel Laurens at Boston from his mission to France, on the 25th 
of August, with two millions and a half of livres, part of the donation of six 
millions, enabled the Suporiateodeot of Finance lo fulfil his engagement 

TUESDAY, AUQUST 28. 

At New Brunswick, New Jersey : "Aug. 28. — To Expen- 
ditures on my March from y* White Plains, or Dobb'e Feny 
by y* way of King's ferry to Brnnawick inclusive . . . 
£38.15.0."— Washington's Accounts. 

WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 29. 

At Trenton, New Jersey : ''September lat. — Letters were 
received from Gen. Washington, dated at Trenton, the 29th 
ult." — Heath's Memoirs. 

" Aufftul 30th. — I Bet out for Philadelphia to arrange matters there — pro- 
vide vessels — & hasten the transportation of the Ordnance Stores, &o. — 
direoting before I set out, the Seed. York Begiment (which had not all 
arrived from Albany before we left King'* ferry) to follow with the boat^— 
Intrenching Tools &c. Arrived at Philadelphia to dinner and immediateljr 
hastened up all the vessels that could be procured — but finding them in- 
adequate to the purpose of transporting both Troops and Stores, Count de 
Rochambeau and myself concluded it would be best to let the Troopt 
march by land to the Head of Elk, & gave directions accordingly to all 
but the 2d York regiment, which was ordered (with its baggage) to come 
down in the Batleauz they had in charge to Uhriitiana bridge."

THUHSDAT, AUGUST 80. I 

At Philadelphia ; " On Thursday, the 30th of August, at 
one o'clock in the afternoon, his Excellency the Commander- 
in-chief of the American armies, accompanied by the Gen- 
erals liochambeau and Chastellux, with their respective 
Suites, arrived in this city. The General was received by 
the militia light horse in the suburbs, and escorted into tha 
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town ; he stopped at the City Tavern and received the visit 
of several gentlemen; from thence he proceeded to the 
house of the Superintendent of Tinance [Robert Morris], 
where he now haa his head-quarters. About three o'clock 
he went up to the State House, and paid his respects to 
Congress. He then returned to the Superintendent's, where 
hiB Excellency the President of Congress [Thomas M'Kean] 
with the Generals before mentioned, General Knox, General 
Sullivan, and several other gentlemen, had the pleasure of 
dining witli him. After dinner some vessels belonging to 
this port, and those lying in the stream, fired salutes to the 
different toasts which were drank. In the evening the city 
was illuminated, and his Excellency walked through some 
of the principal streets, attended by a numerous concourse 
of people, eagerly pressing to see their beloved General." —

At Philadelphia : " On Monday and Tuesday last the 
French army, under the command of his Excellency Count 
de Rochambeau, passed in review before his Excellency the 
President and the Honorable the Congresa of the United 
States, at the State House in this citj".

At Baltimore, Maryland : "General Washington accom- 
panied by the Count Rochambeau, general Hand, major 
general baron Viomenil, brigadier general Chatehix and 
Gen. Clinton passed through town, the eighth September, 
most of the allied army going by water from Elkton to An- 
napolis. On this occa.sion the town was illuminated and an 
address from the citizens and inhabitants, was presented to 
the commander in chief, which he answered."

"Baltimore, September II, 1781. — Lut Snturdaj ailemoon [September 
8] his excellency general Waatiington (ikccompanied bj Hdjutanl general 
Hnnd, Eiod other officera of distinction} arrived nl the FoiinlJiin-Tnn, in thU 
town, on his way to Virginia. His eit^eilencj van receiTed in Ihia Ticinily, 
and escorted to hia quHrtere, b; Captain Moore's troop of ligbt dragoonB, 
where he wni most reapoctfully complimented by a number of eentlemen. 
The Bnttimore artillery compnniea gave hiii excellency a handsome salute, 
and the inhabitants in general, «eemed to vie with each other in testifying 
their respect and affection for his person and character.

The 13th we shall reach New Castle; and the next day we 
expect to have the pleasure of seeing you at your encamp- 
ment [at Williamsburg]."

— In company 
with the Count de Rochambeau, the Chevr Chastellux, 
Genie. Knox and Duportail, I set out for the interview with 
the Admiral, and arrived on board the Ville de Paris {off 
Cape Henry) the next day by noon, and having settled moat 
points with him to my satisfaction except not obtaining an 
aasurance of sending ships above York — and one that he 
could not continue hia fleet on tliis station longer than the 
first of November, I embarked on board tlie Queen Char- 
lotte (the veeeel I went down in), but by hard blowing and 
contrary winds, did not reach Williamsburg again till the 
22d."

Before Yorktown : " September 30th. — The enemy aban- 
doned all their exterior works, 4; the position they had 
taken without the Town; &, retired within their Interior 
works of defence in the course of last night — immediately 
upon which we possessed them & made those on our left 
(with a little alteration) very serviceable to us — We also 
began two enclosed works on the right of Pidgeon Hill — 
between that & the ravine above More's Mill."

MONDAY, OCTOBEB 1. 

Before Torktown : " Oct. Ist. — This afternoon, three I 
o'clock hia excellency Gen'l Washington, Gen, Duportwl I 
and several other engineers crossed at the mill dam to takft I 
a view of the enemy's worke. His excellency sent one of J 
his Aides de Camp for Capt Smith and his guard of fii^l 
men to march in front of his Escelleney ae a covering party,"! 
which we did, and went under cover of a hill, where we J 
posted our guard, when his Excellency Qen'l Washington I 
and Gen'l Duportajl with three men of our guard advanced I 
within three hundred yards of the enemy's main worksy I 
which is the town of York."

Before Yorktown: "October 6th. — Before morning the I

Before Yorktown; Orderly Book: — "The General con- 
gratulatea the army upon the glorious event of yesterday.

The Commander-in-chief 
earnestly recommends, that the troopa not ou duty should 
universally attend, with that eeriousness of deportment and 
gratitude of heart, which the recoguitJon of such reiterated 
and astonishing iuterposidons of Providence demands of ub." 

" Tba surrender of Yorktown produoed, at may well be luppoted, tbe 

graat«et excitement throughout the continent. It was justly eooiidered m 
decisive of tho issue of tbe struggle. The successive steps in the transac- 
tion, beginning with the flnt movement of the combined armies from Uw 
vicinity of New York, and eilfioding to the complete investment of the 
British camp at Yorktown, were taken with such rapidity, the combina- 
tions were lo skilfully arrang;ed, the result so speedily secured, that the 
imaginatioTu of men were da:tiled, and tbe hearts of the iViends of the 
American cause were filled with rapturous admiraUun and gratJtude, Dr. 
Franklin thus wrote to Washington from Paris, on receiving the intelli- 
gence: 'All the world nirrpe, that no expedition was ever better planned or 
better executed. It has made a great addition lo the military reputativn 
you had already acquired, and heightens the glory that surrounds jour 
name, and that must accompany it to our latest posterity.' " — Upham, ii. 60. 

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 21. 

Visita Count de Graaae: ^^Cktober 2l8t. — The prisoners 
began their march [to Winchester, Virginia, and Fort 
Frederick and Fredericktown, Maryland] ft I set out for 

the Fleet to pay my respects & offer my thanks to the 
Admiral for his important services."

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The wbole number of pritonen, exclusive of aekineo, unouoted to aevta 
thoustind two hundred Knd forty-seven, of whom six thousand and thirty- 
nine were rank and file; aii commissioned nnd twenty-eight non-^timmie- 
BJoned ofBcers and privates had previously been captured in the redoubts, or 
in the sorliu from the garrison. The British loas during the siege, in liilled, 
wounded, and miming, amounted to three hundred and flfly-tbree. The 
combinod army to which Comwallia eurrendeted was estimated at sixteen 
thousand, of whom seven thousand were French, Sve thousand Ave hun- 
dred Continentals, and three thousand five hundred militia. The loss in 
killed and wounded was two hundred and seventy-four. The land forcea 
surrendered to Genera! Washington, and became prisouen to Congren; 
but the seamen, ships, and naval equipmenU were assigned to the Freot^b 
admiral.

John Parke Custla, while on duty at Torklown as an aide to the Com- 
mandeMn-Chief, was seized with an attach of camp fever, and was removed 

to Eltham, New Kent County, for better attention. He left four young 
children, the two youngest of whom, Eleanor Parke and George Washing- 
ton Parke, were adopted by Washington. Eltham was the residence of 
Colonel Basset, who married a sister of Mrs. Washington. 

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 12. 

At Fredericksburg, Virginia : Viaita hia mother, and in 
the evening attends a ball given by the citizens to the 
French and American officers.

The "Chew 
House" bad previously been occupied by Don Juan de MaraiUoB, the re> 
puted Spanish ambassador, who died (April 28, IT80) at the Morristown 
head-quarters, while on a visit U> the Com (□ under- in-Chier. ttichard Peters, 
who win present at an entertainment given by Marailles in 1779, doaignatw 
it as " Mr. Chaw's fine house on South Third Street," and says, on that 
occasion, " the spacious gardens were superbly decomtsd with Tariegated 
lnmp«, and tbe edifice itself was in » bUxe of light," The "Chew House," 
which was Imroediately north of tbe " Fowel House," (cferred to in the 
Itinerary, January 6, 1T79, was taken down about 1880. 

TUESDAY, NOTEMBHB 27. 

At Philadelphia : " Congress being informed of the arrival 
of gen. Washington in this city : Ordered, That he have an 
audience in Congress to-morrow at one o'clock." — Jommal

At the middle window, 
above, the portraits of his Eicellency General Waehington and Count de 
Rochambeau, with rays of glory and interlaced civic crowns over their 
heads, framed with palm and laurel branches, and the words in transparent 
letters, Sbihk Valiant Cuiets ; the whole eneiTCtod with stars and flowen 
de luce."

of the number of men actually in Ecnrice from each Stale, and urged the 
completion of the quotw according to the requieition of Congresa.

Washington's hesd-quarten at Kewburgh, on (be Hudson, eight milea 
■buve Weal Point, were at the " Haabrouok House," stiU standiog, on the 

brow uf ■ hill, in the soulbero part ot the city. The bouse, a lubBUntial 
stone building, one alory high with a high sloping roof, was erected in 1760 
b; JonathaD Hasbrouck, and enlarged in ITTO. The property remained in 
the poaieasion of the Ha«brouck family until 1849, when the title became 
Tested in the State of Nuw Tork. In 1S50 it was placed by act of aBMinbly 
in the bands of the )>oard of trustees of the Tillage, to be preserTed as nearly 
as possible ai it was at the time of its ocGUpHtiun by Washington. Tba 
building was at once restored by a committfle appninted by the board of 
trustees, and the place formally dedicated ou the 4tb of July of that year. 
In 1885. by the city charter, the caire of the property passed to the city 
authorities, where it remained until 18T4, when the legislature appointed, 
by act of May 11, a board of trusteea to bold and maintiiin it.— fiurtenier'a 
Htatory of Orange Omnfy.

BWftre of it Hi» change of opinion on this lubject muit have been brought 
about by the difficulty of wcuring recruit* and the oontioued expense of 
maintaining the Britiah pnMnert.

At Newburgh : " Upon the most mature deliberation I 
can bestow, I am obliged to declare it as my candid opinion, 
that the measures of the enemy in all their views, bo far as 
they respect America, are merely delusory, (they having no 
seriouB intention to admit our independence upon its true 
principles), and are calculated to produce a change of 
ministers to quiet the minds of their own people, and 
reconcile them to a continuance of the war; while they are 
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meant to amase this country with a false idea of peace, to 
draw U8 off from our connexioa with France, and to loll us 
into a state of security and inactivity, which having taken 
place, the ministry will he left to prosecute the war in other 
parts of the world with greater vigor and effect." — Wash- 
ington to Meshcch Weare.

F At Newburgh: "Justaa I was closing these despatches, 
I received a letter from Sir Guy Carleton, covering sundry 
printed papers, a copy of which, with the papers, I have 
now the honor to enclose to your Excellency." — Wiishxngl(m 
to the President of Congress. 

"New Fork, 1 May, 1762,— HariDg been appointed by hii Majesty to 
the cammuid of tbe forcei on the Atlsotic Ooean, and joined with Admiral 
Ihgby in the commiMion of peace, 1 find it proper in thie manner to kpprjie 
your Eicelleiicy of my arrival at New York. The occasion, Sir, seems to 
render thi« com muni cation proper, but the circumstances of tlie preaent time 
render it also indispensable ; as 1 find it just to transmit herewith to your 
Excellency certain papen, from the pertiaal of which your Bic^llency will 
perceive what disposiUoos prevail in the government and people of Eng- 
land towards those of America, and what further effects are likely to follow. 
If the like paciSc dispoeiliuns ibould prevail in this country, boUi toy 
inclination and duty will lead me to meet it with the moat zealous con- 
currence. In all events, Sir, it is with me to declare, that, if war must 
prevail I shall endeavour to render iU mieeries as light lo the people of 
this continent, as the circumstances of such a condition will possibly permit." 
— Sir Qvy Carleton lo Waahingion. 

The papers enclosed in the letter were printed copiee of the proceedingi 
in the House of Commons on the 4th of March, respecting an address lo 
the king in favor of peace, and alio a copy of the bill reported in conse- 
quence thereof, enabling his Majesty to conclude a peace or truce with the 
revolted colonies in North America. As this hilt, however, bad not passed 
into a law when Sir Ouy left England, It presented no basts for a negotia- 
tion, and was only cited by him to show the pacific disposition of the Brit- 
iib nation, with which he professed the most zealous concurrence. 

■WEDNESDAY, MAY 22. 

At Newburgh : " With a mixture of great surprise and 
afltooishment, I have read with attention the sentiments 
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you have snbmitted to my perusal. Be asBured, Sir, no 
occurrence in the coarse of the war has given me more 
painful sensations, than your information of there being 
BQch ideas existing in the army, as you have expressed, and 
I must view with abhorrence and reprehend with severity. 
... I am much at a loss to conceive what part of my con- 
duct could have given encouragement to an address, which 
to me seems big with the greatest mischiefs, that can be- 
fall my country.

In replji to a letter in which, after calling a 
of the officers ind loldieiB reapecting the arrearages of pay, and the prob- 
ability of no adequate pro»ieions being made by Cangres!, Colonel Nicola 
wrote that many were led to look fur the cause in Iho form of goTermnent, 
•□d to diatniBl the stability of republican iastitutiooi. From Iho innumer' 
able embarraBSments iD which the country bad been iovulved during the 
war, on account of its defeotive political organi^atioa, he inferred that 
America could never become profiporou9 under such a form of government, 
ind that the English governinent was nearer perfecUon than any other : 
"Therefore I little doubt, that, when the beneBt« of a mixed government 
an pointed out, and duly considered, such will be readily adopted. In this 
case it will, I believe, be un controverted, that the same abilities, which 
have ted us through difflcultiea, apjiarcntly insurmountable by human 
power, to victory and glory, those qualities, that have merited and oblninod 
the universal esteem and veneratiou of an army, would be most likely to 
conduct and direct us in the emoother pntht of peace. Some people have so 
connected the ideas of tyranny and monarchy, as to find it very difficult to 
Hparate them. It may therefore be requisite to give the head of such a 
conititutioD, as I propose, some title apparently more moderate \ but, if all 
other things were once adjusted, 1 believe strong arguments might be j>ro- 
duced for admitting the title of Kiho, which I conceive would be attended 
with some material od vantages." 

Lewis Nicola at the time of writing this letter was colonel of the corps 
of invalids, having been appointed by Cont^ress, June 20, ITTT. Previous 
to this he had acted as barmok-m aster at Philadelphia ftvm April 20, ITTO, 
to December 2, 1776, when he was appointed, by the Council of Safety of 
the State, town-major of Philadelphia. This office he held in conuecdoii 
with that of colonel of the invalid regiment until February 6, 1782, when 
ha WM diimissed from the service of the State with the thank* of iho Su- 
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}ir«me Executive Oounoil, there b«ing no (Urther duty for nieh kn all 
towQ-ro^or. Colonel Nicola died at Aleiaadiu, Vii^nia, in 180S.

At Newburgh : Orderly Book. — "The Commandep-in- '

At West Point ; " May gist— The birth of the Dauphin 
was celebrated [at West Point] by the American army. An 
elegant dinner was provided, by order of the Commander- 
in-Chief; of which the officers of the army, and a great 
number of ladies and gentlemen, invited from the adjacent 
coontry, partook. Thirteen toasts were drank, announced 
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by the discharge of cannon. At evening there was a grand 
feu-de-joy, opened by the discharge of 13 cannon, three 
timee repeated.

[George Clinton], with their suites, arrived in this city." —

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THTTRSOiY, JUNE87. 

At Albany : Receives and answers an address irom the 
mayor, alLlermen, and commonalty of Albany, who also 
present him with the freedom of the city in a gold box. 
" When the Corporation went to present their Address, they 
proceeded in procession, from the city hall. At 6 o'clock, 
P.M. the bells of all the churches began to ring, and con- 
tinued their joyfiil peals until sun-set, when thirteen cannon 
were discharged from the fort and the city illuminated.

— On Satur- 
day he [Washington] set out to visit the troops, with the 
Governor, General Schuyler and many other gentlemen of 
distinction. Brigadier General Gansevort with forty volun- 
teers escorted him to Saratoga, where, after surveying the 
theatre of the glorious campaign of 1777, he reviewed the 
first regiment of New Hampshire, and examined the Block- 
houses at that place. From thence he went, the next day 
to Schenectady." — Pennsylvania Gazelle, July 17, 1782. 

SUNDAY, JUNE 80. 

At Schenectady, New York : " Five mites from Schenec- 
tady he [Washington] was received by sixty of the principal 
inhabitants on horseback who attended him into the towa 
amidst the ringing of bells, the firing of cannon, and every 
other public demonstration of felicity.

At the coufereace held tbie da; between the two commanders, it wai 
agreed that so long as the French troopa had been put under maTching 
orden for the north, thcf should remain a few days nt Baltimore, which 
place it waa expected they would reach before the end of the month, till 
further instructions or Intelligence should b« received ; and that, unleu 
■pccial reasons might appear to the contrary, the army should c 
march iiorthwardl; and Join the American forces on tha Hudattn. 
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MONDAY, JULY 22. 

At Philadelphia : " Your favor of the 17th conveying to 
me your Pastoral on the subject of Lord CornwalHs'e c^- 
ture has given me great satisfaction. ... I have only to 
lament that the Hero of your Pastoral is not more deserv- 
ing of your Pen ; but the circumstance shall be placed 
among the happiest events of my life."

Hn. Biohard Stockton (Anice Boudinot) was a woman of bigllly culli- 
viled mind and refined titeniry ta8l«. Besides the " Piutural on tbe suV 
Ject of Lonl Comwallis's capture," she also, on the annouDcement of p<>ace, 
addressed an ode to Waebington on that subject. His reply in acknowledg- 
ment, dated Kocky Hill, September 2, 1783, ii thought to be the moit 
iprightly effiuion of hia peEi. 

■WEDNESDAY, JULY 24. 

Leaves Philadelphia : " On Wednesday last hia excellency 

general Wa*hington left this city [Philadelphia], in order to 
join the main army on the banks of the Hudson." — Free- 
Tnan's Journal, July 31, 1782. 

From an entry in hii aipenso account, it would Beam that Wuhiogton 
made his e topping-place fur the night of the 21th at Potlsgrove (now PotU- 
town), thirly-sii miles northwest of Philadelphia.— "Jufy, 1782. Eip" to 
Potsgrore . . £1.13.4— Bethlehem . . £3.17.6." 

THtlESDAT, JULY 28. 

At Bethlehem, Pennsylvania: "July 25, 1782. Quite un- 
expectedly and very quietly his Excellency Gen, "Washing- 
ton arrived here [Bethlehem] accompanied by two aids de 
camp [Colonel Trumbull and Major Walker], but without 
an escort. Bro. Ettwein and other Brethren went at once 
to pay their respects to him [at the "Sun Inn"], After 
partaking of a meal he inspected the choir houses and other 
objects of interest in the place, and then attended the even- 
ing service, at which Bro. Ettwein delivered a discourse, in 
English, on the text : ' In all things approving ourselves a& 
the ministers of God,' Ac. (XL Cor. 6 : 4) and the choir ren- 
dered some fine music both at the beginning and at the 
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close. The General manifested much friendliness, and the I 
pleasure and Balisfactian which the vieit afforded him were I 
clearly to be inferred from his utterances." — Moraman Ar- 1 
chives, MS. 

During the Revolution the Horaviaii settlement of Bethlehem witneued 
man; of the borron and diccomforts of war, a w>re trial for the peaoe-loving 
brethren. The tramp of nrmed men through iti quiet borders began in July, 
1776; in December, 1776, most nt Che faouaca of the commuQiiv were l«keii 
fur hiHpltaU, prisoners were quartered in olhen, and many days of " unreal 
at Bethlehem" are noted in the dioriea preserved in the Archives. But with 

the main route of travel to and trom the Eastern Stales, Bethlehem saw 
many distingulabad loldien and ilatesmcri. Hen?, at timei, were Greene, 
Knox, Qnles, Stirling, Sullivan, Schuyler, Steuben, De Ealb, Pulaski, De 
Chastellux, and Washinglon ; Samuel and John Adams, HaDcock , Laurens, 
Livingston, Boudinol, Reed, Rittanhouse, and Gerard. And here, in tba 
autumnal days of 1777, Lafayette, under the careful nursing of the lair 
Moravian sister (Liesel Beckel), rapidly reeovered from the wound received 
at Brandywine. ' 

FRIDAY, JULY 26. 

Leaves Bethlehem : "Juli/ 26. — At a very early hour he I 
[Washington] proceeded on his journey by way of Eastoo.- ] 
Bro. Ettwein, who had just been contemplating a visit to J 
Hope, accompanied him to the first named place [Easton], [ 
and then rode on ahead, in order to make some preparatioa I 
for hia entertainment at Hope, where he dined and also i 
looked about the place with pleasure." — Moravian ArcMveayi 
MS. 

The village of Hope, Sussex (now Warren) County, New Jeney, twentj' 1 
mileB northeast of Easton, Pennsylvania, where Washington and hia atdet [ 
dined on July 28, was founded by the Moravians in 1769. The undertaking 
however, not proving a financial success, the brethren returned to their 1 
settlements at Beth le hero and Nasareth about 1808, 

The travellera, in all probability, quartered for the night at Sussex CourU ] 
House (now Newton), eighteen miles beyond Hope. 

SATURDAY, JULY 27. 

AtNewburgh: "Juli/27th. Gen. Washington retarnedl 
to Newburgh from Philadelphia," — Heath's Memoirs. 
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TUESDAY, AUGUST 6. 

At Newburgh : " You wiJl, I imagine, have heard, before 
this reaches yon, of the arrival of Mr. Vaudreuil with a 
fleet of thirteen ships of tJie line on this coast. I can give 
DO particulars, as I have no official account of hia arrival," 
— Washington to General Greene. 

After the defeat of the French squadron in tbe WcaC India waters (April 
12) by Admiral Rodney, in which Da Qraeso lost eeven vessels and was 
himself made a prisoner, the aommaiid devolved upon tbe Marquis de 
Tftudreuil, who received orden to go U> Bosti>n. Tbe Beet, consisting of 
thirleeo fhipa of the line {of which four wore eighty guns and the othen 
Mventy-four), three frigates, and a cutter, arrived on the 10th of August, 
and retaained until December 24, when, the French troops having embarked, 
tbe marquis set sail for Porto Cabello. 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 10, 

At Newburgh : '^August 10th. — The prospect of an ap- 
proaching peace brightens; Gen. Sir Guy Carleton and 
Admiral Digby informed Gen. "Washington, that Mr. Gren- 
ville had gone over to France on the negoeiation for peace, 
and that the independence of America was acknowledged 
previous to, or as an opening of the negoeiation. The 
refugees at New York were greatly alarmed at the prospect 
of peace." — Heath's Memoirs, 

" We are acquainted, Sir, by authority, that the negotiations for a general 
peace have already commenced at Paris, and that Mr. Grenville is invested 
with full powen to treat with ail parlies at war, and is now at Paris In the 
execution of his commission. And we ar* likewise. Sir, further made 
acquainted, that his Majesty, in order to remove all obstacles to that peace, 
which he so ardently wishes to reetcre, has commanded bis ministers to 
direct Mr, Grenville, that the independency of tbe thirteen Province 
abould be proposed by bim in the first instance, instead at making it a con- 
dition of a general treaty ; however, not without tbe highest confidence, 
that the Loyalists shall be restored to their possessions, or a full compensa- 
tion made lo tbem fur whatever confiscations may have taken place." — £tr 
&uy CarUion and Admiral Digby lo Wa*hinglm, August 2, 17S2. 

SUNDAY, AUGUST 11. 
At Newburgh : " Having been informed that Major-Uen- 
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eral Gates is in Philadelphia, and being now about to make \ 
my nltimate arrangements for the campaign, I take the 1 
liberty to request, that you will be pleased to inform me by I 
the earUeet conveyance whether he wishes to be employed ' 
in this army or not." — Washington to the Secretary ai War. 

Since the unfortunate battle of Camden (Augiu't IS, 1780), General Oatei 
had been in retirement at hii seat in Berkeley Counly, Virginia. The court 
of inquiry, ordered by CongreiE to examine into tbnt matter, bad never been 
convened. The subject was at length brought forward anew, and on August 
14, 1782, it was resolved, " Tliat the resolution of tbe Gth day of Of^tober, 
ITSO, directing a court of enquiry on the conduct of major-gcnernl Oatei, be 
repealed ; and that be take command in the maiu army as the commander- 
in-chief shall direct," General Gate* rejoined the army at Verplanck'g 
Pt^nt on ibe Stb of October, and took command of the right wing oi senior 
officer. 



SUNDAY, AUGUST 18. 

At Newburgh : Orderly Book. — " The General has the 
plea«ure to inform the army of the total recovery of the 1 
State of Georgia from the hands of the enemy. On the 
11th of July the British evacuated Savannah, leaving the 
town and works uninjured. Of the citizens who havt 
turned to their allegiance, nearly two hundred enlisted into 
the continental Battalion of Georgia, and it was expected 
the corps would soon be completed without any expense. 
Brigadier-general Wayne, who commanded in that State, 
appears ta have merited great applause by hia conduct 
there."

At Newburgh : Orderly Book. — " Precisely at 5 o'clock 
to-morrow morning the General is to beat, on which the 
tenta and baggage of the second Connecticut and third 
Massachusetts brigades are to be put in the boats.

At Verplanck's Point : " The whole army, the garrison 
at West Point excepted, which is left under the command 
of Major-General Knox, moved down to this ground yester- 
day."

m« concentration of the arm^ from its different pointa was made in can- 
fequence of an agreement with Count da Rochambeau lo form a junction 
of the French and American forces on the Hudson, and also to be nearer 
the enemy in case any hostile attempts should be liutdo tram Now ToA ; 
although, from the inactivity and pacific declarationa of Sir Guy Carleton, 
■uch attempts were not anticipated. Tbe Bret division of the French army, 
vhich bad left WilJIameburg, Tirginia, on the 2Sd of June, and Baltimore 
on the 2Tth of Auguit, arrived at King's Ferry od the I6th of September. 
Tba remainder followed, the last arriving on the 18th, when the whole 
crossed tbo river, and formed a junction with the American army on tb» 
1 9th. Rochumbeau and his suite, preceding the troops to confer with Wasb- 
ington, croesed the river on the 14th.

— Tha 
American Commiaaiuncrs staled to the Briliah Commisaioners, that tha 
powers with which they were vested were inadequate to effect the expect*- 
tions of the governmeDt of the United Slat«a, and that therefore the nego- 
ciatiiin must be broken off. Of the great difference of the powers Iha 
British Commtssioners were fully convinced. The Americaa CoanDis- 
sionen thought U to be their duty, when they gave their cote of objections 
to the British delegated powers, to hand with it a very pointed protest, in 
behalf of the Unil«d States, against tbat conduct, on tbe part of ths 
British, which had so long delayed the settlement of the acoounia for tho 
support of the prisonen of war, which were in the power of the United 
States."

THUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 12. 

At Verplanck's Point : " That the King will push the 
war, as long as the nation will find men or money, admits 
not of a doubt in my mind.

A troop of horse met and received him at 
King's ferry, and conducted him through the line to Gen- 
eral Washington's quarters, where sitting on his horse by 
the side of his Excellency, the whole army marclied before 
him and paid the usual salute and honors. Our troops were 
now in complete uniform and exhibited every mark of sol- 
dierly discipline. Count Kochambeau was most highly 
gratified to perceive the very great improvement which our 
army hod made in appearance since he last reviewed them, 
and expressed his astonishment at their rapid progress in 
military skill and discipline. lie said to General AYashing- 
ton ' you muat have formed an alliance with the king of Prus- 
sia. These troops are Prussians.' Several of the principal 
officers of the French array who have seen troops of dif- 
ferent European nations, have bestowed the highest enco- 
miums and applause ou our army, and declared that they 
had seen none superior to the Americans." — Thaeher's JUtU- 
lory Journal.

At Verplanck's Point : " I have the pleasure to acknowl- , 
edge your favor, informing me of your proposal to present 
me with fifty copies of your laet publitaldon for the amuse- 
meDt of the army. For tliis iDteutioD you have my sincere 
thanks, not on]y on my own account, but for the pleasure, 
which I doubt not the gentlemen of the army will receive 
from the perusal of your pamphlets.

I dnw this opinion not only Irom the pment promising appearancei 
of tbingi, *nd the difficulties we know the Britiih Cabinet is in ; but I add 
to it the peculiar eSect which oerbtin periods of time haTe, more or lev, 
upon all toen. The British haTC accustomed tfaumselvea to think of wnen 
ytara in a manner diflerent to other portions of time. They acquire this 
partly by habit, by reason, by religion, and by tuperatitlon. They serve 
seven yean apprenticeship — they elect their parliament for seren ye«n — 
the; punish by wtven yean transportation, or the duplicate or triplicate of 
that term — they let their leases in the same manner, and tbey read that 
Jacob served seven years for one wife, and after that Mven yeara for another ; 
and thii particular period of time, by a variety of concurrences, has obtained 
an iDBoeDce in their mind. They have now had seven year* of war, aad 
•re no hjrlher on the Continent than when they began. The supentitiona 
and populous part will therefore conclude that it it nof (o be, and the rational 
part of them will think they have tried an unsuccessfiil and expensive 
pr(i}ect long enough, and bv these two joining issue in the same eveotaal 
vj^oion, the obstinate part amol^ them will be beaten out ; unl^ai, eonsirt-

J passed through all 
the camp wiCb pleasure, astoDiahmeot and admiration. All the aoldien 
seemed to me well looking, robuet and woll-chnnen. The seotineU were 
well equipped, very attenlive, aufficienllj well liisuiplined in the uae of their 
arms, and so strong was the contraiit with the incorrect notions I had formed 
coucerning tbeae troops, that 1 wa« obliged frequeully to say to myself, thftt 
I beheld in this army the same which formerly had no other uniform than 
a cap, on which was written Liberty. I noticed on a little bill which looked 
over the camp an assemblage of tenta, which I recognized easily as the 
quarten of Genera] Washington."

SATUBD4T, 8BPTEMBER 21. 

At Verplanck's Point : " September 2lBt. — The American 
army manoeuvred before the Commander in Chief, Gen. 
Rochambean, and many other officers. The troops made 
a handsome appearance, and manaeuvred well." — Heath's 
Memoirs. 

" Tbis day [September 21] tbe American! ware under arms. It wai k 
military festival in honour of their allies. Tbeir camp was covered with 
garlands and pyntmlds, as so many trophiee gratefully raised by the hand* 
of liberty. The army was drawn up at the head of their camp. Twenty- 
four battalions of tbe states of New Jersey, Massachusetts, Rhode laland, 
Connecticut, and New York formed a lino of two miles extent.

and things uncommon ought not to b« described bv common eipr«B(ioM.

He endeavored modestly to avoid llie marks of admiration and resjiect which 
were so anxiously offered to him, and yet no man ever Icnew better bow to 
receive and to acknowledge them. He listened, with an obliging attention, 
to all those who addressed him, and the (Mpression of his countenance had 
conveyed bis answer before he spoke."

On the 2glh Che troops reached New Windsor (two miles 
below Newburgh), to the west of which they were (□ build tlieic huts and 
go into winter-quarters, the last cantonment of the main Continental army. 
Washington re-established his quarters at Newburgb, in the " Hasbrouck 
HouBo," which he retained unlil August 18, 1783. 

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 80. 

At Newburgh : " October 30th. — The Commander in 
Chief, on tbis day (30th of Oct.), ordered the regiments 
of the Massachiiaetfa line to be reduced to 8 regimente, of 
500 rank and file each, or a« near as could be to that num- 
ber: and the Connecticut line to 3 regimenta of similar 
strength, with 3 Field Offlcers, 9 Captains, 19 Subalteroa, 1 
Surgeon, and 1 Mate each ; and the regiments were formed 
accordingly," — Heath's Memoirs. 

On the Ttb of August Congress passed resolutions directing the Secretarj 
at War, on or before the first day of January, 1788, to cause the non-com- 
mlBSioned officers and privat«s, belonging to the lines of the several States, 
to be arranged in such manuec as to form complete regiments of not less 
than five hundred rank and flte.

Captain Charlea Asgil!, 8on of Sir Ch»rlcfl Asgill, had been selected by 
lot at Lancaster (Hay 27), fW>ni the Britlab priionen of Ilia own nuk, to 
be ei«culed in reLiliation for the death of Captain Jofhua Buddy, taken 
priioner by a party of refugees wbile commanding ft noatl body of troopi in 
Monmouth County, New Jersey, and banged April 12. His execution was 
poatponed whils an inveitigation as to the exact cause of Captain Buddy's 
death was being made in the British army, and the affair wag in suspense 
for several monlhG. In the mean lime Lady AsglU bad written a pathetic 
letter to Count de Yergennes, tbe French miniBter, soliciting him to inter- 
cede with General Washington. This letter, with one from Vergenne* to 
Wwhington, dal«d July 20, were submitted to Congress. They were taken 
into coneideration, and it was resolved "that tbe Commander-in-chief b« 
and is hereby directed to set Captain Asglll at liberty." 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBBH 18. 

At Kingston, New York: "On the 16th of November, 
1782, Kingston was honored by a visit from General "Wash- 
ington, After passing the night of the 15th with his cora- 
panion-in-arms Colonel Cornelius Wynkoop, at his home- 
stead at Stone Ridge [Marbletown], he proceeded on his 
■way to Kiiigaton. 

" The arrival of the general and his suite was greeted with 
great rejoicings on the part of the citizens. He put up at 
the public house of Evert Bogardus, but accompanied by 
his staff he dined with Judge Dirck Wynkoop in Green 
Street.

At Newburgh : M. de Chastellux spends the day, having

St Ntwburgfi, where I found Mr. and Mrs. Waihlnglon, Colonel Tilgham 
[TilghmaD], Colonel Eumphreys, and M^or Walker. The bead quarten 
of Newburgh conaial of a single house, neither vast nor commodious, 
which is built in the Dutch faihioD. The loi^est room in it (which was the 
proprietor's parl&ur for his familj, and which Genenl Washington his 
converted into bis dining room) is in truth tolerably apaciaul, but it has 
seven doors and only one window. The chimney, or rather the cbimney 
back, is against the wall ; so that there is in fact but one vent for the emoke, 
and tbe fire is in the room itself. I found tbe compati}' assembled in a 
small roam which served by way of parlour. At nine supper was served, 
and when the hour of bed-time came, I found that the chamber, to which 
the General conducted me, wu the Ter; parlour I ipeak of, wherein he had 
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mftde them place ■ camp-bed. . . . The da; I remained at hesd quartet* 
WM paued eitlier at table or in conrenation. Genera] Haml, Actjutaat 
Oeneral, Colooel Reed of New Hampihire, and Major Orahatn dined with 
lu. Od the 7th I took leave of Qsoeral Washington, nor is it difficult to 
imagine the pain tbii wparation gave me ; but I have too much plea*uie in 
recollecting the real tendemeu vith which it affected binv, not to take* 
pride in meDtioning it." — Dt CfuuttUux, ii. 801. 

SATURDAY, DECEMBEK 7. 

At Newburgh : " The Count de Rochambeau, who ar- 
rived here thia morning, did me the honor to deliver to me 
your letter of tlie 29th of November. ...

Hil 
visit to WaEhingtoQ was made on his return from Providence, where he 
took leave of the French arm;. The command then devolved on the Baron 
de Vlomfnil, who arrived with the troops at Boston during the flr«t week 
of December, but tbe embarkation did not lake place until the 24th.

Thus I account for the indkect acknowledgment 
of our Independence by the King, who, I dare say, felt 
some severe pangs at the time he put his hand to the Letters 
Patent It is not, however, less efBcacious or pleasing on 
that account ; and breaking the Ice is a great point gained." 
— Washington to Robert R. Livingston. 

In the spring of 1782, Richard Oswald was sent by the British ministry 
to Paris, to confer with Dr. Franklin on the subject of peace. His mission 
was initiatory in character. In July following, Parliament having passed 
a bill to enable the king to acknowledge the independence of the United 
States, Oswald was vested with full power to negotiate a treaty of peace, 
and in September the United States appointed four commissioners for the 
same purpose. They were John Adams, John Jay, Benjamin Franklin, 
and Henry Laurens, all of whom were in Burope at the time. A prelimi- 
nary treaty of peace was signed by the commissioners and Mr. Oswald at 
Paris, November 80, 1782. In April, 1788, the preliminary treaty having 
been ratified by the United States and Great Britain, the latter vested David 
Hartley with fUU powers to negotiate a definitive treaty with the American 
conmiissioners. It was concluded and signed at Paris, September 8, 1788, 
by Hartley, on the part of Great Britain, and Dr. Franklin, John Adams, 
and John Jay, on the part of the United States.

On the 10th of MaKh anonymous 
Dotic«a ware circulated in the army, catling for a meeting of tbe general 
and field officers at the "New Building," on Tuesday, tbe llih, at eleven 
o'clock. At tbe same Ume a well-written address was also circulated 
through the cump, which, in elTect, advised the army to take matters inlo 
their own hands, and to make demoaitrationa that ahuuld arouse tha fear« of 
the people and of the Congress, and iherefora obtain justice for thamielvaa.

At Newburgh; Issues a circular letter addressed to the ] 
governors of the several States, pointing out the course 
which he deemed It the duty and the interest of the country 
to adopt 

" The circular tetter which he wrote to the governora of the Btates, aa 
bis last official communication, and which was designed to be laid berore the 
several legislatures, is remarkable fur its ability, the deep interest it mani- 
fests for the officers and soldiers who had fought the battle* of their countr}', 
the soundnesa of ita principles, and the wisdom of its counsels. Four great 
points he aims to enforce aa essential in guiding the deliberations of every i 
public body, and as claiming the aeri>>ua attention of every citizen, namely, . 
an indissoluble union of the States; a sacred regard lo public justice; tha 
adoption of a proper military peace establishment ; and a pacific and Mendlj 
disposition among the people of the States, which should induce them to 
forget local prejudices, and incline them to mutual concessions for the ad- 
vantage of the community. These be calls the pillars by which alone inde- 
pendence and national charaeler can be supported. On each of these tofrici 
he remarks at considerable length, with a felicity of style and cogency of 
reaionlng in all leepecla worthy of Ihe luliiject." — Sparki, I. 396. 
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In quite a number of publicatioDB tlie date of thia letter is giveti u of 
June 16. The tranEcript, however, In the Department or State, Wuhlug- 
ton, D.C., ia da[«d June 8, The letter was Bubiiiitt«d to Congreu on June 
lli and referred to a committee, consisting of Alexander Hamilton, James 
Mftditoo, and Theodoric Bland, who on the 19th reported faTorabl;, and it 
was resolved that copies should be transmitted to the several SUtei. 

TUESDAY, JUNE 10. 

At Newburgh: Orderly Book. — "The strength of the 
army in this cantonment being considerably diminished by 
the number of men lately furloughed, the order of the 16th 
of April, directing a General, Field-Officers, and Quarter- 
Maater to be of the day, and also a regiment to parade 
every day for duty, is dispensed with. For the present, 
there will be one Field-Otfieer, and an Adjutant of the day ; 
and the guards only will form on the grand parade at 9 
o'clock in the morning." 

The gradual falling awaj of the main Continents! arm;' from the canton- 
ment at New Windsor is recorded in Heath's Mamoira : " June 5th. The 
Marjland butlulion marched trani the cantonment. — Juns 6th. In the 
foronoon, the Jerse; line marched from the cantonment to tbeir own State, 
whore they were to be disbanded. — June Btfa. The men for the war, belong' 
ing to the Maryland, New-Jeisey, New-Tork, and New-Hampshire lines, 
having marched from the cantonment, a divisian of the Massachusetts men 
marched on this An^.~-June 9th. A division of the SuQblk and Worcester 
furloughed men, marched for their own State, and )io on, a division each 
day, until the whole bad marched — June ISih. The men who bad enlisted 
for 3 years, and for shorter periods nut eipired, were formed, those belong- 
ing to Uassacbusetts into 4 regiments. ... On the morning of the ISth, 
these regiments incorpuruted, and were formed into two brigades, — Jan» 
20th. The troops at the cantonment were put under orders, to be ready to 
maroh for West Point on the succeeding Monday. — ^un«23d. The Masw- 
cbusetta regiments marched to West Point." 

THDR3DAT, JUNE 19. 

At Newburgh: "Jwrtc 19th. — A number of officers of 
the army, viz. several general officers, and officers com- 
manding regiments and corps, met at the New Building, 
and elected hia Excellency Gen. Washington, President 
General J Gen. M'Doagal, Treasurer; and Gen. Enox, Sec- 
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retary, pro tempore, to the Society of the Cmeinnati." — 
Heath's Memoirs. 

" "While contcmplsting a final aepantion or the officen of Ihe Brmy," 
lays Doctor Tbacher, " tbe tunderest feclingi of the bmrt bsd their sfflletliig 
opcntioDB. It wu >t the luggeation of Oencrttl Eooz, and with the acquU 
eaceoce of the Commander io Chief, that an eipedienl was devised by which 
a hope wu oDtertained that their long cherished friendihip tnd »ocia1 Inter- 
ooana might be perpatuat«d, and that at future periods they mig-ht aniitiBliy 
commonicate, and revive a reool lection of tbe boadi by wbioh they were 
connected." Id pur«uaac« of Ibese luggestiona a meeting wb« held on the 
10th day of May, at which a committee was appointed to revise the pto- 
poaalB for such an institution. Tba report of the committee was accepted 
at a meeting held Hay IS, at tbe quarten of Baron Sleubeu, in the Vtx^ 
planck house, near Fisbkill Landing, and tbe " Society of the Cincinnati," 
with a provisioD for the formation of Stale Societies, was organized, Waih- 
inglon officiated as president until Us death. 



FRIDAY, JUNB 20 

At Newburgh : Orderlif Book. — " The troops of this can- 
tonment [New Windsor] will march on Monday morning, 
5 o'clock, by the left. The senior Brigadier on the Maesa- 
chusetts Line will conduct the column over Butter HiU to 
West Point. . ■ . These corps, with the troops at West 
Point, will compose the garrisons of that post and its de- 
pendencies. Major-general Knox will be pleased to expe- 
dite in the best manner he is able the building of an arsenal 
and maganines, agreeably to the instructions he hath re- 
ceived from the Secretary at War. As soon as the troopa 
are collected at West Point, an accurate inspection is to 
take place, in consequence of which all non-commissioned 
officers and privates who are incapable of service, except in 
the corps of invalids, are to be discharged, and the names 
all the men whose time of service will expire within a 
month are also to be reported to Head-quartere." 

TUESDAY, JUNE 24. 

At Nowbnrgh : " The men engaged to serve three years 
were formed into regiments and corps in the following 
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maoDer ; namely, the troops of Massachusetts compose four 
regiments; Connecticut, one regiment; New Hampshire, 
five companies ; Hhode Island, two companies ; Maseachii- 
aetts artillery, three companies ; and New York artillery, 
two compunies. The army being thus reduced to merely a 
competent garrison for West Point, that being the only ob- 
ject of importance in this quarter, and it being necessary to 
employ a considerable part of the men in building an arsenal 
and magazines at that post, agreeably to the directions 
^ven by the secretary at war, the troops accordingly broke 
np the cantonment [at New Windsor] yesterday, and re- 
moved to that garrison, where Major-General Knox still 
retains the command." — Washington to the President of Con~ 
gress. 

TUESDAY, JULY 8. 

At Newbnrgh : " It now rests with the Confederated 
Powers, by the line of conduct they mean to adopt, to make 
this Country great, happy and respectable; or to sink it 
into littleness — worse perhaps — into Anarchy and confusion ; 
for certain I am, that unless adequate Powers are given to 
CongresB for the general purposes of the Federal Union, that 
we shall soon moulder into dust and become contemptible 
in the eyes of Europe, if we are not made the sport of their 
Politicks." — Washington to Dr.WiUiam Gordim. 

THDKSDAT, JULY 10. 

At Newburgh : " I cannot sufficiently express my sensi- 
bility for your kind congratulations on the favorable termi- 
nation of the War, and for the flattering manner in which 
you are pleased to speak of my instrumentality in effecting 
a revolution, which I can truly aver, was not in the begin- 
ning premeditated ; but the result of dire necessity brought 
about by the persecuting spirit of the British Government. 
This no man can speak to with more certainty, or assert 
upon better grounds than myself— as I was a member of 
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Congress in the Conncils of America till the affair at 
Bunker Hill, and was an attentive observer and witness to 
those interesting and painful struggles for accommodation, 
and redress of grievances in a Constitutional way, which all 
the worid saw and must have approved, except the igno- 
rant, deluded and designing." — Washington to George WUUam 
Fairfax. 

WEDNESDAY, JULY 16. 

At Newburgh : " I have resolved to wear away a little 
time [while expecting the definitive treaty], in performing 
a tour to the northward, as far as Ticonderoga and Crown 
Point, and perhaps as far up the Mohawk Kver as Fort 
Schuyler. I shall leave this place on Friday next, and shall 
probably be gone about two weeks." — Washington to the Presi- 
dent of Congress.

Ab this will remove me to a 
distance, and may for a considerable time separate as, and 
prevent frequent personal Interviews; I should be much 
obliged to yon for intimating to me — before I go — what 
will be necesBary for me to do respecting our purchase of 
the Saratoga Springs." — Washington to Governor Clinton. 

Od their return from Crown Point and Ticonderogs, in the month of 
Julj, Washington and Governor Clinton stopped at the High Rock Spring, 
where the village of Suratogn Springs now fltands. Being alrongly im- 
pressed with the value of the water and the importance of the euirounding 
land, tbej determined to purchase it, the necessary BrrangemeDU being left 
lo Governor CUnton. It Wiu found, however, that some members of the 
Livingston family had already secured the land. The High Rock and Flat 
Rock Springs were the only onea known at the lime. 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 16. 

At Newburgh : Answers an address (dated July 10) from 
the Senate and House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusette, in general court assembled, con- 
gratulating him on the return of peace. 

After referring to the happy return of peace, with eipntsaiona of grati- 
tude to the Supreme Ruler of the universe, the wise conduct of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in discharging his important trust, and the hardships bo 
endured, the address concludes in the following words : " While patriots 
shall nol cease to applaud the sacred attachment which you have constantly 
manifested Ui the rights of citlsens — too often violated by men in armst 
your military virtues and alchieveroenti will be deeply recorded in th* 
breasts of your countrymen and their posterity, and make tho brighUat 
pages in the history of mankind." 

SUNDAY, AUGUST 17. 

At Newburgh : OrtUrly Book. — " The Commander-in- 
Chief, having been requested by Congress to give his 
attendance at Princeton, proposes to set out for that place 
to-morrow; but he expects to have the pleasure of seeing 
the army again before he retires to private life. During his 
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absence Major-general Kqox will retain command of the 
troops, and all reports are to be made to liim accordingly."

Old crooked >a4dle with a ihort deep blue saddle cloth flowered, with buff 
cloth at the edge, buckskin seat, the cloth not below the ekirti of the saddle 
atthesides; double skirls, crupper, sureingle, and breait strap; small roae 
bone, not Ave \ double bitted steal bridle, and plated stirrups. The Qen- 
eral usually rode from Bockingbam to !Princo Town, which is Ave miles, in 
forty miautes. The Qeoeral weighs commonly about 210 pounds."

THURSDAY, DECEMBER i.

The paBsions 
of human nature were never more tenderly agitated than in 
this interesting and distreaaful scene. His excellency having 
filled a glass of wine, thus addressed his brave fellow-eol- 
diera: 

" ' With an hearl full of love and gratitude Inmo take leave 
of you : I most devoutly wish that your latter days may be as 
prosperous and happy as yourfamier ones have been glorious aiid 
honorable.'' 

" These words produced extreme sensibility on both sides ; 
they were answered by warm expressions, and fervent wishes, 
from the gentlemen of the army, whose truly pathetic feel- 
ings it is not in our power to convey to the reader. Soon 
after this scene was closed, his excellency the Glovernor, the 
honorable the Council and citizens of the first distinction 
waited on the general and in terms the most affectionate, 
took their leave. 

" The corps of light infantry was drawn up in a line, the 
commander in chief, about two o'clock passed through them 
on his way to Whitehall, where he embarked in his barge 
for Powles Hook [Jersey City]. He is attended by general 
le baron de Steuben ; proposes to make a short stay at Phil- 
adelphia; will thence proceed to Annapolis, where he will 
resign his Commission as General of the American armies, 
into the hands of the Coiitinenlal Congress,* from whom it 
was derived, immediately after wliich his excellency will set

At night the etate-houee was illumi- 
nated, where a ball was given by the general assembly, at 
which a very numerous and brilliant company of ladies was 
present On this occasion general Waahingtou opened the 
ball with Mrs, James Maccubbin, of this city, one of the 
most beautiful women of her day. An address was made 
to general Washington, on this occasion, by the corporate 
authorities of .the city." — Anmds of Annapolis. 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 23. 

At Annapolis : " Congrcaa assembled. Present Massacha- 
setts, Bh ode-Island, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North-Carolina; and from the state of Kew- 
Hampahire, Mr. Foster, and from the state of South-Caro- 
lina, Mr. Read. 

" According to order, hie excellency the commander in 
chief was admitted to a public audience, and being seated, 
the president [Thomas Mifflin], after a pause, informed him, 
that the United States in Congress assembled, were prepared 
to receive his communications; Whereupon, he arose and 
addressed as follows : 

" ' Mr. President : The great events on which my resig- 
nation depended, having at length taken place, I have now 
the honor of offering my sincere congratulations to Con- 
gress, and of presenting myself before them, to surrender 
into their hands the trust committed to me, and to claim the 
indulgence of retiring from the service of my country. 

" ' Happy in the confirmation of our independence and 
sovereignty, and pleased with the opportunity afforded the 
United States, of becoming a respectable nation, I resign 
with satisfaction the appointment I accepted with diffidence 
— a diffidence in my abilities to accomplish so arduous a 
task; which however was superseded by a confidence In the 
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rectitude of our cause, the support of the supreme power of 
the union, and the patronage of heaven. 

" ' The euccesfiful termination of the war has verified the 
most sanguine expectations ; and my gratitude for the inter- 
position of Providence, and the assistance I have received 
from my countrymen, increases with every review of the 
momentous contest. 

" ' While I repeat my obligations to the army in general, 
I should do injustice to my own feelings not to acknowledge, 
in this place, the peculiar services and distinguished merits 
of the gentlemen who have been attached to my person 
during the war. It was impossible the choice of confiden- 
tial officers to compose my family should have been more 
fortunate. Permit me, sir, to recommend in particular, 
those who have continued in the service to the present 
moment, as worthy of the favourable notice and patronage 
of Congress. 

" ' I consider it an indispensable duty to close this last act 
of my official life by commending the interests of our dearest 
country to the protection of Almighty God, and those who 
have the superintendauce of them to his holy keeping. 

" ' Having now finished the work assigned me, I retire 
from the great theatre of action, and bidding an affectionate 
farewell to the august body, under whose orders I have so 
long acted, I here ofier my commission, and take my leave 
of all the employments of public life." " — Journal of Con-
